A MISSIONARY CONFERENCE 


L. A. HOOPES 


The last General Conference was a missionary conference. By far the largest proportion of the 
recommendations were pertaining to missionary work either in foreign or home fields. The first action, found 

on page 2 of the BULLETIN, provides for a study of foreign mission fields and their needs, one Sabbath in 
each month. The plan contemplates all phases of missionary effort. One Sabbath each quarter is set apart to 
the consideration of medical missionary work in foreign countries.GCB January 1, 1899, page 1.1 


Recommendation 2 constitutes each State corresponding secretary a mission secretary. The duties of these 
officers are obvious. The conference is to be brought into close touch with all that pertains to foreign mission 
work. The needs of the field, the development of laborers, the the raising of funds, are to be placed before the 
brethren throughout the country. The home field is not to be neglected. The elders of churches, and the 
librarians of local societies, are to give more time to developing the missionary spirit in our churches. The 
intent of this is that these officers will do more to bring to the notice of church members all that pertains to 
missionary work.GCB January 1, 1899, page 1.2 


It will be noticed that recommendation 4 provides that the envelope-plan for collecting First-day offerings is 
one that is approved by the General Conference. This is a plan by which a regular stream of funds is pouring 
into the treasury of the Foreign Mission Board. By the use of the envelopes there is a continual reminder of 
the opportunity to put something, though small it may be, into the treasury for mission work in the regions 
beyond.GCB January 1, 1899, page 1.3 


Much more is to be done by the way of circulating our literature. The attention of ministers and workers is 
especially called to this point. A few years ago there was more done in proportion to the number of workers 
than there is now. The recommendations call the entire membership to greater activity in this direction.GCB 
January 1, 1899, page 1.4 


Recommendation 20 is an appeal to the home conferences to support one or more laborers in foreign fields. 
No resolution seemed to meet with more hearty approval than did this one. Since the conference adjourned 
we have heard of several conferences that have acted on the resolution, and the Lord is blessing them in 
doing so.GCB January 1, 1899, page 1.5 


Under the resolutions relative to the International Tract Society there are several items of deepest interest to 
all our brethren. We are glad to announce that the General Conference Committee and the International Tract 
Society Board have acted on the first recommendation, and have secured headquarters for the society in New 
York City, due announcement of which appears in another column. Recommendations 2 to 6 call for an 
earnest cooperation on the part of all our brethren to come to help of the society with your means and with 
your prayers. It will be seen that the work of the society is missionary, and appeals to our missionary spirit and 
our missionary purse.GCB January 1, 1899, page 1.6 


It will also be observed that much of the work under contemplation is in foreign fields, and fields where there 
are few Sabbath-keepers. We should not forget the International Tract Society.\GCB January 1, 1899, page

The work of the Sabbath-school and Religious Liberty Associations are to be prosecuted with greater 
vigilance than ever. In one sense, the Sabbath-school is the true church school. The standard must be 
lowered. Great care is to be exercised in the selection of officers and teachers. There must be cultivated the 
closest union between the Sabbath-school and the church.GCB January 1, 1899, page 2.1 


In the Religious Liberty Association there is to be greater activity on the part of all interested in this subject, to 
see that the enemy is not stealing a march upon us. Few realize how the enemies of religious freedom are 
laying their schemes, deep and secure, that will spring the net of bondage over the unwary.

1. That our churches be invited to devote the services of the second Sabbath in each month to the study of 
foreign mission fields and their needs, matter for study to be furnished by the Foreign Mission Board and the 
Medical Missionary Board; and that each third second Sabbath, or one Sabbath in a quarter, shall be devoted 
to the subject of foreign medical missionary work.GCB January 1, 1899, page 2.4 


2. That each conference be invited to select a suitable person to act as corresponding secretary of the State 
tract society, who shall be known as Mission Secretary, whose duty shall be to labor especially in the interests 
of home and foreign missionary work.GCB January 1, 1899, page 2.5 


3. That the elders of churches and the librarians of local societies be encouraged to give more time to 
developing the missionary spirit in our churches.GCB January 1, 1899, page 2.6

offering for foreign mission work; that these envelopes be distributed and collected at the regular Sabbath 
meeting; and that these offerings be forwarded monthly through the State tract society officers to the Foreign

EDUCATIONAL WORK 


5. That it is the sense of this Conference that the managing boards of the various schools shall operate these 
schools with the income, from whatever source,-shall meet the expenses year by year.GCB January 1, 1899,

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CHURCH SCHOOLS 


L.A. HOOPES 


The instruction that has been coming to us of late from the Spirit of the Lord has laid stress upon the 
educational work, and especially that of the church schools. On pages 129 and 159 of the Daily Bulletin are 
articles from the pen of Mrs. E. G. White on this subject. In these articles the statement is made that there 
should be schools established wherever there is a church or company of believers. This means that far more 
attention is to be given to this question than heretofore. There is a greater work to be done for the children 
and youth than we have taken hold of in the past. It is true, the Sabbath-schools have done, and are doing, a 
grand and noble work; but it could hardly be expected that the Sabbath-schools can do in an hour and a 
quarter each week what the day-schools can do thirty hours.GCB January 1, 1899, page 7.1 


Our school work is to be on the plan of the schools of the prophets. The instruction that the youth are to 
receive is to be of a character that will prepare them to be missionaries, to have a love for the truths of the 
Bible, and to beget in them a love for perishing humanity. In view of this, it must be very apparent that there is 
to be a work that must be done for our children that they will never receive in the public schools. The children 
are to be educated to know God, and Jesus Christ whom he has sent. They are to be instilled with the thought 
that they must obey God supremely; that obedience to their parents is a part of the divine law; that the 
transgression of the law is sin, and debars them from heaven. They must also be taught that God is a tender, 
compassionate Father, one who longs to forgive them of their transgression. They must be taught to confess 
their sins to God, and then believe that God, for Christ's sake, forgives their transgression. They must be 
taught that they are members of God’s family, and that God has an interest in them individually; that sin in 
whatever form is to be hated and shunned.GCB January 7, 1899, page 7.2 


Our children and youth are to have experiences for themselves, and are to be witnesses for the truth. It is 
hardly possible for them to have this preparation if they receive their education and training in the popular

Let us in our educational work embrace far 
more than we have done, of the children and youth, and there will be a whole army of missionaries raised up 
to work for God. | say again, Establish schools for the children where there are churches,—those who 
assemble to worship God. Where there are churches, let there be schools. Work as if you were working for 
your life to save children from being drowned in the polluting, corrupting influences of this life.” GCB January 1,

“There are places where our schools should have been in operation years ago. Let these now be started 
under wise directors. The youth should be educated in their own churches.”GCB January 7, 1899, page 8.6 


“Can we wonder that children and youth drift into temptation, and become educated in wrong lines by their 
association with other neglected children? These children are not wisely educated to use their active minds 
and limbs to do helpful work. Our schools should teach the children all kinds of simple labor. Can we wonder, 
neglected as they have been, that their energies become devoted to amusements that do them no good, that 
their religious aspirations are chilled, and their spiritual life darkened? Thousands in their own homes are left 
almost uneducated. ‘It is so much trouble,’ says the mother. ‘I would rather do these things myself; it is such a 
trouble; you bother me.’GCB January 1, 1899, page 8.7 


“Does not mother remember that she herself had to learn in jots and tittles before she could be helpful? It is a 
wrong to children to refuse to teach them little by little. Keep these children with you. Let them ask questions, 
and in patience answer them. Give your little children something to do; let them have the happiness of 
supposing they help you. There must be no repulsing of your children when trying to do proper things. If they 
make mistakes, if accidents happen, and things break, do not blame. Their whole future life depends upon the 
education you give them in their childhood years.

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CAMP-MEETINGS 


L.A. HOOPES 


AT our last General Conference considerable time was devoted to the study of camp-meeting work. A special 
Testimony was read, relative to the subject. More attention should be given this matter. “Instead of having 
mammoth camp-meetings in a few localities, more good would often be done by having small meetings in 
many places. Let these be held in cities and towns where the message of present truth has not been 
presented. Help those who are interested to attend, if necessary providing them with food and lodging. And let 
the meeting continue two or three weeks. This should be followed up by a tent-meeting and Bible work.”GCB 
January 1, 1899, page 9.2 


The foregoing is an extract from the Testimony read at the Conference on this subject. It will be seen that the 
Lord wants us to take hold of this work in a tangible form, to work for those who know not the message for this 
time. It will pay every laborer to get the entire article referred to and study it. This article is on page 128 of the 
recent Daily Bulletin. The manner of conducting the meetings, and the different elements that enter in to make 
them a success, are mentioned.GCB January 7, 1899, page 9.3 


Much may be done to encourage the brethren throughout the conference by bringing the meetings within their 
reach. The large camp-meetings are so unwieldy that much of the needed personal work is neglected, simply 
because the laborers are overtaxed in other directions. The real work of the camp-meeting is too often made a 
secondary matter. We “should work as if searching for the lost sheep.”GCB January 1, 1899, page 9.4 


Children’s meetings are to be held. Our children demand our attention. They are coming up to a crisis in their 
lives, when they must stand wholly on their own faith. The question that we as parents should ask, is, Have 
we given them every opportunity, every advantage, to obtain a thorough Christian knowledge? Do they not 
have a right to receive from us, Christian fathers and mothers and workers, just such a knowledge, which if 
acted upon by a living faith, would enable them to stand, no matter what the trials may be? We should look for

We should take a step in advance. When the meeting is over, we should have learned the lesson so that we

The Lord has told us how to carry on the instruction for both old and young, for the converted and the 
unconverted. It is always safe to follow his direction. “In these meetings we should not at first present doctrinal 
subjects, of which the hearers have no understanding. Hold the attention of the people by presenting the truth 
as it is in Jesus. The very first and most important thing is to melt and subdue the soul by presenting our Lord 
Jesus Christ as the sin-pardoning Saviour. Keep before the people the cross of Calvary. What caused the 
death of Christ?—The transgression of the law. Show that Christ died to give men an opportunity to become 
loyal subjects to his kingdom.” It is in this way that “the people are to be led to take their stand for the 
truth.”"GCB January 1, 1899, page 9.7 


Every camp-meeting should be a place where every person in attendance gains the victory over self. He 
should know how to rise above every cruel and murderous assault of the enemy. He should know how to 
impart the same knowledge to some one else.GCB January 7, 1899, page 9.8 


Who are the helpers at the camp-meetings?—Every person who is acquainted with Christ should be a worker. 
He need not enter the pulpit to do his work, neither is it necessary for him to bear a long, drawn-out testimony 
in some social meeting in order to demonstrate that he is a worker. “Let all obtain the real facts of faith in their 
own souls through belief that the Holy Spirit will teach them because they have a real hungering and thirsting 
after righteousness. In this way the right kind of education is given to the people in religious exercises, and 
there is presented also the discipline of organization and order.”GCB January 1, 1899, page 9.9 


Thorough consecration and much prayer is what counts in our religious experience. No one is prepared to go 
through a crisis in his religious experience unless he knows what prevailing prayer is.

A warfare is being waged, and at no place 
will it be more marked than at our general meetings. As intelligent beings, we should keep this in mind, and 
hold in reserve, in the best possible condition, every power of our being to be used at Christ’s bidding in the

It is quite a noticeable fact that at our large meetings there are always a great many who have a great burden 
to get something new before the people, some side issue; and before the meeting is over, a call is made for a 
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donation. In many instances these contributions have no direct bearing upon the message for this time. We 
would not presume to dictate just what ones should be admitted, and what should not. Here is where wisdom 
is needed, to discriminate what is in keeping with the message and what is not. The camp-meeting is not the 
place for excitement, for shows, or exercises that are calculated to arouse the curiosity of the people. There is 
enough in the third angel’s message to satisfy the curiosity of every longing soul, and it certainly is the 
business of this people to see that this message is properly presented to the people.GCB January 1, 1899, 
page 10.1 


One very important feature that has always received a good deal of attention at our camp-meetings, is the 
business meetings. There is always some business that needs attention. Notwithstanding all this, there has 
been much precious time consumed in the discussion of nonessentials, and matters of very little importance. 
The salvation of souls should be the primary object of all our work.GCB January 1, 1899, page 10.2 


We can do no better than to here quote the words found on pages 229 to 231 of “Gospel Workers:—GCB 
January 1, 1899, page 10.3 


“In all our business meetings, as well as our social and religious meetings, we want Jesus by our side as a 
guide and counselor. There will be no tendency to lightness where the presence of the Saviour is recognized. 
Self will not be made prominent. There will be a realization of the importance of the work that is to be done. 
There will be a desire that the plans to be laid may be directed of Him who is mighty in counsel.GCB January 
1, 1899, page 10.4 


“Could our eyes but be opened, we would behold the angels of heaven in our assemblies. Could we but 
realize this, there would be no desire to hold to our own opinions upon unimportant points, which so often 
retard the progress of the meeting and the work. If there were more real praying done, if there were more 
solemn consideration given to weighty matters, the tone of our business meetings would be changed, 
elevated. All would feel that the assembly had met to lay plans for the advancement of the work, and that the

Self must 
be hid in Jesus; then the judgment will not be onesided and warped, so that there can be no dispassionate 
and righteous decisions.”GCB January 1, 1899, page 10.8

ARTICLE I|.—NAME

THIS organization shall be known as the General Conference of Seventh-day AdventistsGCB January 1,

ARTICLE Il.—OBJECT

The object of this Conference shall be to unify and extend the work of the Seventh-day Adventist

ARTICLE IIl_—MEMBERSHIP

For the joy, that was set before him, Christ endured the cross, despising the shame, and is forever set down 
at the right hand of God. He died on the cross as a sacrifice for the world, and through this sacrifice comes the 
greatest blessing that God could bestow,—the gift of the Holy Spirit. This blessing is for all who will receive 
Christ. The fallen world is the battle-field for the greatest conflict the heavenly universe and earthly powers 
have ever witnessed. It was appointed as the theater on which would be fought out the grand struggle 
between good and evil, between heaven and hell. Every human being acts a part in this conflict. No one can 
stand on neutral ground. Men must either accept or reject the world’s Redeemer. All are witnesses, either for 
or against Christ. Christ calls upon those who stand under his banner to engage in the conflict with him as 
faithful soldiers, that they may inherit the crown of life. They have been adopted as sons and daughters of 
God. Christ has left them his assured promise that great will be the reward in the kingdom of heaven of those 
who partake of his humiliation and suffering for the truth’s sake.GCB April 1, 1899, page 33.1 


The cross of Calvary challenges, and will finally vanquish, every earthly and hellish power. In the cross all 
influence centers, and from it all influence goes forth. It is the great center of attraction, for on it Christ gave up 
his life for the human race.

Our 
sympathies are wrought upon by the Holy Spirit; and in the heart of the one who is helped gratitude springs 
up, and he gathers hope to lay hold upon the hand of divinity, and to realize that God is seeking to save him

The knowledge of God has been lost from a large number of minds, not alone from the minds of those who 
have debased themselves to the lowest depths, but from the minds of kings, princes, and emperors, from men 
of high estate the world over.

He read the heart of the one who had been so greatly favored, and he said to him, “Thou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be required of thee: then whose shall those things be, which thou hast

This man is represented as one no longer fit to live in the world, as a fruitless tree which should be cut down. 
He was not worthy to be recognized among men blessed with life and capable of seeking for immortality and 
securing eternal life. His separation from God was complete. His life could benefit no one.GCB April 1, 1899,

Christ recognizes no caste, no nationality. He holds it as his prerogative, divine and incommunicable, to work 
after his own might and pleasure. The compassionate Redeemer, he labored among all classes. When the 
paralytic was let down through the roof at his feet, he saw at a glance the trouble of the sufferer, and he 
immediately exercised his power as a sin-pardoning Saviour. “Be of good cheer;” he said, “thy sins be 
forgiven thee.” At this, some of the scribes said within themselves, “Why doth this man thus speak 
blasphemies? who can forgive sins but God only?” How astonished they were to have their unspoken 
thoughts opened before them. “Why reason ye these things in your hearts?” Jesus said. “Whether is it easier 
to say to the sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to say, Arise, and take up thy bed, and walk? But 
that ye may know that the Son of Man hath power on earth to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of the palsy,) | 
say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy bed, and go thy way into thine house.”GCB April 7, 1899, page 34.4 


Christ changed the relation of the sinner toward God, taking the guilt from the inmost soul. The rich fool died 
in his bloated wealth; but the helpless sinner was brought to Christ, and manifesting his belief that Christ could 
heal him, he was not disappointed. His diseased mind was first cured, and then the Great Physician cured his 
bodily infirmities.GCB April 1, 1899, page 34.5 


Thus Christ drew the people to him. He was unfolding truths of the highest order. The knowledge he came to 
impart was the gospel in all its richness and power. The sin-bearer, he is alive to all the horrors which sin 
brings upon the soul; and he came to this world with a message of deliverance.GCB April 1, 1899, page 34.6 


What is Christianity?—God’s instrumentality for the conversion of the sinner. Jesus will call to account every 
one who is not brought under his control, who does not demonstrate in his life the influence of the cross of 
Calvary.

To every man God has given his work. Every soul has been given his post of duty, his sphere of action. It is 
for his present and eternal interest to find out his work by inquiring, Lord, what wilt thou have me to do? Each 
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person forms a link in the chain of responsibility which binds man to his fellow man. In their service men are to 
be linked with one another and with God. Each man is to act his part in the program of life. Each is to exert an 
influence for good.

All our powers are to be used for Christ. This is the debt we each owe to God. In forming a relationship with 
Christ, the renewed man is but coming back to his appointed relationship with God. He is a representative of 
Christ, and he is ever to pray and watch unto prayer.

The spiritual welfare of 
your family comes first. Take them with you to the cross of Calvary, laboring for them as those that must give

Parents should seek to gain the cooperation of their children. Thus children can become laborers together 
with God. Some households have a little church in the home. Mutual love binds heart to heart, and the unity 
that exists among the members of the family preaches the most effectual sermon that could be preached on 
practical godliness. As parents faithfully do their duty in the family, restraining, correcting, advising, 
counseling, guiding,—the father as a priest of the household, the mother as a home missionary,—they are 
filling the sphere God would have them fill. By faithfully doing their duty in the home, they are multiplying 
agencies for doing good outside the home. They are becoming better fitted to labor in the church. By training 
their little flock discreetly, binding their children to themselves and to God, fathers and mothers become 
laborers together with God. The cross is erected in their home. The members of the family become members 
of the royal family above, children of the heavenly King.GCB April 1, 1899, page 35.2 


The tenderness of Christ is to be brought into the daily life of his followers. His character is to be reproduced 
in them. The disinterested benevolence shown by him is to be shown by them. His love for souls should be 
cultivated by practice. Humble, wrestling prayer will soften and subdue hearts. Christ’s servants can and 
should be able to meet and overcome every temptation. They should say, “Il am not my own; | have been 
bought with a price. By the infinite sacrifice Christ has made for me, he has put it out of my power to give him 
more than he demands.

We see a great work to be done. We find no place where we can sit down and fold our hands. There are 
many places to be worked. Every town or village on the railway is to have the message the Lord has given us. 
We can not stop to rejoice over a few victories. We must press the battle to the very gate. The Lord has never 
left himself without a witness. The truth must be presented in the different suburbs of Newcastle. At times we 
may have to speak in the open air. | have done this on two Sunday afternoons, with good results. Last 
Sabbath | spoke to a goodly number under the tent at Newcastle. The Lord gave me much freedom. On 
Sunday | spoke in Wallsend, a suburb ten miles from Newcastle. Notice had been given that | would speak 
there. A goodly number were present, and the Lord gave me a message for them. The people seemed to 
rejoice that they could feed upon the word. This suburb has eight thousand inhabitants. Newcastle has only 
begun to be worked. We have not sufficient workers to take hold of the work. We are hoping and praying and 
waiting for earnest, devoted men and women. The work has been going forward in Hamilton and Newcastle, 
and most marked reformations have taken place. We are now planning to begin work in a different part of 
Newcastle. God will help us by raising up laborers for this field.GCB April 1, 1899, page 35.5 


Our brethren desired me to go to Newcastle last week to make a beginning in Wallsend. It was a question 
whether to commence the work there; but the people are intensely interested, and have been saying, “We 
want meetings held at Wallsend.” This place is nearer Cooranbong by ten miles, and although the road is a

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THE USE AND THE ABUSE OF THE TESTIMONIES

“As the end draws near, and the work of giving the last warning to the world extends, it becomes more 
important for those who accept present truth to have a clear understanding of the nature and influence of the 
Testimonies, which God in his providence has linked with the work of the third angel’s message from its very 
rise."— Testimonies for the Church 5:654.GCB April 1, 1899, page 38.1 


Mark that this quotation does not raise the question of the importance of believing the Testimonies, but of 
understanding their nature and influence. Those who have made a deep and prayerful study of the 
Testimonies, have certainly realized in a most practical manner the words of the psalmist, “I have more 
understanding than all my teachers: for thy testimonies are my meditation.” Psalm 119:99.GCB April 1, 1899, 
page 38.2 


Hundreds of young men and women among us might have their former teachers for their present pupils had 
they appreciated the living rays of light which have, through this channel, permeated into the darkest recesses 
of almost every branch of human knowledge. It has always been God’s purpose that his people should 
especially be made to “lie down in green pastures.” This is just as true in scientific knowledge and in methods 
of presenting and making a practical application of the same, as in the purely spiritual truths. The Bible is the 
fountain head of all truth, and any tree of knowledge whose taproot does not strike into its principles, will 
vanish away; for “every plant that my heavenly Father hath not planted shall be rooted up.”GCB April 1, 1899, 
page 38.3 


It is the work of the Testimonies not to enunciate new principles of truth, but to point out and bring to the 
God's eternal truth. Right here is where so much misunderstanding has arisen in reference to the 
Testimonies, as to whether they were to be placed on an equality with the Bible, in place of the Bible, or as an 
addition to the Bible. As a matter of fact the scope of the Testimonies fills none of these. The Lord has pointed

In short, the Testimonies are to take the truths in God’s 
word and hold them up before the mind in such a manner that as lasting an impression shall be made as was 
left upon our minds when perhaps our home burned down, or when we were an eye-witness of some frightful 
accident; or, in the words of the quotation, to “impress vividly.”GCB April 1, 1899, page 38.5 


“Additional truth is not brought out; but God has through the Testimonies simplified the great truths already 
given.” Idem, Vol. 2, p. 605. In such a principle of truth as is stated in the words, “Glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit,” the casual reader perceives little; but when God shifts his great telescope, the Testimonies, 
to this verse, and adjusts the focus, we see how this text applies to habits of daily life, even to such simple 
things as clothing, diet, and exercise. In a drop of water that may hang on the point of a cambric needle, the 
ordinary eye discovers nothing, yet let the scientist put it under his microscope, and if it has been properly 
inoculated, it will reveal myriads of animal forms that are perfectly developed. Some would say, “Oh, the 
microscope added all that,” and would perhaps argue for hours to prove that what they now see could not 
possibly have been in the water before; and apparently they may have the best of the argument.GCB April 7,

In like manner | have frequently heard of many of our brethren spending a great deal of time arguing that 
certain things they see in the Testimonies could not possibly be in the Bible, for identically the same reason 
that others could not, with their naked eye, see the animal forms in the drop of water. Again, “The Testimonies 
are not to belittle the word of God, but to exalt it, and attract minds to it, that the beautiful simplicity of truth

Then if the Testimonies are read in the proper spirit, the Bible will seem more exalted, the mind attracted to it 
as though it were a magnet; and where the truths expressed in the Bible seem hazy, the Testimonies bring

Only recently a very prominent man who, with his wife, had just embraced the truth, came to me in great 
distress of mind, stating that his wife was completely discouraged and confused because during the day one 
of our sisters had visited her, and had told her of a most unreasonable thing that she said the Testimonies 
taught, and assured her she must believe it in order to be in harmony with this people. | was glad that | was 
able to deny that such an inconsistent thing could be found in any statement of God’s revealed will. Only the 
day of God will fully show the harm that has come from garbling and misquoting the Testimonies. In order for 
any one to absolutely avoid doing this, the proper plan to adopt is to have a book in which may be written the 
substance of what is likely to be used again, with the accompanying reference, classified under separate 
heads. Any one who perseveringly follows this plan will find in a few years that he has accumulated, and has 
ready access to, the very choicest gems in the Testimonies.GCB April 1, 1899, page 38.11

experience we pass through now.” The Desire of Ages, 225. Under subject of “Promises,” “Not to be rashly 
claimed by those who violate laws of nature and disregard prudence; this is presumption.” Vol. 4, p. 45.GCB

Under each of these heads, and hundreds of others similar, there naturally accumulates, in the course of a 
few years, scores of grand and beautiful thoughts; and while perhaps the idea of an entire paragraph is 
condensed into the brief space of a line on a book, yet the accompanying reference enables one instantly to 
turn to the original source and refresh his mind with the full thought as well as the context.

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THE RECENT GENERAL COUNCIL 


L.A. HOOPES 


The fall council composed of the General Conference Committee and the leading brethren connected with the 
institutions located at Battle Creek, has recently closed. In many respects it was an interesting and important 
meeting. We have every reason to take courage at the outlook before us. Much time was devoted to the study 
of special Testimonies relative to the right principles that should be manifested in the third angel’s message, 
also relating to the wrong principles which have been interwoven into our work.GCB July 7, 1899, page 41.1 


For a number of years the Lord has been admonishing us concerning the danger of adopting a worldly policy. 
In a large measure we have failed to recognize and take heed to these admonitions. Many of the perplexities 
which confront us to-day are due to this fact. A spirit of worldly policy has leavened the entire field to a great 
extent. What do we find as a result?—First, our institutions are struggling with a heavy indebtedness; second, 
a scarcity of funds with which to prosecute the work in its various departments; third, an inclination on the part 
of both General and State Conferences to employ just as few laborers as possible, because “the Conference 
has all on its pay-roll that it can carry;” fourth, a disposition to build up and centralize around home interests, 
while the regions beyond are languishing because of a lack of laborers and means.GCB July 1, 1899, page 
41.2 


We blame no one. We only say that we have adopted a worldly policy. Just think of it. God’s plan is to “owe no 
man anything.” Instead of being close pressed for funds, we should not only have an abundant supply from 
our own resources, as a people, but the wealth of the Gentiles should, according to scripture, be pouring into 
the treasury. Instead of a limited number of laborers being engaged in the cause, every one should act some 
part. “Now is the time to work. Many more workers ought to be in the field. There should be one hundred 
where now there is only one. Many who have not been ordained or licensed may work in their own 
neighborhoods and in the regions about them.’—“Appeal for Missions,” p. 17. Instead of building up and 
centralizing around home fields, our men and means should be distributed to fields where the sound of the 
third angel’s message has never been heard.GCB July 7, 1899, page 41.3 


It was the design of the council to enlist a greater number of persons in the various lines of missionary work 
than ever before. The Missionary Reading Circle was instituted with this in view. A review of the great truths of 
the message for this time should inspire every one with a new zeal to get these truths before the multitudes 
who are as yet unacquainted with them. The Reading Circle must develop a large corps of missionaries for 
both home and foreign fields, else it will fall short of the aim of its promoters.GCB July 1, 1899, page 41.4 


The foreign mission field is dependent on the home field for support. The Foreign Mission Board is powerless 
to do anything except as the brethren put into their hands the means to carry on the work. In other words, the 
brethren on the Mission Board are our servants to see that our contributions find the destination to which they 
were designed. By our acts and words we say to the Board, Send out workers, and lay broader plans for the 
prosecution of the work in the dark corners of the earth. When we do this, we should never lose sight of the 
fact that a mission once started, calls for a continual outlay of means, until the message has completed its

It would be a cruel thing to say to the Foreign Mission Board to send more workers into the field, and then

Shall we not this year 
consecrate to God not merely a part but a// our holiday gifts for the relief of his cause, which is in so great 
need? How can we more appropriately celebrate the coming Christmas, how better express our gratitude to 
God for the gift of his dear Son, than by offerings to send to all the world the tidings of his soon 
coming?”—The Review and Herald, December 6, 1887 Our crown of rejoicing at the appearing of Christ will 
be to see the souls whom we have been instrumental in saving, reflecting the image of Jesus.GCB July 7,

The Testimonies above alluded to in this article are most searching in their character, and are designed for 
the people. The question may be asked, Why not publish them, and send them out broadcast to the people? 
Our answer is, that the one who gave the Testimonies gave explicit instruction how they should be 
communicated to the people. This responsibility has been laid on the President of the General Conference. 
The plan is to hold district meetings, where the Testimonies may be read to the leading brethren in all our 
conferences and institutions, so these in turn may communicate the same to their brethren in their respective 
fields of labor.

Permit us to point out some of the difficulties that we have to contend with in making out a directory, which we 
think all whose names appear in the directory, and especially the secretaries, can render valuable assistance 
in furnishing a correct report: Misspelled names and addresses, more than one address given for the same 
party, a failure to give the exact name of organization or institution, a failure to recognize changes that occur 
in the list of accredited laborers or officials, and a failure to report at all.GCB July 1, 1899, page 72.8 


Now the remedy: First, see that each name is spelled correctly, and is always uniform, either in giving initials 
or the full name. Second, see that a permanent address is given, or if the laborer is constantly changing give 
the general address that will always reach him.

WHY WE SHOULD HAVE SUCH AN OCCASION

The constant rolling wheels of time have brought us to the closing days of another year, also to the closing 
days of another century, and to the time of year usually set apart for a special season of seeking God. The 
question has arisen in some minds, Why continue this custom? It has been in vogue for a number of years, 
and is becoming formal; why not drop it? We can pray to God in our individual homes; then why put the 
brethren to inconvenience and expense by calling them together once a day for a whole week? To these 
questions, others like the following might be added: Why hold any kind of public services? Why hold camp- 
meetings lasting several days? Why go to the expense of building churches or providing places for public 
worship, when the people can read their Bibles at home?GCB October 1, 1899, page 73.2 


To all such questions, but one answer need be given; namely, because God has thus ordained it; for “It 
pleased God by the foolishness of preaching to save them that believe.” But, says one, what proof have you 
that the week of prayer is approved of God? | answer, The fact that nearly fifteen years ago the Lord moved 
upon his highest authorized body on earth to appoint such a season; and within the last few months he has 
said through his servant that “the week of prayer, instead of being dropped or shortened, should be added

The spiritual uplifting of the people should be the primary object of these occasions; but this should bring large 
returns from loving hearts, in liberal donations to sustain and advance the cause in new fields. We are far

From an article written by the President of the General Conference, and published in the Review and Herald 
at the close of the Conference of 1885, relative to the appointment of the week of prayer, | quote the following:

“It would not have been done unless the united judgment of all our leading brethren assembled in Conference 
had sensed the fact that it was a most proper and necessary thing to do. We all felt that we had reached an 
important point in the history of our work, and that we must have God's help to impress the minds of our 
people everywhere with the danger of inactivity and indifference, and with the vast importance of earnestness 
and devotion in the work just before us. Hence the propriety of such a season, a week devoted to solemn 
prayer and humiliation of heart, calling us away from earthly and sensual things to the work now pressing 
upon us in all directions. GCB October 7, 1899, page 73.6 


“It was the general opinion of the delegates to the recent General Conference that never before in all our 
experience were more momentous questions brought to our attention than those considered this year... All 
were deeply impressed with the need of God’s help. We all realized that our people are not generally awake 
to the necessities of the cause, and that many are doing but little for its advancement either by personal effort 
or means. Many are spiritually asleep, drowsing over the brink of a precipice, over terrible dangers now 
imminent. Large numbers will surely be lost unless they arouse. We have but a little time to work....GCB 
October 1, 1899, page 74.1 


“In the day of God will be shown records which will appall thousands of hearts now slumbering in carnal 
security. Oh, the terrible awakenings of that great Judgment day! The garments of pleasure-loving, wealth- 
loving, sleepy Seventh-day Adventists will then be seen stained with the blood of souls forever lost. The sin of 
Meroz is among us everywhere.’—Vol. 62. No. 49.GCB October 1, 1899, page 74.2 


If the brethren fifteen years ago felt that they had reached an important point in the history of the work, when 
they must have God’s help in an especial manner, how should we feel in the time of peril in which we are now 
living? We have not the space to enumerate all the events that have taken place since 1885, as a fulfillment of 
the sure word of prophecy and an evidence that we are in the time of peril, and hence in great need of God’s 
special help and blessing. A few of the most prominent events must suffice.GCB October 1, 1899, page 74.3 


First, prosecution of our brethren for Sunday labor, which has occurred in eleven States in the Union, in two 
Provinces in Canada, and in England and Switzerland. Eighty different persons have been arrested on this 
charge, nearly one-half of whom have served terms in jails, chain-gangs, etc., aggregating in length a period 
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of time for one person amounting to three years and five months.GCB October 1, 1899, page 74.4 


Second, the “loud cry,” a short period of time just prior to the coming of the Lord, in which the earth is to be 
lightened with the glory of God, began in 1887, and hence nearly twelve years of this period is in the 
past.GCB October 1, 1899, page 74.5 


Third, the practical making of an image to the beast by the action of the highest judicial authority in this 
government, declaring this to be a Christian nation; and the action of Congress following, establishing a 
religious institution in the matter of closing the World’s Fair on Sunday; all of which has been followed by a 
rapid abandonment of republican and Protestant principles.GCB October 1, 1899, page 74.6 


Fourth, the recent so-called “Peace Conference” of the world, which is being followed by bloody wars in 
different places, and a rapidly increasing armament and preparation for war on the part of the principal nations 
of the earth.GCB October 1, 1899, page 74.7 


All of these things indicate that stormy times are before us, and that we are standing on the threshold of great 
and solemn events, when the marvelous working of Satan may be expected, and the fulfillment of Revelation

THE LAST CALL

“Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean; and | 
will receive you.” 2 Corinthians 6:17.GCB October 1, 1899, page 75.3 


The separation here enjoined has always been demanded of God’s people, and his presence and blessing 
with them has been measured according to the degree of their compliance. The history of the Jewish nation 
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that has been “written for our admonition, upon whom the ends of the world are come,” is made up of a 
succession of successes and failures, the causes of which are directly traceable to their compliance or 
noncompliance with the Lord’s requirements to not only come out from among the peoples and nations with 
which they were surrounded, but to remain separate.GCB October 1, 1899, page 75.4 


Directly after the sons of Adam and Eve came to maturity, the separation began; the descendants of Cain, 
instead of revering the commandments of God, set up a worship of their own, thus voluntarily separating 
themselves from Jehovah, and becoming the progenitors of that class from which the true worshipers were 
commanded to remain separate and distinct. The disregard of this command and the mingling of the sons of 
God with the daughters of men, culminated in the destruction of the inhabitants of the world “that then was,” 
by a flood.GCB October 1, 1899, page 75.5 


In the repeopling of the earth after the flood, the same great distinctions soon developed in the sons of Noah. 
Speaking by divine inspiration, Noah foretold the history of the races that would spring from his three sons. Of 
the descendants of Ham,—using his first-born to represent the character of that branch of the family,—he 
said, “Cursed be Canaan, a servant of servants shall he be unto his brethren.” Genesis 9:25. As the 
descendants of Noah increased in numbers, the apostasy implied in this curse soon led to a separation which 
continued distinct for a time; but within a period of four hundred and thirty years from the release of Noah and 
his sons from the ark, there had been such a commingling of the two classes, that idolatry again became well- 
nigh universal.GCB October 1, 1899, page 75.6 


At this juncture, in order to fulfill the blessing pronounced upon Shem by Noah, and to preserve a line of holy 
men as keepers of his law, God called Abraham to “come out from among them, and be ye separate.” | shall 
not attempt in this brief article to enumerate the many apostasies and subsequent calls to a separation, that 
have occurred down through the past history of the Israel of God. It is only of the more important | would 
speak, that involved crises that in the past have marked, and will at present mark, new epochs in their 
history.GCB October 1, 1899, page 75.7 


Passing over the events in the lives of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, at the end of another period of four 
hundred and thirty years we find their descendants slaves in Egypt, and, because of their disposition to marry 
with heathen nations, mixed up with them in idolatry, having almost entirely lost the knowledge of the true 
God. But here the Lord, having heard the cries of the few faithful ones, remembered his covenant with 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and provided aliverer in the person of Moses, to sound the call to “come out,” 
and lead the people who would follow, back to Canaan.GCB October 1, 1899, page 75.8 


Again, in the days of the prophet Elijah, five hundred and eighty-five years later, we find that Israel had 
“forsaken the commandments of the Lord,” and were following Baalim. As God’s messenger, Elijah, though 
surrounded by an imposing display of armed men, boldly commands the king, and demands a convocation of 
all Israel and the priests of Baal at Mount Carmel. Here a call was made to come out, and, “If the Lord be 
God, follow him.” A test was also applied, to which the Lord responded in a miraculous manner, honoring the 
faith of his trusted servant, thus convincing the people, and drawing from them the acknowledgment that “the 
Lord, he is God; the Lord, he is God.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 76.1 


At the end of another period of over five hundred years, in the days of Ezra and Nehemiah, another gathering 
of the people is recorded, when they are called out from the nations whence they were scattered because of 
their departure from God. The law was read in the hearing of the people, strange wives were put away, the 
proper observance of the Sabbath was begun, and a general reform inaugurated that brought a return of the 
worship of Jehovah in its purity.GCB October 1, 1899, page 76.2 


At the close of another period of about an equal number of years, John the Baptist came upon the stage of 
action, and began his mission as the forerunner of the “Coming One,” by calling men to repent, and forsake 
the sins that they were attempting to cover up under a cloak of religion. At this time apostasy had for the third 
time become well-nigh universal. The Jewish nation were under the Roman power, who claimed the right and 
exercised the authority of appointing men to the priesthood, who, not being divinely appointed, abused the 
office, using it merely as a cloak under which they might practise dishonesty and fraud. To fasten the people 
in deception, forms and ceremonies were added to their worship, and human traditions were brought in and 
magnified above the law of God.GCB October 1, 1899, page 76.3 


The most important epoch in human history was at hand. The Seed of the woman, that was to bruise the 
serpent’s head, had now come. He through whom the promise to Abraham was to be fulfilled, would himself 
repeat the call, “Come out,” which he had made to the father of the faithful centuries before. By his life of self- 
denial, loving obedience, and death upon the cross, a standard was erected in the world in a time of 
unprecedented moral darkness, around which the heirs of the promise might rally in all time to come.GCB 
October 1, 1899, page 76.4 
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After the ascension of the Saviour, the work begun by himself was carried forward by the apostles until the 
then known world had heard the call. But even during the lifetime of these men, there commenced that “falling 
away” that culminated in a partial revealing of the “man of sin,” and that dark period of the world’s history 
known as the “Dark Ages.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 76.5 


During the sixteenth century a reform was inaugurated by Martin Luther and his coworkers, by means of 
which light broke in upon the intense moral darkness of the time, that shone with increasing brightness until 
thousands were brought “out of darkness into light, and from the power of sin and Satan unto God.” This 
reformation and calling out, important though it was, did not produce that complete separation from the world, 
and the adopting of the pure principles of the law of God, that characterized the work in apostolic times.GCB 
October 1, 1899, page 76.6 


Passing without comment over the two following centuries, we come to the three-fold message of Revelation 
14, by which—including the “mighty angel” spoken of in the eighteenth chapter—the /ast call to “come out and 
be separate” that will ever be given to an apostate world, is being heralded forth. “Fear God, and give glory to 
him; for the hour of his judgment is come,” are the thrilling words with which this message begins. If the 
reasoning of the apostle Paul before Felix, of “righteousness, temperance, and a judgment to come,” caused 
trembling to an unprepared individual, what should be the sensation when the announcement is made to the 
world that that hour is come!GCB October 1, 1899, page 76.7 


The work that began with the opening of this message, has been steadily going forward, until fifty-five years of 
the most solemn period of the world’s history have been added to the past, and we stand to-day on the very 
eve of the second coming of Christ, with his “reward with him,” the judgment work having been finished, and 
the case of every individual decided past recall.GCB October 1, 1899, page 76.8 


“The time of the judgment is a most solemn period, when the Lord gathers his own from among the tares. 
Those who have been members of the same family are separated. A mark is placed upon the righteous. ‘They 
shall be mine, saith the Lord of Hosts, in that day when | make up my jewels; and | will spare them, as a man 
spareth his own son that serveth him.’ Those who have been obedient to God’s commandments, will unite 
with the company of the saints in light; they shall enter in through the gates into the city, and have right to the 
tree of life. The one shall be taken. His name shall stand in the Book of Life, while those with whom he 
associated shall have the mark of eternal separation from God.GCB October 1, 1899, page 76.9 


“The tares and wheat are now commingled, but then the one Hand that alone can separate them will give to 
every one his true position. Those who have had the light of truth, and heard the warning message, heard the 
invitation to the marriage supper,—farmer, merchant, lawyer, false shepherds who have quieted the 
convictions of the people, unfaithful watchmen who have not sounded the warning or known the time of night, 
—all who have refused obedience to the laws of the kingdom of God, will have no right therein. Those who 
have sought an excuse to avoid the cross of separation from the world, will, with the world, be taken in the

But many who listen to this reading will say, “I have come out and separated myself from the world;” and this 
is true in a measure; but, my my brother, my sister, pause a moment and reflect. Is the separation in your 
individual case as complete as Abraham’s, through whom the promise was made? or as complete as that of 
Jesus Christ, the seed through whom the promise was to be fulfilled to Abraham? We, in being recognized by 
Christ, become “heirs according to the promise.” “Now the Lord had said unto Abram, Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father’s house, unto a land that | will show thee.” Genesis 
12:1.GCB October 1, 1899, page 77.2 


The apostle Paul, in referring to this in the book of Hebrews, says that by faith he “obeyed; and he went out, 
not knowing whither he went.” Let us consider for a moment what Abraham gave up to obey the call. First, he 
was to get out of his country; and this is just what we must do, if we would inherit that better country. This 
does not mean that every one must now get up and go out of that portion of the world where, in the 
providence of God, the call comes to him; but it means that our affections must be taken from things that 
pertain to “our country,” such as State and national pride, political parties, societies. and organizations other 
than the church,—in short, our citizenship must now be in heaven, from whence we look for our returning 
Lord.GCB October 1, 1899, page 77.3 


“And from thy kindred.” Kindred and friends very often have a seductive influence that greatly retards spiritual 
advancement. Suggestions will be made by godless relatives, which, if heeded, would deflect souls from the 
path of duty.

“And from thy father’s house.” The Saviour’s words inMatthew 10:37, “He that loveth father or mother more 
than me is not worthy of me,” is the best comment on this clause. Advice of parents even, can not be followed 
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contrary to the call to obedience. In considering the call of God, and our obligations to him in a time like this, 
we are not to confer with “flesh and blood,” even though that flesh and blood be our own immediate relatives, 
“Hearken, O daughter, and consider, and incline thine ear; forget also thine own people, and thy father’s 
house.” Psalm 45:10.GCB October 1, 1899, page 77.5 


When the final separation is made, as foretold in Matthew 25:31 and onward, the place that each individual 
will occupy will be the result of his own choosing, and not the result of an arbitrary ruling upon the part of the 
Judge. The Lord simply announces to the “gathered nations” the choice each has made, and the character 
formed as the result of that choice. “Then shall ye return, and discern between the righteous and the wicked, 
between him that serveth God and him that serveth him not.” Malachi 3:18.GCB October 1, 1899, page 77.6 


However complete may have been our separation, or deep our consecration, in the past, it will not suffice for 
the present, or stand the test of the days just before us. In the closing days of the nineteenth century the Lord 
is calling for a reform among his people, and a return to the old-time spirit of se/f-sacrifice and self-denial that 
characterized the message in its early history, and must be seen and experienced in it again before there can 
come the great outpouring of the Spirit of God that is to enlighten the whole world with its glory, and prepare a 
people for translation.GCB October 1, 1899, page 77.7 


The time of test is upon us. Messages of warning and reproof have come to us of late, such as we have never 
had before. In them our sins are laid bare before us. Of these, selfishness and covetousness seem to stand 
out most prominent,—sins that are most offensive to God, because they lie at the foundation of all others. 
None will get through to the kingdom without being thoroughly tested. Time, we are told, will never again be a 
test; but selfishness and covetousness will, for the Lord has said that “every selfish, covetous person will fall 
out by the way.”

Guilty though we may be, it is our privilege to lay hold of the gracious invitation to every soul, “Him that 
cometh to me | will in no wise cast out.” In order to avail ourselves of this invitation, we do not need to afflict 
the body, or become violently excited in mind, but simply submit our wills to the will of God, and walk in 
obedience to, and fellowship with, him.GCB October 1, 1899, page 78.2

PREPARE FOR TRANSLATION

Reading for Sunday, December 24. 


Calm reflection, in the light of prophecy, upon the character of recent political events, the sociological 
disturbances that are rife, the condition of Christendom, and the message that is now preached to the 
remnant people of God, irresistibly leads to the conclusion that the end of the age is at hand. The proper 
effect of such conclusion is the awakening of expectation, and the fruit of expectation is preparation. He who 
really expects to see the Lord come, and to be like him when he does come, will purify himself even as he, the 
Lord, is pure. Hence the message for the present time is, Prepare for translation.GCB October 1, 1899, page 
78.4 


Those who compose the remnant church to-day are candidates for translation; for they belong to the /ast 
generation of mankind upon earth. The pious of preceding generations were not candidates, though they may 
have been animated by the comforting hope of the soon coming Lord; for, not being members of the /ast 
generation, they could not live to see the Lord come.GCB October 1, 1899, page 78.5 


Paul was not a candidate for translation; for he expected to die and be raised in the first resurrection. “If by 
any means | might attain unto the resurrection of the dead,” expresses his hope. Peter was not a candidate; 
for the Lord himself spoke to him in the following language, which foretold his death: “Verily, verily, | say unto 
thee, When thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, and walkedst whither thou wouldest: but when thou shalt 
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be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and another shall gird thee, and carry thee whither thou wouldest 
not.” The divine comment on this language is, “This spake he, signifying by what death he should glorify God.” 
Peter so understood it, for he writes in his second epistle: “Knowing that shortly | must put off this my 
tabernacle, even as our Lord Jesus Christ hath showed me.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 78.6 


Neither could James and John hope for translation in the light of the Saviour’s language: “Ye shall drink 
indeed of my cup, and be baptized with the baptism that | am baptized with.” These all wrote as they were 
moved by the Holy Spirit, and were cheered by the glorious hope of the returning Lord; yet they, while 
tabernacling in the flesh, did not expect to see him come. In other words, they were not, and could not 
become, candidates for translation, for they expected to die. Only those true believers who comprise a part of 
the last generation can be candidates for translation, for they alone of all true believers will be alive when 
Christ comes. We, the remnant people of God, living amidst events that clearly indicate the early advent of our 
Lord, expect to see him come. Therefore we are candidates for translation, and we alone of all true believers 
that have ever lived from Adam till now. Then, brethren, what manner of persons ought we to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness? GCB October 1, 1899, page 78.7 


Our lives testify to the sincerity of our faith, and faith that is genuine works by love. Mere profession is nothing, 
outward compliance with rules and regulations avails naught, but a new heart reflecting the image of 
Christ.GCB October 1, 1899, page 79.1 


Inasmuch then as we, the remnant people of God, living in the last days, and expecting while yet in the flesh 
to see Christ come, are alone, of all true believers that ever lived on earth, the only real candidates for 
translation, it certainly behooves us to inquire most earnestly into the qualifications of translation. Whatever 
else the question may be to others, to you and me it is a living issue, big with results of a most tangible and 
practical nature. Do not relegate it to the domain of theory, do not defend it in words simply as an article of 
faith, but meditate upon it and pray over it, till you bring forth in your life fruit worthy of him who is waiting to 
greet the coming king. Your eternal destiny is at stake. The situation is one of gravity. Indifference now is fatal. 
Watch, pray, work. The evening bells of time are already sounding forth their notes of warning, the echoes of 
which are resounding from the shores of eternity that is about to burst upon us.GCB October 1, 1899, page 
79.2 


Now let us inquire into the conditions and qualifications of translation. The first question which arises is this; 
viz., Is more required of the candidates for translation than of others who have lived and died in Christ? | 
answer, Most certainly. Why?—Because those who shall be translated must reach that degree of perfection 
while in the flesh that will enable them to stand in the last times without a mediator. That means much,—a 
great deal more | fear than many of us realize. Stop and reflect a moment, that we may see its meaning. 
When will the mediatorial work of Christ cease? This question is best answered by asking another: When did 
his work of mediation begin? It began when the necessity for mediation arose. When was that?—When man 
lost his innocency and became a sinner. The wilful act of disobedience destroyed the perfect harmony 
between God the Creator and man the creature. The sins of man separated him from God. A breach occurred 
between the two, for they were at variance. Christ, the Son of God and Son of man, stepped into this breach, 
and as great High Priest has been mediating between God and man ever since. Then if his work as mediator 
began just as soon as the necessity for it arose, we conclude that it will cease only when the necessity for it 
ceases.GCB October 1, 1899, page 79.3 


But this necessity for mediation arose when man became a sinner, a being in rebellion against his Maker, an 
apostate. Hence it will cease only when God's childrenin the flesh have been restored to that complete 
harmony with God which was enjoyed by man before he sinned. That is to say, he who will be translated will 
be as perfectly conformed to the image of Christ, the purpose for which he was called (Romans 8:28, 29), as 
Adam before he sinned was conformed to the image of God. And because the candidates for translation must 
and will reach that state of perfection, while in the flesh, in which the image of Christ is perfectly reflected, they 
are restored to a condition of perfect harmony with God; and because they are in perfect harmony with God, 
the services of the mediator are no longer required. They are “holy and without blemish,” the precise kind of 
beings which God wants, and which he will have, and for the preparation of which the gospel was 
designed.GCB October 1, 1899, page 79.4 


Thus we see that the qualifications required of the remnant people are very exacting. Praise God that they 
are. A cheap salvation is no salvation at all. We shall either be saved from sin, or we shall not. If we are saved 
from sin we certainly shall not be saved in it. If our Saviour can not cleanse us from ai// unrighteousness, he is 
an incompetent Saviour, and our hope is vain. Beware, beware of lowering the exalted standard of purity 
which God himself has erected. God knows best his own requirements, and he knows his ability to bring the 
surrendered heart into complete harmony with himself.GCB October 1, 1899, page 79.5 


Listen to the words of assurance he gives us: “He is able also to save them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to make intercession for them.” Consider well the words, “to the uttermost.” 
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The Greek literally reads, “unto all completeness;” not only to “completeness,” but unto “al! completeness.” 
And observe why he is thus able to save. It is because he lives to intercede, or mediate, for us. Then when he 
ceases his intercessory work for us just before the end, it will be only when we are saved “unto all 
completeness,” and have no further need of an intercessor. It is plain from the teaching of scripture that this 
state of complete salvation from sin and of perfect harmony with God is reached before Christ returns. Read 
Revelation 22:11, 12: “He that is unjust let him be unjust still: and he which is filthy, let him be filthy still: and 
he that is righteous, let him be righteous still: and he that is holy, let him be holy still. And, behold, | come 
quickly; and my reward is with me.” Observe that the announcement is here made, before the Lord comes, 
that the “filthy” and “unjust” will ever remain so. They are incorrigible. No hope remains for them. Their 
probation is closed, and the terms of salvation are withdrawn. They need no mediator, for their case is 
hopeless. On the other hand, the righteous and holy, having passed through the trials of the last days, have 
reached a state of fixedness, when righteousness and holiness, the qualities of God, have become a 
permanent possession. They are saved. Their probation is closed. They have no need of a mediator, for they 
are saved to the uttermost, unto all completeness. The image of God, lost through Adam, has been 
completely restored through the saving and intercessory work of Christ. And mark well, this occurs before 
Christ comes, while we are still in the flesh, not having yet received our reward. This enables us to appreciate 
more fully the words of Paul when he tells us that Christ will present the church “to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; but that it should be holy and without blemish.” Also Paul’s 
prayer for the Thessalonian Christians is invested with a deeper interest: “And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and | pray God your whole spirit and soul and body be preserved blameless unto the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 79.6 


In view, then, of the foregoing statements, we reiterate the conclusion that those who will be translated must 
reach a higher degree of perfection than that yet attained by any preceding generation of believers. The 
privilege of translation is great, inestimably so. Think of it—entering the kingdom of glory without tasting death! 
On the other hand let us reflect that the responsibility and requirements are commensurate with the privilege. 
Brethren, we simply can not afford to neglect present opportunities. Ceaseless vigilance and agonizing prayer 
are the price of translation. Learn to cooperate with God. Keep step with the Holy Spirit, and advance with the 
moving hosts of God. To delay is dangerous. To falter may be fatal. The following words of admonition from 
“Early Writings” emphasize the danger that confronts us: “I also saw that many do not realize what they must 
be in-order to live in the sight of the Lord without a High Priest in the sanctuary, through the time of trouble. 
Those who receive the seal of the living God, and are protected in the time of trouble, must reflect the image 
of Jesus fully.” Again, “Oh, how many | saw in the time of trouble without a shelter! They had neglected the 
needful preparation, therefore they could not receive the refreshing that all must have to fit them to live in the 
sight of a holy God.... | saw that none could share the ‘refreshing,’ unless they obtain the victory over every 
besetment, over pride, selfishness, love of the world, and over every wrong word and action. We should, 
therefore, be drawing nearer and nearer to the Lord, and be earnestly seeking that preparation necessary to 
enable us to stand in the battle in the day of the Lord.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 80.1 


But perhaps some one may raise the objection that at the last moment a change occurs whereby all existing 
defects of character will be removed; for Paul says, “We shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed.” True, 
a change at the last moment is here referred to, but not of moral character. Paul in the Philippian letter defines 
that change: “For our conversation [i. e. citizenship] is in heaven; from whence also we look for the Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus Christ: who shall change our vile body, that it may be fashioned like unto his glorious body.” 
This statement of Paul harmonizes well with that of John: “Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth 
not yet appear what we shall be: but we know that, when he shall appear, we shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 80.2 


Now note the facts herein stated. In the Corinthian letter Paul declares that we shall be changed. In the letter 
to the Philippians he says that the change will take place in our body, so that it will “be fashioned like unto his 
glorious body;” while John with rapturous joy exclaims, “we shall be like him; for we shall see him as he is.” It 
is evident, then, that no change of character occurs at the coming of the Lord, but of body only. It is from 
mortality to immortality, from a “natural body” to a “spiritual body.” Our characters ere then will have been 

formed, purified by obedience to the truth, and made ready for translation. Those who delay preparation of 
character till then, will be too late. Character must be developed, not made. Now is the time for character- 
building. And when we reflect that the characters we are now forming, are those with which we must stand 
before the coming King and will be subjected to his deep, penetrating gaze, it becomes us to be careful of our 
thoughts, words, and conduct. We are all daily forming character that is determinative of our destiny, and our 
thoughts, words, and deeds are the ingredients that enter into the composition thereof. What food is to the 
body, such are thought and purpose to character. A recognition of this fact adds deep solemnity to life, and 

gives proper emphasis to the truth that the gospel teaches how to live. Nowhere are we taught that the gospel 
is designed to teach us how to die. /t teaches how to live. Life, not death, is the glorious theme of the gospel. 
How to live, not how to die, is the burning question of the hour. Solve the problem of right living, and that of 
right dying ceases to annoy. Let us take heed therefore to our thoughts and ways, that pure characters may 
be formed. Especially would | urge upon the young the importance of pure thinking in connection with 
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character-building. Watch your thoughts. Scrutinize carefully your motives. Pure thoughts and motives are 
component parts of pure characters, while those that are low and selfish can not but crystallize into character 
corresponding with themselves.GCB October 1, 1899, page 80.3 


May the Lord add his blessings, and may all who read or hear these words read, reflect upon the solemn 
truths set forth. May his Spirit enlighten our minds, and couch our eyes to the realities of eternity. May the 
thought that we are now, daily, yea at this moment, forming character that determines our destiny, so 
stimulate us to search for the pearl of great price, that nothing will be able to turn us from our purpose till the 
prize has been found.GCB October 1, 1899, page 81.1

THE TRIUMPHS OF TRUTH, AND ITS COUNTERFEITS

Reading for Monday, December 25. 


There is a definite relation between sin and disease, between violation of nature’s laws and suffering. These 
things are not sent to punish us, but to impress vividly upon us the terrible nature of wrong sowing. As these 
things are sent upon us to only lead us to avoid the cause, the moment we thoroughly and sincerely repent of 
the wrong sowing, there is no reason why God should not relieve us of the necessity of reaping the harvest; 
for God does not willingly afflict his children. He says, if we will repent of our evil ways, he will repent of the 
evil that he thought to do to us. In other words, there will be no need of God correcting us when we are 
already corrected.GCB October 1, 1899, page 81.4 


At the same time we must remember that the heart is deceitful and desperately wicked, and who can know it? 
Certainly not the individual himself; but God says, “I know the heart.” So we can not always tell whether we 
have thoroughly learned the lesson which we think we have. To Moses forty years must have seemed to be a 
long time in the wilderness, but his subsequent history shows that he needed every lesson that he learned 
there; and God knew that he was not there a day longer than was absolutely necessary for his good. Joseph 
was not having a comfortable time in prison, but the moment the word of the Lord had tried him (purified him, 
the Jews’ translation), the king sent and loosed him. Psalm 105:79, 20. In a similar manner God has angels 
that stand by our side ready to do his bidding to loosen us from our spiritual and physical infirmities, just to the 
extent that the spirit of obedience is actually being born in our natures. God, speaking to the remnant people, 
says, “I will correct thee in measure.” Jeremiah 30:11. The measure which he has to correct us is the exact 
indicator of the amount of the dross in us, whether we recognize it or not.GCB October 1, 1899, page 81.5 


It is always God that brings the harvest; and it is always of the same sort as the planting. “He that soweth to 
his flesh shall of the flesh reap corruption.” As has already been stated, the only reason that God sends the 
correction is to teach us how much sweeter it would be to sow to the Spirit than to sow to the flesh. True 
conversion and true repentance include not only ceasing to do evil, but learning to do well. There are some 
who, in a moment of time, may so completely renounce all evil sowing that it is evident to God that the last 
root of it has been removed, and Christ assumes to bear in his own flesh the harvest that this man should 
have borne, and the man goes absolutely free. But if the sufferer does not reap such a triumphant harvest at 
once, he has only to ask God to give him more wisdom as to how to sow, and to remember that there is a 
message of comfort directed personally to him in the following words: “Be not weary in well doing: for in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint not.’ The due time is absolutely in God’s hands, and is safer there than it 
would be in ours. The responsibility rests on us not to get weary nor faint by the way, even though the vision 
of absolute spiritual or physical health seems to tarry in reaching us.GCB October 1, 1899, page 81.6 


As we get nearer to the end, we shall know more and more about the truth in reference to sowing and 
reaping. Just in proportion as we learn that the harvest we are reaping is a result of wrong sowing, and 
thoroughly renounce the sowing, we shall be set free from the harvest. There is no way to be set free except 
by knowing the truth. We are living in a day when truth is to be seen as clear as the noon-day sun, and 
wonderful triumphs will follow in its wake. Brethren, do not postpone all the grand and glorious triumphs of the 
gospel over into the next world, when the last opportunity shall have been past for God to use them as object- 
lessons to create in the soul of some poor sinner a hunger and a thirst after righteousness.GCB October 1, 
1899, page 82.1 


Do you not think that the devil will try to counterfeit this mighty display of God’s power which will be 
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manifested in the lives of those who are doing the right sowing? At the very time that the people of God are 
casting out devils and doing wonderful works, no doubt across the street or possibly in the same 
denomination, there will be another company casting out devils and doing a wonderful work,—doing it in the 
name of Christ, too; nevertheless he has nothing to do with it. “Il never knew you.” Vatihew 7:23.GCB October 
1, 1899, page 82.2 


From a human standpoint there will evidently be no outward difference which can be then and there discerned 
by the human eye. That is why it is going to deceive if it were possible the very elect. The reason that it will 
not deceive them is because they are thoroughly established upon the question of sowing and reaping. Here 
is where the difference can be detected. God and his agents hold out a grand harvest only from right sowing. 
The devil and his agents present an apparently equal harvest without the trouble of sowing for it at all. He tried 
to persuade Christ that he need not sow three years and a half in order to redeem this world. If Christ would 
but consent to fall down and worship Satan, he would give him this whole world without the trouble of sowing 
for it at all; and his agents are inspired to-day to pursue the same method, and will say to the sufferer, “You 
just pray with us, and if you only have faith, it makes no difference whether you are out of harmony with the 
health principles or trampling in the dust the principles of right living which God has been proclaiming for 
nearly half a century. You can have the kingdom of health just the same;” and as far as the human eye can 
see the effect will be successful. The fact that a miracle has been wrought is interpreted as sufficient evidence 
that God lays but little importance on the law of sowing and reaping.GCB October 1, 1899, page 82.3 


The devil goes one step further, and actually leads the people to believe that they can sow to the flesh and 
avoid reaping corruption. Did he not say to Adam and Eve, when they began to sow for death, “Ye shall not 
surely die”? Do we not hear on every side remarks like this, even by those who are professing to be preparing 
to meet God in peace, “Why this or that practice does not hurt me; | have been doing it for years, and have felt 
no harm arising from it. Look at Brother A.; he gave up these things long ago. He does not look nearly as well 
as | do.” All the while God is saying to this person: “Because sentence against an evil work is not executed 
speedily, therefore the heart of the sons of men is fully set in them to do evil.” Ecclesiastes 8:11. We do not 
reap even thorns and thistles the very same day that we sow them; but for all that, the crop is sure. During this 
same time God is saying to Brother A., who is so perseveringly sowing for health: “Be not weary in well doing; 
for in due season we shall reap, if we faint not.” Galatians 6:9. “It doth not yet appear what we shall be.” 7 
John 3:2.GCB October 1, 1899, page 82.4 


Christian science and bogus faith cures will become more prevalent; famous divine healers will arise, and if 
the only proof we accept as to their real character is that they perform miracles, we shall surely be deceived. 
But the people of God are to rely upon a better test than that. The overwhelming evidence to the masses that 
Elijah was a man of God was the fact that he brought down fire from heaven. In the last days Satan is to bring 
down fire from heaven. But we are to know the truth by its flavor.GCB October 1, 1899, page 82.5 


When any man or woman arises purporting to relieve a person of the necessity of reaping a harvest of 
disease while still sowing for it, and laying no stress upon the necessity of sowing for a harvest of health, we 
may safely say of such a person, in the words of Paul, Though an angel from heaven preach any other 
gospel, let him be accursed. Such a person may be very sincere, and apparently doing good in many ways; 
but he is rearing a structure of health which has for its foundation only sinking sand, and when the first storm 
of disease assails that person, he will go down, and great will be the fall. God says that he will not be mocked; 
that those who continue to sow to the flesh must reap corruption; for he still continues to sin against his body

Caleb and Joshua went into the promised land because they had another spirit. The great majority of the 
children of Israel fell in the wilderness, as a result of their wrong sowing. For a long time the serpents which so 
thickly infested that part of their route, were kept out of the camp by the power of God; but by and by his 
restraining spirit was withdrawn, and then the serpents overran the camp. Then it was that the symbol of the 
uplifted Christ was reared; and even then those who had not joined in the rebellion had to get a new 
experience in order to live in a way in which it was not necessary for them to live before; for they were now 
subject to greater dangers.

There are to-day one million two hundred thousand cases of consumption in the United States, or practically 
one in every fifty of the entire population. Last year this disease carried off four and a half times as many 
victims as typhoid fever, smallpox, diphtheria, and scarlet fever combined. It now claims for its victims one- 
third of all who die between the ages of fifteen and sixty. Dr. Parks, of Buffalo, who has charge of the New 
York laboratory for the study of cancer, recently said, that if cancer continues to increase in the next ten years 
as it has in the past ten, it will then carry off more victims than are now claimed by consumption and typhoid 
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fever together, or nearly one-fourth of all who die. Death from old age will soon be rare. During the last fifty 
years, insanity has increased thirty per cent. faster than the population. If the present number of insane in this 
country were placed in a single file, allowing three feet of space to each person, they would form a procession 
one hundred and thirteen miles long. Think of such an army of raving lunatics, howling maniacs, and 
senseless idiots, and ask yourself whether or not the serpents are coming into the camp. Rheumatism, 
Bright’s disease, and a train of similar ills are increasing in a like ratio. The Lord must soon come, or from a 
human standpoint none but the righteous would be left when he appears. The remnant people will be careful 
to select for their food the pure and clean things that God originally set aside for man in the garden of Eden. 
They will recognize that just in proportion as the water which they drink is allowed to be contaminated with 
germs, tea, coffee, liquor, or sewerage, to exactly that extent it will cease to be the river of life to them. They 
will recognize that they are out of harmony with God’s divine purpose when they willingly breathe the 
poisonous gases present in poorly ventilated rooms, or mingle tobacco-smoke with the air that was ordained 
for life. Some will say, “Who is sufficient for these things?” “Who may abide the day of his coming?” But 
remember that as all who looked to the uplifted serpent were healed, so God’s healing power is constantly 
active in the world. Those who cooperate with him by obedience will to that extent grow up into him in all 
things both spiritual and physical. But the man who is not in harmony with the principles of healthful, spiritual, 
and physical living is out of harmony with God, and unless speedily converted will be lost. The same wind that 
sways the young saplings so gracefully, snaps the trunk of the decayed oak. The same spirit that will finally

TAKE HEED LEST YE FALL

“Let him that thinketh he standeth take heed lest he fall.” 7 Corinthians 10:12.GCB October 1, 1899, page 
90.3 


The history of the children of Israel is frequently referred to, to make vivid some lesson that God would have 
his people know in the last days. The specific sins mentioned in the tenth chapter of first Corinthians are the 
ones that will be peculiar to the last generation. “Now all these things happened unto them for ensamples; and 
they are written for our admonition, upon whom the ends of the world are come.” That people had witnessed 
the giving of the law from Sinai’s summit, they drank water from the Rock, and that Rock was Christ. He was 
their invisible leader. Please study the 105th and 106th Psalms. There are lessons in them for this time. It was 
Satan that stirred up the people to rebel against God. A similar warfare will be carried on against the remnant 
of the church. “The dragon was worth with the woman, and went to make war with the remnant of her seed, 
which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ.” In this we see an external 
and an internal warfare waged by the dragon. It will reach its climax in the last generation. “A great crisis 
awaits the people of God. A crisis awaits the world. The most momentous struggle of all the ages is just 
before us.—“Testimony for the Church,” No. 33, p.239. “We are standing upon the threshold of great and 
solemn events. The whole earth is to be lightened with the glory of the Lord as the waters cover the channels 
of the great deep. Prophecies are being fulfilled, and stormy times are before us. Old controversies which 
have apparently been hushed for a long time will be revived, and new controversies will spring up; new and 
old will commingle, and this will take place right early. The angels are holding the four winds, that they shall 
not blow, until the specified work of warning is given to the world; but the storm is gathering, the clouds are 
loading, ready to burst upon the world; and to many it will be as a thief in the night." Special Testimony.GCB

“My brethren, do you realize that your own salvation, as well as the destiny of other souls, depends upon the 
preparation you now make for the trial before us? Have you that intensity of zeal, that piety and devotion, 
which will enable you to stand when opposition shall be brought against you?” “The time will come when you 
will be brought before councils, and every position of truth which you hold will be severely criticized. The time 
that so many are now allowing to go to waste should be devoted to the charge that God has given us, of

In this is found the foundation for 
the repudiation of every principle of Protestantism and republicanism as established by our forefathers in the 
founding of the government. And true to the logic of the question, when Congress passed her Sunday-law 
regarding Sunday-closing of the World’s Fair, there was no dissonance between the Constitution and the 
Sunday-law.

At the General Conference in 1893 the following words appeared in the BULLETIN: “God’s memorial has 
been torn down, and in its place a false sabbath stands before the world.” “Now, just now, is our time to work 
in foreign countries.

When the disciples showed to Jesus the buildings of the temple, he said to them: “See ye not all these things? 
Verily | say unto you, There shall not be left here one stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down.”GCB 
October 1, 1899, page 93.3 


When he stood on the Mount of Olives, weeping over Jerusalem, Jesus exclaimed: “If thou hadst known, even 
thou, at least in this thy day, the things which belong unto thy peace! but now they are hid from thine eyes. For 
the days shall come upon thee, that thine enemies shall cast a trench about thee, and compass thee round, 
and keep thee in on every side, and shall lay the even with the ground, and thy children within thee; and they 
shall not leave in thee one stone upon another; because thou knewest not the time of thy visitation.” Luke 
19:42-44.GCB October 1, 1899, page 93.4 


But he would not have even one of his children destroyed or even suffer, in the sore calamities that were 
coming upon that rebellious city. Therefore he gave to them, and through them to all, a sure sign: “When ye 
shall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then know that the desolation thereof is nigh. Then let them 
which are in Judea flee to the mountains; and let them which are in the midst of it depart out; and let not them 
that are in the countries enter thereinto. For these be the days of vengeance, that all things which are written 
may be fulfilled.” Luke 217:20-22.GCB October 1, 1899, page 93.5 


When the disciples should see Jerusalem encompassed with armies, then they were to know that the 
desolation thereof was nigh; and then they that were in Judea were to flee into the mountains.GCB October 1, 
1899, page 93.6 


The Roman armies—the only armies there were at that time—were a long distance from Jerusalem; and in 
the nature of things, it must take them some time to reach Jerusalem, even after they had started definitely for 
that place.GCB October 1, 1899, page 93.7 


Yet it was not when they knew that the armies were coming toward Jerusalem, that the disciples who were in 
Judea were to flee; it was not till they saw Jerusalem encompassed with armies. But when this should be 
seen, then they knew that the desolation thereof was nigh; and their flight must be so sudden that he who was 
on the housetop could not come down to take anything out of his house, and he who was in the fields could 
not turn back to take his clothes.GCB October 1, 1899, page 93.8 


Then the time of the approach of the Roman armies toward Jerusalem was the time of preparation, in which 
all who believed should get all things ready, so that when the armies encompassedGCB October 1, 1899, 
page 93.9 


Jerusalem, the believers could flee suddenly, as they were commanded to do. When Jerusalem was 
encompassed, the time of preparation was past. Then was the time for flight. Those who were in Judea were 
to flee, and those who were not in Judea were not to enter thereinto.GCB October 1, 1899, page 94.1 


All this was told to the disciples before the Lord’s death; and they were told to pray that their “flight be not in 
the winter, neither on the Sabbath day.” Thus that subject was to be ever before them and upon their minds. 
They were to watch for the sign, and pray always with regard to their flight when the sign appeared. In so 
doing, they were a light to all people in Judea, and had a message for all, that they too might so watch for the 
sign, and pray with regard to the flight, and be ready when the sign appeared.GCB October 1, 1899, page 
94.2 


After the Lord’s ascension the gospel was preached with the witnessing of the Holy Spirit in Jerusalem and in 
Judea. And to all in these places the message was given as to the approaching desolation of the land, the 
deliverance of all who would believe, and the sign by which it should be known when flight was essential in 
order that they should be delivered from the certainly coming destruction.GCB October 1, 1899, page 94.3 


Years passed, with much violence, frequent insurrections, and great slaughter; but yet there were no armies 
marching upon Jerusalem. At last, however, the approach of the Roman armies began. Cestius, the Roman 
commander in the East, “removed with his whole army” from Caeserea “and marched to Antipatris.” Next he 
came to Aphek, which he captured; and next to Lydda, which, being deserted, he burnt. And so he “marched 
forward; and ascending by Bethoron, he pitched his camp at a certain place called Gabao, fifty furlongs 
[seven and a half miles] distant from Jerusalem.” Next Cestius “took his whole army along with him, and put 
the Jews to flight, and pursued them to Jerusalem. He thus pitched his camp upon the elevation called 
Scopus [or watch-tower], which was distant seven furlongs from the city.” Then “on the fourth day” “he put his 
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army in array,” and brought it into the suburbs, or outer city. The people “retired from the suburbs, and 

retreated into the inner part of the city, and into the temple.” Cestius burnt the suburbs, or new city, and 

passed on, and “came into the upper city, and pitched his camp over against the royal palace.” And now the 

real city was encompassed, and the siege was begun. But after besieging the place five days, when the Jews 

were fearing that the place would be taken immediately, when a faction had actually started to open the gates 

from the inside, “and to admit Cestius as their benefactor,” and when, “had he but continued the siege a little 

longer, he had certainly taken the city, ... that very day,"—just then, Cestius, “despairing of any expectation of 

taking it,” and “without having received any disgrace,” “retired from the city, WITHOUT ANY REASON IN THI 
WORLD.” And then “many of the most eminent of the Jews swam away from the city, as from a ship when it 
was going to sink.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 94.4 


The given sign had come to pass. The believers had fled from Judea when the city was encompassed. But 
those in the city could not flee when it was surrounded. But when the army was withdrawn, then they fled also. 
Then, as soon as possible, all the armies that could possibly be gathered were brought into Judea, and to 
Jerusalem; the city was compassed round and kept in on every side; she was laid even with the ground, and 
her children within her; of the beautiful and massive temple not one stone was left upon another; and the 
nation was blotted out—and all simply because she knew not the time of her visitation; because that, though 
she dwelt in the blazing light of the very throne of God, she had not discernment to perceive her opportunity, 
nor to know, even in her day, the things that belonged to her peace.GCB October 1, 1899, page 94.5 


Now, the Lord has given to his disciples to-day signs by which we shall know when the great destruction is 
near, just as really as to the disciples of old were given signs by which they should know when the destruction 
of Jerusalem, and the desolation of that land, were near. And, just as they were to study the signs which 
Jesus had given, and watch for the appearing of the signs, and act when the time came, if they would be 
delivered, so we must study the subject of these signs for our day,—must watch for the appearing of these 
signs,—and be ready to act when the signs appear, that we may be delivered. The people who are looking for 
the coming of the Lord—the people of the third angel’s message—are to flee as really as were the disciples of 
old; for it is written: “I saw the saints leaving the cities and villages, and associating together in companies, 
and living in the most solitary places.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 94.6 


There is to be a time of trouble in the land, violence of every sort, and finally, utter destruction and desolation, 
in our time, as really as there was in the time of the disciples in Jerusalem and Judea; for it is written: “There 
shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since there was a nation even to that same time: and at that time 
thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall be found written in the book.” “Destruction upon destruction 
is cried; for the whole land is spoiled.” “That day is a day of wrath, a day of trouble and distress, a day of 
wasteness and desolation.” “It is even the time of Jacob’s trouble; but he shall be saved out of it."GCB 
October 1, 1899, page 95.1 


And as those things anciently must be constantly upon the minds of the disciples; as the disciples must be 
constantly watching for the appearing of the signs that Jesus gave, and must be expecting to flee when the 
sign appeared which he gave; and in view of it all, must pray that their flight should not be in the winter, 
neither on the Sabbath day; so it must be now with us who are in the time when trouble and violence are 
multiplying on the earth, and utter destruction and desolation hasten—so must we watch and be ready, and so 
must we pray that our flight shall not be in the winter, neither on the Sabbath day.GCB October 7, 1899, page 
95.2 


That there is to be a sign to us, just as there was to the disciples in Judea, is settled by the following words:

According to justice and retribution God might have placed in the hands of his angelic ministers the vials of his 
wrath, to be poured out upon a rebellious world, to punish the inhabitants for their treatment of the Prince of 
heaven. But he did not do this. “Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that he loved us, and sent his Son 
to be the propitiation for our sins.” Isaiah tells us who and what our Redeemer is: “Unto us a child is born, unto 
us a Son is given: and the government shall be upon his shoulders: and his name shall be called Wonderful, 
Counselor, The mighty God, The everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace.”

THE following lines are taken from the True Missionary, published in 1874, at the time of the organization of 
the International Tract Society. They are just as good to-day as when written :—GCB October 1, 1899, page

“Dear Brethren and Sisters: | deeply feel the necessity of our making more thorough and earnest efforts to 
bring the truth before the world. In the last vision given me, | was shown that we were not doing one-twentieth 
part of the work we should for the salvation of souls. We labor for them indifferently, as though it was not a 
question of very great importance whether they received or rejected the truth. General efforts are made, but 
we fail to work to the point by personal effort. We do not approach men and women in a manner that 
impresses them that we have a personal interest for them, and that we feel deeply in earnest for their 
salvation, and do not mean to give them up. We hold too much at a distance those who do not believe the 
truth. We call them and wait for them to come to us to inquire for the truth. Many will not be inclined to do this, 
for they are in darkness and error, and can not discern the truth and its vital importance. Satan holds them 
with his firm power, and if we would help them, we must show a personal interest and love for their souls, and 
take hold of them in earnest. We must work in prayer and love, with faith and unwearied patience, hoping all 
things and believing all things, having the wisdom of the serpent and the meekness of the dove, in order to 
win souls to Christ.GCB October 1, 1899, page 103.3 


“| was shown that in missionary efforts we have done comparatively nothing, and yet we profess to be bearing 
a message of infinite importance which is to test the world. We are far behind other denominations in 
missionary work, who do not claim that Christ is soon to come, and that the destiny of all must soon be 
decided.GCB October 1, 1899, page 103.4 


“As a people, we are not deficient in talent. There are men and women among us whose labors God would 
accept if they would offer them to him, but there are so very few who have the spirit of sacrifice. Some will 
hand out readily of their means, and feel that when they have done this, there is no more required of them. 
They make no special sacrifice in thus doing. Money is good as far as it goes, but, unless accompanied by 
personal effort, will go but a little way toward converting souls to the truth. Not only does God call for your 
money, brethren, but he calls for you. While you have given of your means, you have selfishly withheld 
yourselves. One earnest worker in the vineyard is worth more than a million of money without men to do the 
work. This giving of yourselves will be a sacrifice if you have a correct estimate of the work, and realize its 
claims. Christ our pattern was an earnest worker. He not only left the royal courts of heaven, and for our 
sakes became poor, that we might have infinite riches, but took human nature, and by personal labors he 
came close to man, that he might reach him where he was, in his error and blindness. He withheld not 
himself. He gave all. He suffered deprivation, and reproach, and hatred of those whom he came to bless and 
save, and finally sacrificed his life in the work. And now, says Christ, | have done all this for you, what are you 
willing to do for me? | have given you an example.”GCB October 1, 1899, page 103.5 


“Many are not sufficiently aroused to their duty to do the work they might do if they would, and that they do not 
do because they have not the spirit of sacrifice. God will hold such accountable for the souls of their fellow- 
men. They might have done a good work in union with Christ, and they will be called to render an account for 
the good to souls they could have done and did not.GCB October 7, 1899, page 103.6 


“We are not, as a people, sufficiently aroused to the short time in which we have to work, and we do not 
understand the magnitude of the work for the time. The night soon cometh, in which no man can work. Satan 
is earnest, zealous, and persevering in his work. If he fails to accomplish his purpose the first time, he tries 
again. He will try other plans, and work with great perseverance to bring in various temptations to ensnare 
souls. He never becomes so discouraged as to let souls entirely alone. If the zeal and perseverance of 
Christ’s followers in their efforts to save souls were equal to Satan’s efforts to deceive them to their eternal

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THE THIRD ANGEL’S MESSAGE 


L. A. HOOPESG. A. IRWIN 
Sermon of Elder G. A. Irwin, Sabbath, February 10, 1900, at the Tabernacle, Battle Creek, Mich. 


“And | saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting gospel to preach unto them that 
dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, saying with a loud voice, Fear 
God, and give glory to him; for the hour of his judgment is come: and worship him that made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and the fountains of waters. And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is 
fallen, that great city, because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication. And the 
third angel followed them, saying with a loud voice, If any man worship the beast and his image, and receive 
his mark in his forehead, or in his hand, the same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which is poured 
out without mixture into the cup of his indignation: and he shall be tormented with fire and brimstone in the 
presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the Lamb: and the smoke of their torment ascendeth up 
for ever and ever: and they have no rest day nor night, who worship the beast and his image, and whosoever 
receiveth the mark of his name. Here is the patience of the saints: here are they that keep the commandments 
of God, and the faith of Jesus. And | heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, Write, Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from henceforth: yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; and their 
works do follow them. And | looked, and behold a white cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like unto the Son of 
man, having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle."GCB January 7, 1900, page 105.1 


| presume there are very few in the congregation who do not at once recognize the reading of this scripture, 
and can tell where it is found. | have read from the sixth to the fourteenth verse, inclusive, of the fourteenth 
chapter of Revelation. It is what we as a people have termed the three-fold message of Revelation. This is the 
most important message that has ever come to fallen humanity, in that it is the last one, and by its preaching 
the people of the earth are to be brought to take their stand on one side or the other of the great controversy 
between truth and error, between Jesus Christ and the great apostate.GCB January 1, 1900, page 105.2 


This message reaches from the time of its beginning in 1844—the beginning of the hour of God’s judgement 
—to the close of this world in its present condition. Connected with this message is every reform that God 
sees should be inaugurated in the world in the closing days of its history. It is not a narrow message, but is as 
broad as the plan of salvation itself, because it is the everlasting gospel. In it is bound up and contained all the 
light and truth that has ever come to this world; and the preaching of it is simply the unfolding again of the 
great truths underlying the plan of salvation. In other words, it is placing all the truth of the gospel in a new 
setting, with the rubbish of tradition, false theology, and man-made theories taken from it, that it may shine out 
in its beauty and luster in the last days.GCB January 1, 1900, page 105.3 


This message is to separate a people from the world—few in number though they are—who are to enjoy 
privileges beyond any people that have ever lived in the world. There are one hundred and forty-four thousand 
to be gathered out of the world by this message, to be translated to heaven, whose privilege it will be to 
occupy a position higher than the angels of God who have not fallen. It is their privilege to be the personal 
escort of the Lord Jesus Christ. They are to go with him; they are to follow the Lamb whithersoever he goeth;

It is not my purpose in reading this three-fold message this morning to enlarge upon any one of its particular 
phases, but simply to call your attention to it in a general way as being the one message that is due to the 
world at the present time. This is a clear-cut, distinct, and definite message, just as clearly defined as any 
message that God has ever given to the world. It is a message of warning that is not confined to any locality 
or nation, but it is to go to every kindred, and tongue, and people.GCB January 1, 1900, page 106.1 


This message has already been going for upward of fifty-five years, and to-day we stand in the very closing 
days, so to speak, and the final consummation of the judgments that are threatened in the message, and the 
reward that is offered to the faithful. It is of some of the dangers that confront the message at this time that |

The devil is opposed to this message, and all the powers of his gigantic mind, and his experience of six 
thousand years, will be concentrated against it in this time when it is about to culminate; because we read 
elsewhere in the book of Revelation that “the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war with 
the remnant of her seed, which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ.”

Now | want to read some things this morning that God has caused to be written in the days that are past. 
There are some landmarks that have been marked out that were to be a guide to the people of God clear 
down through these messages, even to the coming of the Lord in the clouds of heaven; and he has caused 
these to be written out, that we might study them, and know when the enemy comes in to deflect us from the 
truth of God for this time. | read this morning from the little book “Early Writings.” It has perhaps been read in 
your hearing many times; but we need to repeat these things often. In the first vision that was given the 
servant of the Lord, shortly after the passing of the time in 1844, and published for the first time in the year 
1846,—about fifty-four years ago,—this statement is made:—GCB January 1, 1900, page 106.4 


“At this | raised my eyes, and saw a straight and narrow path, cast up high above the world. On this path the 
Advent people were traveling to the city, which was at the farther end of the path. They had a bright light set 
up behind them at the beginning of the path, which an angel told me was the midnight cry. This light shone all 
along the path, and gave light for their feet so they might not stumble.”GCB January 1, 1900, page 106.5 


The one thought | want to impress upon our minds by the reading of this, is, that away back in the year 1844 
God set up a light, and he said that light was to shine all along down the way, even to the coming of the Lord 
in the clouds of heaven. That light was the midnight cry, or the closing work of the first and second angels’

| wish now to read another statement from this same book, in regard to these messages:—GCB January 7,

“Many who embraced the third message had not had an experience in the two former messages. Satan 
understood this, and his evil eye was upon them to overthrow them; but the third angel was pointing them to 
the most holy place, and those who had had an experience in the past messages were pointing them the way 
to the heavenly sanctuary. Many saw the perfect chain of truth in the angels’ messages, and gladly received 
them in their order, and followed Jesus by faith into the heavenly sanctuary. These messages were 
represented to me as an anchor to the people of God. [That is, the first and second angels’ messages, in 
connection with the third.] Those who understand and receive them, will be kept from being swept away by 
the many delusions of Satan.”GCB January 1, 1900, page 106.8 


So, then, if we are to be fortified against the delusions of Satan in the closing days of this world’s history, and 
in the closing days of this message, it seems to me it will be necessary for us, if we have come into the truth 
since the two former messages have been given, to have a correct understanding of these messages, 
because in these two former messages God has given us a light that is to shine clear down from the time that 
was to elapse from these two messages until the coming of the Lord in the clouds of heaven. And these 
messages, it says, are to be as an anchor to the soul. “Those who understand and receive them, will be kept 
from being swept away by the many delusions of Satan.” And these delusions of Satan are coming in in the 
last days, and are multiplying; and the object on the part of the enemy is to sweep souls away from the truth. 
So it seems to me that, if we have not studied these messages before, it is high time that we were turning our 
attention in that direction, and that we were entering in earnest upon the study of the early experiences of the

There are 
many precious truths contained in the word of God, but it is ‘present truth’ that the flock needs now. | have 
seen the danger of the messengers running off from the important points of present truth, to dwell upon 
subjects that are not calculated to unite the flock and sanctify the soul. Satan will here take every possible 
advantage to injure the cause.”GCB January 1, 1900, page 107.2 


Where and how will Satan take advantage to injure the cause?—Because subjects are dwelt upon that are not 
calculated to unite the flock, that are not really in themselves present truth. They may be good enough in 
themselves, but they are not the definite, clear-cut, and distinct message that God would have given in these 
times, to separate a people from the world, and fit them for translation to heaven. Now, not only the messages 
of the first and second angel,—the work of 1843-44 and the few years succeeding,—but there are other 
subjects, and they are intimately related with that, because the whole of present truth is bound up in the

False reports will be circulated, and some will be taken in this snare. They will believe these rumors, and in 
their turn will repeat them, and thus a link will be formed connecting them with the arch-deceiver. This spirit 
will not always be manifested in an open defiance of the messages that God sends, but a settled unbelief is 
expressed in many ways. Every false statement that is made feeds and strengthens this unbelief, and through 
this means many souls will be balanced in the wrong direction. We can not be too watchful against every form

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“Some who have but just received the truth of the third angel’s message, are ready to reprove and teach 
those who have been established in the truth for years, and who have suffered for its sake, and felt its 
sanctifying power.... Those who profess the truth, and think they know it all before they have learned its first 
principles, and who are forward to take the place of teachers, and reprove those who for years have stood 
stiffly for the truth, plainly show that they have no understanding of the truth, and know none of its effects; for 
if they knew any of its sanctifying power, they would yield the peaceable fruits of righteousness, and be

Then | read a statement from a communication that came in the early mail just this morning. Brethren, | read 
these things because | believe that, as the Spirit of God says, we are in danger in these times of neutralizing 
our work and our efforts. And | am satisfied that when we get back to preaching the third angel’s message as 
we have preached it in the past,—the message that by its preaching brought out the churches in the land, built 
up our institutions to their present proportions,—I am satisfied that God’s blessing will then attend the work, 
and we will see souls converted; because you know as well as | do, that when we first heard the message, it 
was this spirit of the truths of the messages that stirred our souls to the very bottom.

My soul is burdened that we as a denomination of people, and as individuals, stand by the work of 
God to-day as it has been outlined in the past messages; and that we live so close to him, and so carefully 
study his word and the experiences of the past, that when these new things come in, these strange things, 
something devised by some inventive mind, to create sensation or something of that kind, we will be so firmly 
rooted in the faith that we will not be moved from our moorings, but go straight forward; and instead of letting 
the enemy come in and getting the church all absorbed in that, may our whole energies be given to the third 
angel’s message,—the commandments of God and the faith of Jesus. Let us lift up the message as it was 
preached in the early days, and it will be a cleaver to separate the honest from the people of the world, and fit 
them for translation. We are living in perilous times. If there ever was a time when there should be a voice 
sounding somewhere, that the poor, deluded sheep that have no shepherd might hear the true voice, that time 
is now.

“Because sentence against an evil work is not executed speedily, therefore the hearts of the sons of men are 
fully set in them to do evil.” The means which the Lord has employed in the gracious provision of his mercy, to 
soften and subdue the objects of his love, has, through the workings of Satan, encouraged the depraved and 
hardened hearts in perversity, resistance, and transgression, that even as far back as the days of David led 
him to exclaim, “It is time for thee, Lord, to work: for they have made void thy law. Therefore | love thy 
commandments above gold; yea, above fine gold.”GCB January 1, 1900, page 112.1 


O that all might consider before it is everlastingly too late, that there are limits to the mercy and forbearance of 
God! There are those who by their impenitence under the beams of light that have shone upon them are very 
near the line where the forbearance of God is exhausted. In mind and heart they are saying, “The Lord 
delayeth his coming,” and they are eating and drinking with the drunken. But God declares of such that “swift 
destruction cometh upon them,” “and they shall not escape.”GCB January 1, 1900, page 112.2

Ye have said, It is vain to serve God: and what profit is it that we have 
kept his ordinance, and that we have walked mournfully before the Lord of Hosts? And now we call the proud 
happy; yea, they that work wickedness are set up; yea, they that tempt God are even delivered.” Here are a 
company of disaffected professed Christians whose chief business is to murmur and complain and accuse 
God by accusing the children of God. They see nothing defective in themselves, but very much to displease in

Perhaps many of our readers do not know that there is such a paper as the Christian Record. \t is a magazine 
printed in point-letters for the blind. Two systems of point-print are used: Improved Braille and New York Point. 
This is different from the old style of raised letters, and is what is being taught in institutions for the blind 
throughout the country. The paper is published under the name of the International Tract Society, the 
stereotyping, printing, and mailing being done at the General Conference offices in Battle Creek, Mich. It is 
issued monthly, at a subscription price of $1.50 a year. The first number was issued in January, 1900. The 
workers on the magazine have been paid by the General Conference, thus far.GCB January 1, 1900, page 
114.3 


There is a large field among the blind people, which is practically unentered. There are nearly two hundred 
thousand blind persons in the United States, and very little has been done to bring the knowledge of the third 
angel’s message before them. The facilities for their education are very meager. It may be urged that nearly 
every State has its school for the blind. That is true, but you would be surprised to learn how the general trend 
for the education of the blind runs. Works of fiction, novels, books of a character to give a worldly mold are, 
being published, while as yet there is not a Bible printed in the Improved Braille. There is a Bible published in 
the New York Point.GCB January 1, 1900, page 114.4 


It will be observed that much of our work is of an educational nature. It must bear in itself the fragrance and 
sweet savor of renewed hearts. Our work must be of such a character that it will open the doors of State 
institutions and homes where blind people are, and then the same spirit must work on the hearts of the blind 
who read our literature. We must interest this class of readers in a thorough study of the Holy Scriptures, and 
trust that the same Spirit that inspired the Scriptures, will carry conviction of the special messages for this 
time.GCB January 1, 1900, page 114.5 


We should never forget that unless we have ears to listen to what we say, we can do but little good. Once the 
Saviour wrought a miracle in restoring an ear that had been cut off. We must get the ears of the people. We 
must also exercise tact, and not cut off the ears of those for whom we would labor.GCB January 1, 1900, 
page 114.6 


A great many of the blind are poor, and what is done for them must be done from a missionary stand-point. 
There are very many who can not pay $1.50 for the paper. We are therefore in need of a fund that will enable 
us to supply all such persons as far as possible. Quite a goodly number of persons have subscribed for the 
paper, and have had it sent to some blind individual.GCB January 1, 1900, page 114.7 


The question of how we can help the blind is an important one. They must be treated as a part of the great 
work that God has upon the earth. Every man has his proper gift, one after this order and another after that. 
These gifts come from God. The fact is that we have blind people among us. Some were born blind, some 
have lost their eyesight one way or another; but notwithstanding all this, each one has a place, and a work to 
do. It is the aim of the Christian Record to educate, and to suggest lines of work that may supply many blind 
people with an independent livelinood. Any assistance any one can render along this line will be greatly 
appreciated.GCB January 1, 1900, page 114.8 


Sometimes blind persons are turned out of house and home because they observe the Sabbath, and unless 
they have a means of support, they become public charities. They are then led to query, Where is the God of 
the Sabbath? Why does he let me drift? This is a serious question, and should receive more than a passing 
notice. Charity by way of a gift is a good thing sometimes, but charity in its broad sense is better. Real charity 
is assistance, and enables the helpless to help themselves. In this the relationship of brotherhood is felt. It is 
that Christianity which throws its strong bands around us, and we feel one in Him.GCB January 1, 1900, page 
114.9 


On the cover of the magazine are ink-print advertisements of such articles as are convenient for blind people 
to sell or use, such as pocket vaporizers, carpet looms, etc. Aside from these things, our publishing houses 
carry trade books and Bibles, which our blind people can handle to good advantage. In fact we have in mind a 
blind person who is one of the best canvassers in one of our conferences. In writing about any of these things, 
please address or mention the Christian Record, as arrangements have been made that will help on the work

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THE IMPORTANCE OF REPORTING 


L. A. HOOPES 


IT seems necessary from time to time to call the attention of our people to the importance of reporting. 
Reporting may seem of small consequence; but there is much that depends upon faithfulness in this matter. If 
reports were not necessary, there would be no difficulty along this line. It is not egotism to report what has 
been faithfully performed; neither is there much danger of the left hand finding out what the right does from 
the meager reports required to give a necessarily intelligent understanding of the work.GCB January 1, 1900, 
page 115.4 


Reports are absolutely essential to the successful management of the work along all lines; hence a neglect on 
the part of any one to report is but hindering the progress of the work to just that degree. There is a great deal 
more value in any report than many imagine, and reports are of more value in the dissemination of the third 
angel's message than many are aware of. By having access to carefully prepared statistics, the managers are 
enabled to enlist a far greater number of laborers, and to more successfully work a certain territory. This 
applies with equal force to the financial management. Those who have to do with the finances, and making 
settlement with laborers, are dependent on the reports of the laborers.GCB January 1, 1900, page 115.5 


Reporting is an important part of the work, and should not be neglected and crowded out by anything of less 
importance. There is therefore no excuse for not reporting, or even delaying any great length of time.GCB 
January 1, 1900, page 115.6 


To be more specific, the General Conference is supposed to keep the statistics of the denomination, and the 
only way it has to obtain them is by sending out to the various secretaries for reports. Even then the General 
Conference would not be able to obtain the reports unless the local clerks and individuals are faithful in 
reporting to the State secretaries. An effort has been made to have the report blanks very much simplified, so 
that the information that the State secretary has at hand may be compiled in a very short time.GCB January 1, 
1900, page 115.7 


There are four kinds of reports needed in the make-up of the general statistics and other work of the General 
Conference, viz.: 1, A general directory of conferences, mission fields, and institutions; this should be 
furnished twice each year; 2, a general summary of statistics once each quarter; 3, a list of all the elders of 
churches, leaders of companies, and isolated Sabbath-keepers, besides the Sabbath-school superintendents, 
to be furnished once a year; and, 4, the labor reports of those in the employ of the General Conference.GCB 
January 1, 1900, page 115.8 


Under the first head, the State or mission field secretary or secretary of institutions should have on hand a 
complete directory of their own boards and laborers, with the addresses of all the persons named in their 
directory. A regular list should be kept where all changes of addresses may be noted. Any change in the 
make-up of boards or committees, or any additions or dismissals of laborers, should be carefully noted at the 
time they are made, so that when the general report is called for, the secretary will have a corrected, up-to- 
date directory to furnish.GCB January 1, 1900, page 115.9 


Under the general summary of conferences or mission fields, the secretary can very quickly compile a 
summary from what he has on hand. The financial item, giving the amount of tithe received during the 
preceding quarter, can, in the majority of cases, be obtained from the State treasurer within two days, and 
should be furnished within one day if the treasurer is in the same place as the secretary. The amount of tithes 
received between the first and last days of each quarter can be reckoned up in a very few minutes.GCB 
January 1, 1900, page 115.10 


Regarding the third item, we would say that it is very essential that the General Conference should have the 
addresses of all the elders of churches, leaders of companies, superintendents of Sabbath-schools, and the 
names and addresses of isolated Sabbath-keepers, so that there may be an opportunity for the general 
management to speak to our people simultaneously, and thereby secure as concerted action as possible. It 
frequently occurs that there are things which need to be said to our churches, which could not be put in public 
prints having exchanges with secular papers.GCB January 1, 1900, page 116.1 


The fourth item pertains to the reports of laborers. It would seem that it is not necessary to say anything on 
this point. What may be said of the General Conference laborers applies with equal force to all others who are 
remunerated from a general fund. It may be true that the management has a pretty good understanding of 
how some of the laborers have done their work; yet there may be many others who are further away, 
concerning whose work they have but a meager idea, save only through letters which may come very 
infrequently. But why should the management be left to guess at the amount of time, the amount of donations, 
the expenses, or the kind of work and its apparent results, in one case more than in another? Why should a 
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report be delayed for weeks and months and even a year after it is due? There can be no excuse for this; for 
reporting is a part of the work of the laborer. Whenever he receives money, either from the management or 
from donations to the cause, he ought to be able to, and should, give an account of it at the proper time. He 
likewise should be able to give an itemized statement of all expenditures. If he has put in no time, he should 
so report, that the management may know just how the matter stands. Suppose the neglect should come from 
the other side; if the management should neglect to respond to the call for remuneration, and that, too, on the 
ground of having received no report, it would work a hardship in some cases.GCB January 1, 1900, page

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OUR CANVASSING WORK

The sale of publications containing the truth for this generation is an important branch of our work. By this 
means thousands of people are reached, who otherwise might never receive the light of present truth. Selling 
publications treating on the prophecies which are calculated to build people up spiritually, and to help forward 
the cause of truth along all lines of church work, is something that should be most carefully fostered. Men and 
women of good address and godly piety should be enlisted to take up this line of work. Great care should be 
exercised to see that these persons do not get switched off on to side issues.GCB January 1, 1900, page 
116.4 


It is too bad to see so much energy expended, and talent consumed, in selling publications that do not bear 
directly on present truth. When a minister goes out into the field, he is expected to give the third angel’s 
message, and call out a people who will embrace every point of truth, who will in turn give the message. The 
same principle is involved in our canvassing work. Does it not seem like hiding our light under a bushel when 
we devote so much of our canvassing talent to the sale of books that have no particular phase of the message 
in them?GCB January 1, 1900, page 116.5 


There are many of our standard books, such as “Thoughts on Daniel and the Revelation,” “Patriarchs and 
Prophets,” Great Controversy,” “Prophecies of Jesus,” etc., that are lying on our shelves. At a recent meeting 
of the stockholders of the Review and Herald Publishing Association, it was learned that there are over 
$74,000 worth of books in the wholesale department, ready for circulation. These books are in the English, 
Danish, Swedish, German, and other languages. One point worthy of earnest consideration is that many of 
our books have been on these shelves for a long time. It is safe to say that a similar condition exists in our 
other publishing houses.GCB January 7, 1900, page 116.6 


A very much larger sale of the above-named publications should have been made in former years. These 
books contain the fundamental principles of our message. They are calculated to educate the people 
concerning the great issues that are before the world at the present time, and that are to be in the near 
future.GCB January 1, 1900, page 116.7 


We have lost much, however, by not getting these books out before. Many of the issues predicted in the 
books, are now transpiring before our eyes. Many people will read the books, and will rather regard them as 
prophetic; whereas the longer the matter is put off, the more difficult it will be for the reader to disconnect the 
sentiments of the books from the political sentiments of the time. There is much in this statement that was 
penned in Australia the 19th day of February, 1892, which reads: “All heaven is represented to me as 
watching the unfolding of events. A crisis is to be revealed in the great and prolonged controversy in the 
government of God on earth. Something great and decisive is to take place, and that right early. If any delay, 
the character of God and his throne will be compromised.”GCB January 1, 1900, page 116.8 


The compromise has been in our delay. Our books should have been circulated everywhere. Let us delay no 
longer. Let the books be sold. Let God-fearing men and women, upon whom God has laid the burden, be 
encouraged to give themselves to this important branch of giving this work. Why should we not be as 
intensely interested in the work of saving souls as are the angels? GCB January 1, 1900, page 117.1

The foregoing summary of statistics embraces the entire denomination of Seventh-day Adventists throughout 
the world. The General Conference embraces all the territory and every organization duly organized by the 
body for the dissemination of the principles of the third angel’s message. The territory is divided into eight 
organized districts or Union Conferences. By a glance at the foregoing summary and a map of the world, you 
can easily locate each Union Conference and what is embraced by each. Aside from these, there is a vast 
amount of the world not included in any organized conference. This is by far the largest field, as well as the 
most populous, and is under the supervision of the Foreign Mission Board.GCB January 1, 1900, page 119.17 


Distribution of the tithes. All the tithes of churches go direct to their conference or mission field treasurer. The 
conference treasurer then sends a tithe of all the tithes to the general treasurer under which the conference 
exists; viz., all the conferences in North America send their tithes to the General Conference Treasurer at 
Battle Creek, Mich.; all the conferences in the Australasian Union Conference send their tithes to Miss E. M. 
Graham, Summer Hill, N. S. W., Australia; all the conferences under the European Union Conference send 
their tithes to W. T. Bartlett, London, England. All mission field treasurers under the auspices of any of these 
general or union conferences will send funds direct to the treasurer of said general or union conference. All

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THE USE OF TALENTS

The parable of the talents should be a matter of the most careful and prayerful study; for it has a personal and 
individual application to every man, woman, and child possessed of the powers of reason. Your obligation and 
responsibility are in proportion to the talents God has bestowed upon you. There is not a follower of Christ but 
has some peculiar gift for the use of which he is accountable to God. Many have excused themselves from 
rendering their gift to the service of Christ, because others were possessed of superior endowments and 
advantages. The opinion has prevailed that only those who are especially talented are required to sanctify 
their abilities to the service of God. It has come to be understood that talents are given only to a certain 
favored class, to the exclusion of others who, of course, are not called upon to share in the toils or rewards. 
But it is not so represented in the parable. When the master of the house called his servants, he gave to every 
man his work. The whole family of God are included in the responsibility of using their Lord’s goods. Every 
individual, from the lowliest and most obscure to the greatest and most exalted, is a moral agent endowed 
with abilities for which he is accountable to God.GCB April 1, 1900, page 121.1 


God requires every one to be a worker in his vineyard. You are to take up the work that has been placed in 
your charge, and to do it faithfully. “Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy might; for there is no 
work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, whither thou goest.” Let the business man do his 
business in a way that will glorify his Master because of his fidelity. Let him carry his religion into everything 
that is done, and reveal to men the Spirit of Christ. Let the mechanic be a diligent and faithful representative of 
Him who toiled in the lowly walks of life in the cities of Judea. Let every one who names the name of Christ so 
work that man by seeing his good works may be led to glorify his Creator and Redeemer. “Whatsoever ye do,

We are to make the very best use of our opportunities, and to study to show ourselves approved unto God. 
God will accept our best efforts; but let no one imagine he will be pleased with ignorance and inability when, 
with proper improvement of privileges bestowed, a better service might be supplied. We are not to despise the 
day of small things; but by a diligent care and perseverance, we are to make the small opportunities and 
talents minister to our advancement in divine life, and hasten us on to a more intelligent and better service. 
But when we have done all that we can do, we are to count ourselves unprofitable servants. There is no room 
for pride in our efforts; for we are dependent every moment upon the grace of God, and we have nothing that 
we did not receive. Says Jesus, “Without me ye can do nothing.”GCB April 1, 1900, page 121.3 


Let none mourn that they have not larger talents to use for the Master. While you are dissatisfied and 
complaining, you are losing precious time and wasting valuable opportunities. Thank God for the ability you 
have, and pray that you may be enabled to meet the responsibilities that have been placed upon you. If you 
desire greater usefulness, go to work and acquire what you mourn for. Go to work with steady patience, and 
do your very best, irrespective of what others are doing. “Every one of us shall give account of himself to 
God.” Use your gift in meekness, in humility, in trusting faith, and wait till the day of reckoning, and you will

It is necessary for you to look constantly into the great moral mirror, to measure 
your attainments by the great standard of holiness. The principles of God’s law must become the principles of 
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your life and the motive power of all your actions. The impulses of your heart must be regulated by the gospel 
of the Son of God, and your character must be fashioned after the divine Pattern. The truth you profess must 
be established in reverent and holy purposes to honor God and benefit mankind. This is the only successful 
method of controlling the life. There should be steady, persevering, persistent advancement in the Christian 
pathway. A fitful experience is of little value. The impulsive effort to overcome is often as impulsively 
discontinued as begun. There should be a determined resistance of evil in the strength of Christ. Forgetting 
what is behind, we should press toward the mark with all diligence. The truth must be stamped upon the soul, 
woven into the character, until the life is sanctified through the power of God. While God, works in you, to will 
and to do his own good pleasure, you are to work out your own salvation with fear and trembling. You have 
something more to do than simply to believe. “Blessed are they that do his commandments, that they may 
have right to the tree of life, and may enter in through the gates into the city.” Use your talents for God in 
humble faith and love, and he who has been faithful over the “few things” of earth, will be made ruler over

For many years in the past, heavy clouds of debt have been hanging over the majority of our educational 
institutions in North America; but now the Lord has made bare his mighty arm to free these from the burdens 
which rest upon them.

One year ago last March a movement was made by the teachers and students in several of the schools to 
raise the indebtedness upon the institutions. Now the movement has broadened and deepened. Testimonies 
have come from Sister White, which clearly show that God is anxious that these debts be removed from all of 
our educational institutions, and in these Testimonies the Lord calls upon his people to arise to his help and

Sister E. G. White has given her new book, “The Parables of Jesus,” for this work. She will not exact any

It is an idea of the members of the bureau that those of our 
brethren who purchase more than one copy of this book will give or sell the remainder to their neighbors. In 
this way it is believed that an interest can be awakened once more among the lay members in the circulation

If they do it right, 

cheerfully, hopefully, they will find it a very great blessing. The Lord does not force any man to work, but those 

who will place themselves decidedly on his side, he will give a willing mind. He will bless the one who works 

out the spirit which he works in. God will make the movement for the help of our schools a success if it is 

made in a free, willing spirit, as to the Lord. Only in this way can be rolled back the reproach that has come 

upon our schools all over the land. If all will take hold of this work in the spirit of self-sacrifice, for Christ's sake 

and for the truth’s sake, IT WILL NOT BE LONG BEFORE THE JUBILEE SONG OF FREEDOM CAN

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AN APPEAL FOR THE WORK IN AUSTRALIA

Just at this time there is being circulated to all Seventh-day Adventists in America a leaflet having the title of 
this article. The reader of the leaflet will observe that it is made up of a special communication addressed to 
the General Conference while in session at South Lancaster, Mass. A wonderful missionary spirit was 
aroused at the reading of this communication, which began to materialize in the brethren making donations 
and pledges for the work in Australia. It was at this juncture that the “Captain Norman” episode turned the 
attention of so many in another direction, the influence of which has been felt in a great many ways in the 
matter of giving.GCB April 1, 1900, page 151.3 


More than a year has passed since our conference closed at South Lancaster, and now the appeal comes 
from the Lord in a stronger way, that something should be done, and quickly done, for the needy field in 
Australia. The Lord sees not as man sees. He views the field from standpoints that man’s wisdom is utterly 
incapable of comprehending. He knows the value of Australia as a missionary center and a base of 
missionary operations for the many thousands and millions of people in the South Sea Islands, in Australasia, 
India, China, and Japan. The accessibility of these fields from Australia is very much better than from any 
other organized work in the denomination. We Americans are inclined to think, judging from the phenomenal 
growth of the United States, and the rank and position to which this country has risen in the eyes of nations, 
that the United States would be the proper base of operations for the work in the far East. We would naturally 
reason that the United States has been the place of the rise of the third angel’s message. It was here where

It might be argued that the work is better organized in this country than in any other place on the globe; that 
we are better able to maintain missions abroad than from any other organized center. However this may be, 
we are not to speculate; for the Lord has spoken concerning Australia and the work that is to be done there.

And they shall bring all your brethren for an offering unto the Lord 
out of all nations upon horses, and in chariots, and in litters, and upon mules, and upon swift beasts, to my 
holy mountain Jerusalem, saith the Lord, as the children of Israel bring an offering in a clean vessel into the

When this is done, 
less human wisdom will be seen, and more of the wisdom of God. A large amount of time and strength will be

The world by wisdom knew not God. The men and women of the world do not realize that they are daily 
deciding their own destiny, and that it becomes them to walk very softly before God. Immortality—a life that 
measures with the life of God—is not obtained through human beings, but through Christ, “who will render to 
every man according to his deeds: to them who by patient continuance in welldoing seek for glory and honor 
and immortality, eternal life."GCB July 1, 1900, page 154.3 


Christians will discern Christ in their fellow men. They will not pull apart. Strife for the supremacy is after the 
working of Satan. Satan was the most beautiful angel in the heavenly courts, the most highly gifted, the most 
richly endowed. But he fell through jealousy and selfish ambition. Why, | ask, are men not afraid of 
themselves? Why are they so anxious to do something wonderful, something that will lead people to say, 
“This is the work of a great man’? This is all vanity. Of ourselves we are weak and helpless. If the Lord has 
entrusted us with capabilities, let us remember that our gifts come from God. They are lent to us by him, that 
thus he may test and try us. Let those who desire to win God’s approval walk humbly before him. Remember 
that you are only one among the Lord’s agents. There are others whom he recognizes, and whose work he 
endorses.GCB July 1, 1900, page 154.4 


Our institutions will be safely conducted only when those who are carrying the responsibilities in them fear 
their own weakness. Let them not feel highly exalted because they receive praise from men who do not see 
the truth in the living oracles of God. Those who know the truth should show these commandment-breakers 
that they regard the law of God as a savor of life unto life. All who know the truth are to honor the truth. God 
says, Them that honor me | will honor.GCB July 1, 1900, page 154.5 


We are to respect God’s faithful servants, who preach his Word, and who seek to win souls to the truth. Let us 
not link up with unbelievers, giving them honor because we suppose that they have great wisdom. Let us not 
cherish their words of praise in our hearts, while at the same time we show disrespect for the Lord’s chosen 
instruments, regarding their counsel as unworthy of our notice. Association with those who believe not the 
truth will prove in time of temptation a savor of death unto death.GCB July 1, 1900, page 154.6 


Those who claim to believe the truth should obey the Word of God just as it reads, practicing its instruction. 
Remember that those who love not their brethren, deny the faith. Many, because their brethren do not follow 
their leading, manifest toward them a spirit of hatred. God has never bidden us follow the leading of any man, 
and he has said, “He that saith he is in the light, and hateth his brother, is in darkness even until now. He that 
loveth his brother abideth in the light, and there is none occasion of stumbling in him. But he that hateth his 
brother is in darkness, and walketh in darkness, and knoweth not whether he goeth, because that darkness 
hath blinded his eyes.” Can we not see from this what it means to be at variance?GCB July 1, 1900, page

Christ declares, “I am the light of the world: he that followeth me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life.” This light is all contained in the great commandment of love. “A new commandment | give unto 
you,” Christ said, “That ye love one another; as | have loved you, that ye also love one another. By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to another.”GCB July 7, 1900, page 154.8 


The union between Christ and his people is tobe living, true, and unfailing, resembling the union that exists 
between the Father and the Son. This union is the fruit of the indwelling of the Holy Spirit. All true children of 
God will reveal to the world their union with Christ and with their brethren. Those in whose hearts Christ 
abides will bear the fruit of brotherly love. They will realize that as members of God’s family they are pledged 
to cultivate, cherish, and perpetuate Christian love and fellowship, in spirit, words, and action.GCB July 1,

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To be children of God, members of the royal family, means more than many suppose. Those who are 
accounted by God as his children will reveal Christlike love for one another. They will live and work for one 
object,—the proper representation of Christ to the world. By their love and unity they will show to the world 
that they bear the divine credentials. By the nobility of love and self-denial, they will show those around them 
that they are true followers of the Saviour. “By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love

In the Old Testament are recorded the laws which God gave for the guidance of his people. He would have 
his people to-day study these laws. “The Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Speak unto all the congregation of 
the children of Israel, and say unto them, Ye shall be holy: for | the Lord your God am holy.... When ye reap 
the harvest of your land, thou shalt not wholly reap the corners of thy field, neither shalt thou gather the 
gleanings of thy harvest. And thou shalt not glean thy vineyard, neither shalt thou gather every grape of thy 
vineyard; thou shalt leave them for the poor and stranger: | am the Lord your God. Ye shall not steal, neither 
deal falsely, neither lie one to another.... Thou shalt not defraud thy neighbor, neither rob him: the wages of 
him that is hired shall not abide with thee all night until the morning. Thou shalt not curse the deaf, nor put a 
stumbling-block before the blind, but shalt fear thy God: | am the Lord. Ye shall do no unrighteousness in 
judgement: thou shalt not respect the person of the poor, nor honor the person of the mighty: but in 
righteousness shalt thou judge thy neighbor. Thou shalt not go up and down as a talebearer among thy 
people: neither shalt thou stand against the blood of thy neighbor: | am the Lord. Thou shalt not hate thy 
brother in thine heart: thou shalt in any wise rebuke thy neighbor, and not suffer sin upon him. Thou shalt not 
avenge, nor bear any grudge against the children of thy people, but thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself: | 
am the Lord.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 155.2 


Christ is deeply grieved when his professed followers, his disciples, neglect to cultivate Christian love, when 
they act in a way that causes pain to the hearts of their brethren in the faith. They injure their religious 
experience, laying stumbling-blocks in their own way and in the way of others. They dishonor the truth they 
claim to believe. By their passionate words and overbearing actions in dealing with their brethren, they show 
that they are controlled by the spirit of the enemy of all righteousness. They use common fire in the place of 
the sacred.GCB July 1, 1900, page 155.3 


The most powerful evidence a man can give that he has been born again and is a new man in Christ Jesus, is 
the manifestation of love for his brethren, the doing of Christlike deeds. This is the most wonderful witness 
that can be borne in favor of Christianity, and will win souls to the truth.GCB July 1, 1900, page 155.4 


In his prayer for his disciples, Christ said, “Neither pray | for these alone, but for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word; that they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and | in thee, that they also 
may be one in us: that the world may believe that thou hast sent me.”GCB July 7, 1900, page 155.5 


Christ brings all true believers into complete oneness with himself, even the oneness which exists between 
him and his Father. The true children of God are bound up with one another and with their Saviour. They are 
one with Christ in God.GCB July 1, 1900, page 155.6 


“And the glory which thou gavest me | have given them; that they may be one, even as we are one: | in them, 
and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in one; and that the world may know that thou hast sent me, 
and hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. Father, | will that they also, whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where | am; that they may behold my glory, which thou hast given me: for thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world. O righteous Father, the world hath not known thee: but | have known thee, and these 
have known that thou hast sent me. And | have declared unto them thy name, and will declare it: that the love 
wherewith thou hast loved me may be in them, and | in them.”GCB July 7, 1900, page 155.7 


These are indeed wonderful words. They need to be thought of, studied, and brought into the practical life. 
They are to be lived out in the daily experience. Only thus can the result for which Christ prayed be 
produced.GCB July 1, 1900, page 156.1 


The Spirit of Christ never leads those of the same faith to separate into distinct, independent parties. When 
such a separation takes place, an impression exactly opposite from that which Christ prayed, is given to the 
world.GCB July 1, 1900, page 156.2 


Why do those who profess to believe in Christ, who profess to keep the commandments, make such feeble 
efforts to answer the Saviour’s prayer? Why do they seek to have their own way, instead of choosing the way 
and will of the Spirit of God? Those who do this will one day see the harm done to the cause of God by pulling 
apart. Instead of co-operating with Christ, instead of laboring together with God, many who occupy positions 
of trust are working in opposition to Christ. The Lord has presented this to me in a most decided manner to

If God’s followers would seek to answer Christ’s prayer, revealing by the transformation in their lives the 
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power of the truth, what a wonderful testimony would be borne to the world. How powerfully the character and

It is our God-given duty to love one another as Christ has loved us. The performance of this duty brings with it 
the blessedness of peace and quietude in the Lord and the ennobling and uplifting of the whole being. Those 
who neglect this duty can never reach perfection. Those who love as Christ loved are born of God, and are 
“kept by the power of God through faith unto salvation ready to be revealed in the last time.” GCB July 1, 1900,

“Wherefore laying aside all malice, and all guide, and hypocrisies, and envies, and all evil speakings, as 
newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of the word, that ye may grow thereby: if so be ye have tasted that the 
Lord is gracious. To whom coming, as unto a living stone, disallowed indeed of men, but chosen of God, and 
precious, ye also, as lively stones, are built up a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus Christ.... Ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an holy 
nation, a peculiar people; that ye should show forth the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness 
into his marvelous light.”GCB July 7, 1900, page 156.6 


| am instructed to say to our people, “Be ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves.” There are many who are unprepared to meet Christ. “For if any be a hearer of the word, and not a 
doer, he is like unto a man beholding his natural face in a glass: for he beholdeth himself, and goeth his way, 
and straightway forgetteth what manner of man he was. But whose looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and 
continueth therein, he being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the word, this man shall be blessed in his 
deed.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 156.7 


A sacred relationship exists between Christ our Saviour and the believer. He says, “I will betroth thee unto me 
forever; yea, | will betroth thee unto me in righteousness, and in judgment, and in loving kindness, and in 
mercies. | will even betroth thee unto me in faithfulness: and thou shalt know the Lord.” “Thou shalt know.” Is 
not this the desire of the soul? There are many who ridicule the idea of there being any certainty in religious 
experience. Some can not bear to hear sanctification and the higher attainments spoken about. But the Word 
says, “Thou shalt know the Lord,” and this means holiness and sanctification.GCB July 1, 1900, page 156.8 


How may we know God?—By doing his word. We have the assurance of this. Read the first chapter of second 
Peter. The entire chapter is an assurance to the true believer. “Grace and peace be multiplied unto you 
through the knowledge of God, and of Jesus our Lord, according as his divine power hath given unto us all 
things that pertain unto life and godliness, through the knowledge of him that hath called us to glory and 
virtue: whereby are given unto us exceeding great and precious promise: that by these ye might be partakers 
of the divine nature, having escaped the corruption that is in the world through lust. And beside this, giving all 
diligence, add to your faith virtue; and to virtue knowledge; and to knowledge temperance; and to temperance 
patience; and to patience godliness; and to godliness brotherly kindness, and to brotherly kindness 
charity."GCB July 1, 1900, page 156.9 


We must work upon the plan of addition, adding to our character the graces here mentioned.GCB July 7, 
1900, page 156.10 


“If these things be in you, and abound, they make you that ye shall neither be barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. But he that lacketh these things is blind, and can not see afar off, and 
hath forgotten that he was purged from his old sins. Wherefore the rather, brethren, give diligence to make 
your calling and election sure: for if ye do these things ye shall never fall: for so an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abundantly into the everlasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.” This is our 
life insurance policy.GCB July 1, 1900, page 157.1 


“That by these ye might be partakers of the divine nature, having escaped the corruption that is in the world 
through lust.” The lust here mentioned does not only mean a perverse, base passion. It includes an unholy 
desire for riches, for praise, for the possession of power. To fear God and obey his word is the only way to 
gain true exaltation. But forgetting this, man presumptuously craves more and still more worldly power and 
honor. He devises and plans in every way to accomplish certain results, losing sight of justice and equity and 
love for God and his brethren. With a perversity that is blind to results, he sacrifices his peace of mind, his 
assurance of knowing God and Christ.GCB July 1, 1900, page 157.2 


“When Ephraim spake trembling, he exalted himself in Israel; but when he offended in Baal, he died. And now 
they sin more and more, and have made them molten images of their silver, and idols according to their own 
understanding, all of it the work of the craftsman:... therefore they shall be as the morning cloud, and as the 
early dew that passeth away, as the chaff that is driven with the whirlwind out of the floor, and as the smoke 
out of the chimney. Yet | am the Lord thy God from the land of Egypt, and thou shalt know no God but me: for 
there is no Saviour beside me.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 157.3 
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“O Israel, thou hast destroyed thyself; but in me is thine help.” “Return unto the Lord thy God; for thou hast 
fallen by thine iniquity. Take with you words, and turn to the Lord: say unto him, Take away all iniquity and 
receive us graciously... | will heal their backsliding, | will love them freely: for mine anger is turned away from 
him. | will be as the dew unto Israel: he shall grow as the lily, and cast forth his roots as Lebanon.... Who is 
wise, and he shall understand these things? prudent, and he shall know them? for the ways of the Lord are 
right, and the just shall walk in them: but the transgressors shall fall therein.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 157.4 


The Lord is infinitely merciful and gracious. He is waiting for us to repent and turn to him with humble 
confession, saying, We will take thy way, O Lord; we will no longer walk in the way of our own counsels. Have 
mercy on us and save us and those who have erred in following a path not cast up for the ransomed of the 
Lord.GCB July 1, 1900, page 157.5 


The time has come for the renunciation of all self-confidence. The time has come to follow the Lord’s way. He 
has given instruction for all who will be guided by him, who have faith in his word, and courage to go forward. 
God calls upon those who have walked in paths of their own choosing to return to him. “Seek ye the Lord 
while he may be found, call ye upon him while he is near: let the wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts: and let him return unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon.

“Finally, my brethren, be strong in the Lord, and in the power of his might.” Ephesians 6:10.GCB July 1, 1900, 
page 157.7 


In the Scriptures we are often exhorted to confidence and strength. Not confidence in ourselves, nor trust in 
our own strength, for we are plainly told that “he that trusteth in his own heart is a fool.” Proverbs 28:26. The 
word of the Lord by the prophet Isaiah is this: “Let him take hold of my strength, that he may make peace with 
me; and he shall make peace with me.” /saiah 27:5. Those heeding this admonition can say with all 
confidence, “In the Lord have | righteousness and strength.” /saiah 45:24.GCB July 1, 1900, page 157.8 


Our Saviour himself, who is our pattern, to show his entire trust in the power of his Father, said, “I can of mine 
own self do nothing” (John 5:30); and of his people he also said, “Without me ye can do nothing.” John 15:5. 
In the parable of the vine and its branches he said, “As the branch can not bear fruit of itself, except it abide in 
the vine; no more can ye, except ye abide in me.” V. 4. As the branch must receive the sap from the parent 
stock, to be fruitful, so the Spirit of God must abide in us, else no fruit to God’s glory will appear. It must be 
Christ “working in you that which is well pleasing in his sight.” Hebrews 13:27. It is true, we are exhorted to 
“work out our own salvation with fear and trembling;” but in the next sentence it is said, “For it is God which 
worketh in you both to will and to do of his good pleasure.” Philippians 2:12, 13.GCB July 1, 1900, page 157.9 


A realizing sense of our own natural weakness and inability of ourselves to walk in ways of righteousness, is 
the proper fitness for receiving that help which the Lord has to impart. It was in such a condition of mind that 
the apostle Paul could say, “When | am weak, then am | strong.” 2 Corinthians 12:10. It is to this class that the 
Lord said: “He giveth power to the faint; and to them that hath no might he increaseth strength.” /saiah 40:29. 
To such he further states: “Trust in the Lord with all thine heart, and lean not unto thine own understanding. In 
all thy ways acknowledge him, and he shall direct thy paths.” Proverbs 3:5, 6. In tracing his dealings with his 
children we read these words addressed to King Asa: “And at that time Hanani the seer came to Asa, king of 
Judah, and said unto him, Because thou hast relied on the king of Syria, and not relied on the Lord thy God, 
therefore is the host of the king of Syria escaped out of thine hand. Were not the Ethiopians and the Lubims a 
huge host, with very many chariots and horsemen? yet, because thou didst rely on the Lord he delivered them 
into thine hand. For the eyes of the Lord run to and fro throughout the whole earth, to show himself strong in 
the behalf of them whose heart is perfect toward them.” 2 Chronicles 16:7-9.GCB July 1, 1900, page 158.1 


The Lord’s admonition to be “strong” and “courageous” are given when the outlook is of such a nature that 
humanity, realizing its frailty, is dismayed. An instance of this character is found when the Lord instructed 
Moses to send twelve men to search the land of Canaan. Knowing that they would see that which might cause 
them to tremble, they were admonished, “Be ye of good courage.” Numbers 13:20. When the fainthearted 
ones went up and beheld the situation, they said: “We are not able to go up against the people; for they are 
stronger than we.... The land, through which we have gone to search it, is a land that eateth up the inhabitants 
thereof; and all the people that we saw in it are men of a great stature. And there we saw the giants, the sons 
of Anak, which come of the giants, and we were in our own sight as grasshoppers, and so we were in their 
sight.” Numbers 13:31-33. “The cities are great and walled up to heaven.” Deuteronomy 1:28. Under these 
circumstances, those whose trust was in the Lord, and who for this reason were endued with his “courage,” 
said: “Rebel not ye against the Lord, neither fear ye the people of the land; for they are bread for us; their 
defense is departed from them, and the Lord is with us: fear them not.” Numbers 14:9.GCB July 1, 1900, page 
158.2 


When at last the people were about to go in and possess the land, Moses reminded them that they were 
coming in contact with “seven nations greater and mightier’ than they, with “cities great and fenced up to 
heaven.” Deuteronomy 7:1; 9:1. He said to them, “Be strong and of a good courage, fear not, nor be afraid of 
them: for the Lord thy God, he it is that doth go with thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. And Moses 
called unto Joshua, and said unto him in the sight of all Israel, Be strong and of a good courage; for thou must 
go with this people unto the land which the Lord hath sworn unto their fathers to give them; and thou shalt 
cause them to inherit it. And the Lord, he it is that doth go before thee; he will be with thee, he will not fail 
thee, neither forsake thee: fear not, neither be dismayed.” Deuteronomy 31:6-8.GCB July 1, 1900, page 158.3 


After the death of Moses the Lord said unto Joshua, “As | was with Moses, so | will be with thee: | will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee. Be strong and of a good courage: for unto this people shalt thou divide for an 
inheritance the land, which | swore unto their fathers to give them. Only be thou strong and very courageous, 
that thou mayest observe to do according to all the law, which Moses my servant commanded thee: turn not 
from it to the right hand or to the left, that thou mayest prosper whithersoever thou goest.” “Have not | 
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commanded thee? Be strong and of a good courage; be not afraid, neither be dismayed: for the Lord thy God 
is with thee whithersoever thou goest.” Joshua 1:5-7, 9.GCB July 1, 1900, page 158.4 


Those who make God their confidence can say with David, “When the wicked, even mineenemies and my 
foes, came upon me to eat up my flesh, they stumbled and fell.” “I had fainted, unless | had believed to see 
the goodness of the Lord in the land of the living.” Psalm 27:2, 13.GCB July 1, 1900, page 158.5 


Having seen the Lord’s deliverance, David could say to others with all confidence, “Wait on the Lord: be of 
good courage, and he shall strengthen thine heart: wait, | say, on the Lord.” Verse 14.GCB July 1, 1900, page 
159.1 


Those who falter while looking at the difficulties in the way, or at the greatness of the work, may be likened to 
“the slothful man [who] saith, There is a lion without, | shall be slain in the streets.” Proverbs 22:13. The 
Scriptures declare that “the wicked flee when no man pursueth; but the righteous are bold as a lion.” Proverbs 
28:1. Of the righteous it is said that he “shall hold on his way, and he that hath clean hands shall be stronger 
and stronger.” Job 17:9.GCB July 1, 1900, page 159.2 


We read that the Lord, in dealing with his people, “permits a crisis to come now and then, that his children 
may go to him. He sees and knows all things. He desires them to feel their helplessness, and to plead with 
him, casting their helpless souls upon him. Then they are ready to be taught.’—Mrs. E. G. White, in The Signs 
of the Times, September 5, 1900.GCB July 1, 1900, page 159.3 


When Solomon was about to construct the temple, his father David spake thus to him: “The Lord give thee 
wisdom and understanding, and give thee charge concerning Israel, that thou mayest keep the law of the Lord 
thy God. Then shalt thou prosper, if thou takest heed to fulfill the statutes and judgments which the Lord 
charged Moses with concerning Israel: be strong, and of good courage; dread not, nor be dismayed.” 7 
Chronicles 22:12, 13. “Be strong and of good courage and do it: fear not, nor be dismayed, for the Lord God, 
even my God, will be with thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee, until thou hast finished all the work for 
the service of the house of the Lord.” 7 Chronicles 28:20.GCB July 1, 1900, page 159.4 


For the encouragement of his people, the Lord has recorded some cases where, by faith, “Out of weakness 
[they] were made strong.” In the days of Jehoshaphat, king of Judah (896 B. C.), the Ammonites, Moabites, 
and the inhabitants of Mount Seir invaded the land. As the Lord’s people humbly sought him, he sent this 
word to them: “Be not afraid nor dismayed by reason of this great multitude; for the battle is not yours, but 
God’s.” As they went forth against their enemies praising the God of Israel, “Jehoshaphat stood and said, 
Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem; Believe in the Lord your God, so shall ye be established; 
believe his prophets, so shall ye prosper.”GCB July 7, 1900, page 159.5 


The sequel shows that the armies gathered against them fell to destroying one another. “When Jehoshaphat 
and his people came to take away the spoil of them, ... they were three days in gathering of the spoil, it was 
so much.” 2 Chronicles 20:15, 20, 25.GCB July 1, 1900, page 159.6 


In the days of Hezekiah, king of Judah (710 B. C.), when Rab-shakeh taunted them with their weakness, and 
said, “Neither let Hezekiah make you trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the hand of the king of Assyria” (2 Kings 18:30), Hezekiah “covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house of the Lord.” The prophet Isaiah told him that the king should “hear a 
rumor, and return to his own land.” 2 Kings 19:7. This came to pass, and then the king sent a letter boasting 
what great things he should do. Hezekiah spread this letter out before the Lord, and pleaded, “I beseech thee, 
save thou us out of his hand, that all the kingdoms of the earth may know that thou art the Lord God, even 
thou only.” Verse 19.GCB July 1, 1900, page 159.7 


“The Lord sent an angel, which cut off all the mighty men of valor, and the leaders and captains in the camp of 
the king of Assyria.

Our world is a field of missionary toil. We are to present before the people the love of God, not only as the 
motive of effort, but as the model of all our plans. We must work in the way he worked. His example is to be

The Lord has given men and women capabilities and tact and skill, to be used to his name’s glory. When 
sincere, earnest efforts are put forth to win souls to God, we shall see of the salvation of God. Those who 
claim to be Christians should make an unreserved surrender of all they have to the Lord. Their time, their 
substance, and their influence are required of them by Him who willingly gave himself to save to the uttermost 
all who come to him. Those who claim to be children of God should throw the whole weight of their influence 
on the side of Christ, for his sake practicing self-denial and self-sacrifice. There is need of close communion 
with God and entire conformity to his will. This is the secret of gaining the power that will convict and convert 
sinners. The church has failed because she has not come up to the help of the Lord, to the help of the Lord 
against the mighty influences of the Satanic force Church members have not as they should, pressed back 
the powers of darkness. This is the reason of the deficiency in the church to-day. The quickening power of 
God is needed. Men and women who love God supremely and their neighbors as themselves, are needed, 
men and women who crave the power of God, that they may bear witness to the love of Jesus.GCB July 7,

Church members are to be God’s instruments in seeking to save those ready to perish. Be they many or few, 
they are to confer together, laying before one another their designs and plans, and obtaining the benefit of 
one another’s perception and foresight as to the best plans for securing success in the work. There are to be 
found no separate parties, who shall supply themselves with all the facilities for ensuring success, at the same 
time leaving those who should have equal encouragement, and means with which to carry on the work, with 
nothing with which to do the work which means the adding of new territory to the Lord’s kingdom.GCB July 7,

The many fields in the Lord’s vineyard which have not been touched, call upon the places in which institutions 
are already established, to understand the situation. Let men curtail their ambition to branch out in a field 
which by God’s appointment has already been worked. Let there not be on the part of churches, families, or 
individuals any withholding of the means needed to furnish God’s servants with facilities for doing the work in 
regions beyond. Let not those in the fields where the work is established think of the great things they can do, 
and continue to expand self to large proportions, while other portions of the Lord’s vineyard are destitute of 
the advantages by which the work might be properly done. This is a religion of selfishness, and is offensive to 
God. It is a selfish ambition which leads men to call for more facilities in a field already possessing ample 
facilities, while missionary fields are in need of the advantages which these worked fields have in 
abundance.GCB July 1, 1900, page 163.2 


The Lord’s work in new territories is to be carried forward to a successful accomplishment. In this work God’s 
plan is to be followed, not the inclinations of those who would gather into the section over which they have 
supervision, every possible advantage, “to give,” as they say, “character to the work,” while the utter 
destitution of other parts of the Lord’s vineyard is forgotten. Every work will be tested by God. Every thread of 
selfishness drawn in will be drawn out.GCB July 7, 1900, page 163.3 


After nine years of struggling, we begin to see some signs of success in this country. But the advancement 
has been made under the most trying circumstances. In order to advance the work we have been obliged to 
borrow thousands of dollars. | tell you in the name of the Lord that this need not have been.

The selfish desire which some have shown, to use all the means to enrich one portion of the Lord’s 
vineyard, reveals unfaithful stewardship; and | am charged to make this appeal to God’s people.GCB July 7,

The great Head of the church has given talents to the company of believers. He has given his Word to mold 
the character, and his Spirit to bring all things to their remembrance. He desires his people to bring into their 
work the true principles of missionary effort. Many of the Lord’s servants are numbered with those of whom 
John wrote, “Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may 
rest from their labors; and their works do follow them.” Those who are left to plant the standard in new places 
are to have a keen, sanctified interest in every plan which is related, directly or indirectly, to the great work of 
warning the world. Those who have stood in positions of trust, faithful men who have been led and guided by 
God, are to thank him for his molding, fashioning power. They are to carry his work onward and upward to 
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perfect accomplishment. They are to move with careful, prayerful consideration, lest they mar the influence of 
the work by changing the order which the Lord has said should be followed. As they advance, step by step, 
they are to mind the same things, to advance in the same lines, that the truth may never be dishonored or 
lose its sacred, holy influence in the sight of the world.GCB July 7, 1900, page 163.5 


As those who took up the work at the beginning of the message have advanced by self-denial and self- 
sacrifice, God has given them his blessing. They have had much to learn, they have made mistakes, they 
have needed continual guidance and counsel; but they have had reason for constant gratitude, because the 
work has gone forward in spite of poverty and a lack of facilities. They strained every nerve to make the work 
a success, to establish those buildings which were necessary for the proper development of the work; and

In their selfishness men have grasped means and advantages for their own 
field, though knowing the need of help in new fields. They have not supplied that which was necessary for the 
progress of the work. They have not helped their brethren fight the battle which once had to be fought in the

The work all over the world is to receive consideration. New fields are to be entered. Let those at the heart of 
the work remember that much means and much hard labor is required to accomplish the work in new fields. 
Let them be faithful stewards of the Lord’s goods. Let them not feel that they are rich and increased with 
goods and have need of nothing, but let them practice true, Bible religion, which enjoins self-sacrifice at every 
step. They are to closely examine the needs of the work, reviewing the needs of all the fields; for they are 
God's agents set for the extension of the truth, in all parts of the world. They are not excusable if they remain 
in blindness and ignorance regarding the needs of the work. They are to know the advantages and defects of 
each field, and then with a true spirit of unselfish interest they are to work for the accomplishment of the work 
as a whole.GCB July 1, 1900, page 164.5 


In this work all the churches which have been established are to act a part, according to their several ability. If 
difficulties come up in missionary fields, let investigation be made without delay, lest the path of duty be hid or 
made obscure. As these questions come up before those who are wise in God’s wisdom, examination will be 
united with the exercise of prudence. By using the knowledge God has given them, men will gain a clear, 
sharp experience. By exercising their God-given ability in helping to plant the standard of truth in new territory, 
they will receive great blessing. After they have unselfishly tried to gain a right understanding of the situation, 
they are to approach the mercy-seat asking for clear intuition and an unselfish purpose, that they may see the 
necessities of far-off fields. As they ask the Lord to help them to advance the work in regions beyond, they will 
receive grace from on high. Never will they seek the Lord in vain.GCB July 1, 1900, page 164.6 


But when men close the eyes of their understanding, lest they shall see and the sympathies of their hearts be 
awakened, lest they shall feel and be obliged to act, they become hardened and selfish, unfitted to serve God 
in any capacity.GCB July 1, 1900, page 165.1 


America was long the field of missionary conflict. God has prospered the work in that country. If those there 
had cherished the spirit of self-sacrificing missionary effort, fewer unnecessary buildings would have been 
erected, and the kingdom of Christ would have been extended to many regions. There would have been 
shown a missionary zeal which has not yet been developed by those whose duty it is to carry the needs of the 
work on their souls. Much more would have been done to plant the standard in other places besides 
America.GCB July 1, 1900, page 165.2 


But selfishness, so abhorrent to God, came in. The work was neglected, when there was plenty of means to 
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send missionaries abroad to preach the gospel, raise up churches, and erect meeting-houses. If men had 
worked actively on the Lord’s plan, laboring earnestly and unselfishly to impart what God had given them, 
churches would have been established in many places. The standard would have been planted in new fields.

The great Head of the church permitted a parable to be enacted in your midst at the last General Conference. 
You were led to expect, from one claiming to be converted, a large donation, pledged to different branches of 
the work. Apparently the one who was to have made this donation was as sincere as any man in the 
Conference, but he disappeared, and all came to nothing.GCB July 1, 1900, page 165.4 


Just in this way has God been disappointed in his people, whom he has enriched abundantly with all good 
things, but who have failed to fulfill his expectations.GCB July 1, 1900, page 165.5 


A straightforward plan is to be followed in dealing with believers in home and foreign fields. An unselfish 
equality is to be maintained among the working forces. Money is to be provided to support missionaries. An 
agent should be appointed to investigate the situation in foreign countries and to report. Those in the places 
where the work has been established should bind about their supposed wants, that the work in foreign fields 
may go forward. In the institutions which have been established there will be a desire to grasp more and still 
more advantages. But the Lord declares that this should not be. The means in his treasury is to be used in 
building up the work in the places where there are no conveniences. The workers in foreign fields should not 
be left to beg. The condition of every new mission field should be examined, that there may be equality in the 
distribution of means.GCB July 1, 1900, page 165.6

| hoped to see seated on my throne, but who ran away with that horde of slaves, was ever telling of Israel’s 
God. In the council chambers, in the army reviews, wherever he was, he seemed to believe Israel’s God to be

Nebuchadnezzar, thou proud monarch of Babylon, knowest thou the God of heaven?—“O,” says he, “that is 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. Ah, well do | remember when, in my pride and anger, | cast 
these worthy men into the fiery furnace, their God came down and wrapped about them his mantle of glory, 
and the flames were to them but zephyr breezes.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 166.2 


Darius, thou whose laws changeth not, knowest thou the Lord, the living God?—“O,” cries the king, “he is 
Daniel’s God. As long as memory lives, that godlike man shall be remembered. The longest night of my life 
was when | cast that white-haired patriarch into a den of lions. All that night | walked in my palace, wondering 
if there was a God who could deliver him from the lions’ hunger. Morning came. With throbbing heart, | rushed 
to the door of the cave, and called, ‘O Daniel, servant of the living God, is thy God, whom thou servest 
continually, able to deliver thee from the lions?’ And he answered me, ‘My God hath sent his angel, and hath 
shut the lions’ mouths, that they have not hurt me.”"GCB July 7, 1900, page 166.3 


Who is not acquainted with that grand galaxy of names that Paul enumerates as men of faith, while he adds, 
“Wherefore, seeing we also are compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses,” etc.?GCB July 1, 1900,

Says God, “Ye are my witnesses.” Christ gave utterance to the same truth when he said, “Ye are the light of 
the world.... Let your light so shine before men, that they may see your good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven.” Not alone are the great immortal names of Holy Writ witnesses, but we ourselves as well. 
“Ye are my witnesses,” saith the Lord. Thus God has made each of his followers his witness to the world that 
he is God, and that he is abundantly able to fulfill all that he has promised in his written Word.GCB July 7, 
1900, page 166.5 


A witness, to give evidence in an earthly court, must know whereof he speaks. No court will permit a man to 
stand before a judicial tribunal, and give as evidence that which he does not know. He can not testify what he 
has heard, but only what he knows to be truth.GCB July 7, 1900, page 166.6 


Now, if God should take his Word, the promises he has made to men, and bring us individually before his 
enemies as a testimony that what he says is true, how many of us could be witnesses of his truth? In being a 
witness, it is not sufficient for one to be able to talk about, or to quote the promises; for the promise may be 
properly quoted, and one may assent to it, and declare that he believes it with all his heart, and still he may 
not be a witness of its truthfulness. To be a witness of what God says, one must know from experience that 
what is said is an applied truth in his individual life. Any truth or promise not applied in the life is a truth to 
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which he can not witness.GCB July 1, 1900, page 166.7 


When, therefore, God says to his people, “Reckon ye also yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto God through Jesus Christ our Lord,” to be a witness of this fact, the servant of God must have the 
experience in his life, the crucifixion of self, and know in himself that he has passed from the dominion of sin 
into the freedom of the Holy Spirit. It is not enough for us to say, “This is what God says,” to constitute a 
witness. We must say, “This is the promise of God, and | have experienced it in my life. | call my friends and 
associates who once knew my vain life and my wicked career, to testify that | am a changed being. The things 
that | once loved, | now hate, and those things which | once hated and could not endure, | now bear evidence 
that | love.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 166.8 


It is not enough for one to say he loves the house of worship, because the witness that we bear is not simply 
by word of mouth, but the demonstration of God’s Word in the acts of our lives. Then, he who loves God and 
his worship, will frequent the house of God, and, like the psalmist of old, he will cry out from the fullness of his 
heart, “My soul longeth, yea, even fainteth for the courts of the Lord: my heart and my flesh crieth out for the 
living God.” “When shall | come and appear before God?” Now, for one to be a witness that he loves the 
worship of God, will not be shown alone by lip service, but it will also be made manifest by his frequent visits 
to the church of God where he is worshiped in the assembly of his people.GCB July 1, 1900, page 166.9 


Said the Saviour, “Come unto me, all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and | will give you rest.” Have you 
found that rest? If so, then you are a witness for Christ that there is rest forthe weary. You can call to every 
wayworn, sinsick traveler, “Come, | have found rest. It is at the feet of Jesus.” O, had we all found this rest, 
how different would our experience be! Are you weary of the way, brother? Does some sister say the road is 
rough and thorny? Has sin enticed thee, and set thy heart throbbing with carnal desires? Flee to the Saviour 
and there abide. Under the shadow of his wing shelter thy sintempted soul. How many here to-day can say, “I 
am a witness of the rest we find in Jesus’? GCB July 7, 1900, page 166.10 


Here, too, is a precious promise: “Peace | leave with you, my peace | give unto you.” Can you witness to this 
peace, brother? “Not as the world giveth, give | unto you.” The world can only give us peace when all things 
seem pleasing and favorable to ourselves. But the peace that God gives is resignation under trial, patience 
when assailed by our enemies, and a calm, unspeakable joy when under the deepest affliction, and amid life’s 
bitterest sorrows. Who, this day, can testify that they know the joy of this promise?GCB July 1, 1900, page

And, the child of joy and peace must also abound in hope; for hope is the anchor of the soul, that “reaches 
within the veil,” and holds us firm amid the dire conflicts that lie before us.

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SOME ESSENTIALS IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF A CHRISTIAN CHARACTER

Reading for Wednesday, December 26. 


The world is not in need of so-called great men; it is in need of good men. In the eyes of God, to be truly great 
upon earth is to be truly good. “Whosoever therefore shall break one of these least commandments, and shall 
teach men so, he shall be called the least in the kingdom of heaven: but whosoever shall do and teach them, 
the same shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven.” Matthew 5:19.GCB July 1, 1900, page 169.5 


From this text we learn that obedience is the only test of greatness. It is not the one who has done many 
wonderful works, and has perhaps been applauded of men, that is approved of God; but the one who has 
done many good works. In studying the lives of men who have lived in the past who have been really great 
men, measured by the divine standard, we find that in nearly every case they have had good mothers. Moses, 
one of the meekest of men, the great leader of Israel’s host, was under his mother’s care for twelve years. 
During this time he received an education by his mother’s side which fitted him for the great work he was 
afterward called upon to do. When called from his mother to be the son of Pharaoh’s daughter, he was not 
dazzled by court life. After growing to manhood, he had the choice between the throne of Pharaoh and the 
casting of his lot with the persecuted and despised people of God. He “refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter; choosing rather to suffer affliction with the people of God, than to enjoy the pleasures of 
sin for a season; esteeming the reproach of Christ greater riches than the treasures in Egypt.” Hebrews 11:24- 
26.GCB July 1, 1900, page 169.6 


It is principally during the first twelve years of life that character building takes place. The bud during this time 
is in the process of formation. From this age to manhood we merely have an unfolding of this bud. The future 
of the child can usually be determined by the drill it receives during this period. The hand that rocks the cradle 
molds society and rules the world.GCB July 7, 1900, page 169.7 


Daniel, a captive at Babylon, while receiving his education of the Chaldeans, was commanded to eat at the 
king’s table; but he purposed in his heart that he would not defile himself with the king’s food, nor with his 
wine. Here again we have the unfolding of a great character. While nothing is said about Daniel’s mother, we 
know that such a character could only be formed by the side of a godly, consistent mother. GCB July 7, 1900, 
page 169.8 


Paul, in writing his second epistle to Timothy, said: “When | call to remembrance the unfeigned faith that is in 
thee, which dwelt first in thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother Eunice.” Here again we have an illustration of 
the truth, “As is the mother, so is the child.”GCB July 7, 1900, page 170.1 


In the record given of the parents of John the Baptist it is stated that they were both righteous before God, 
walking in all the commandments and ordinances of the Lord blameless. Like the potter, the parents have 
placed in their hands the clay, and it is left with them to mold and fashion it into either a vessel of honor or a 
vessel of dishonor. If a child is trained in the way it should go, when it is old it will not depart from it.GCB July 
1, 1900, page 170.2 


At birth the little babe’s mind is a mere blank; the first face it beholds is that of mother. It looks up, mother 
smiles; an impression is made upon the mind. Again it looks up, now there is a frown, or an anxious look upon 
the face of the mother; another impression is made. A little later mother becomes angry, impatient, or scolds; 
a few new impressions are made. The impressions thus made form the character of the future man. The eyes 
of the child may be compared to a perfect camera, the brain to the plate, or film, upon which the pictures are 
formed. The child is continually taking “snap shots.” Everything it beholds in life forms a picture upon the 
brain. The ear may likewise be compared to a phonograph, the brain to the wax cylinder, which receives the 
impressions. Little hymns that are sung at baby’s side are faithfully marked, some day to be reproduced. The 
hasty, unkind words spoken while alone with the little one will sometime be proclaimed openly; there is 
nothing said that will not come to the surface.GCB July 1, 1900, page 170.3 


It is well known that the impressions made in childhood are most lasting. The man eighty years old forgets the 
things that transpired a few years ago, but he has no difficulty in recalling things which transpired in childhood. 
How often, when sitting in quiet meditation, our minds turn back to childhood days. Panorama like, one picture 
after another flashes before us in quick succession, some of which we cherish. Among them may be one or 
more dark pictures that we wish could be effaced; but they are there to stay. It is through the special senses, 
especially the eyes and ears, that character is formed—by beholding we become changed. How important to 
be careful in the selection of reading matter for our children! Even the pictures hung upon our walls should 
each contain a moral, teaching compassion, love, usefulness, kindness, etc.GCB July 1, 1900, page 170.4 


Some may ask, Why is it that children who have apparently had the most careful training, and the most

favorable surroundings, sometimes, in spite of these, go astray? At a lecture given by a certain temperance 
worker, a lady stepped up to the speaker with the inquiry, “Do you honestly believe that God hears and 
answers prayer?” The reply was, “I certainly do.” Then the inquiry was made, “Why is it that my only son, for 
whom | have prayed almost constantly from the day he was born, lies in a drunkard’s grave?” The answer 
came: “I do not know why. | will, however, try to find an answer to your question. This | know, the fault is not 
with God.” This question has been asked repeatedly by anxious parents: “Is that statement true, ‘Train up a 
child in the way he should go: and when he is old, he will not depart from it?” If it is, it is evident that 
something aside from moral teaching and environment is necessary in the training of children. | wish to notice 
a few of the essentials which are almost wholly overlooked by parents.GCB July 1, 1900, page 170.5 


When the time arrived for the Lord to raise up a deliverer for Israel, an angel appeared to the wife of Manoah 
with the information that she should have a son; and in view of his important mission as the deliver of Israel, 
definite instruction was given to the mother with reference to her habits of eating and drinking, previous to his 
birth. Said the angel, “Now therefore beware, | pray thee, and drink not wine nor strong drink, and eat not any 
unclean thing.” The second time the heavenly messenger appeared, and in answer to the anxious inquiry by 
Manoah, “How shall we order the child?’”—how shall we educate him and train him?—replied, “Of all that | 
said unto the woman let her beware. She may not eat of anything that cometh of the vine, neither let her drink 
wine or strong drink, nor eat any unclean thing: all that | commanded her let her observe.” It is evident from 
this that what the mother eats and drinks, previous to the birth of her children, has much to do in determining 
their future usefulness in life, and character, but this is entirely overlooked by parents of to-day. GCB July 1, 
1900, page 170.6 


The same carefulness in diet enjoined upon the mother for the benefit of her children, previous to their birth, 
should be exercised toward them afterward. Just previous to the birth of Christ, the world was in a most 
deplorable condition. Gluttony and intemperance existed everywhere. To save society, radical reforms in 
eating and drinking were necessary, to prepare the way for the teachings of Christ. The minds of men were so 
befogged by their manner of eating and drinking, that they could not discern between sacred and common, 
and truth could not appeal to them and transform their characters.GCB July 1, 1900, page 171.1 


When the world was in need of a voice to herald the coming of Christ,—of a man who could lay the ax at the 
root of all evil,—intemperance,—and call upon men to repent and be converted,—the Lord raised up John the 
Baptist. Definite instruction was given his parents with reference to his early habits, to prepare him for his 
work. Said the angel, “He shall be great in the sight of the Lord, and shall drink neither wine nor strong drink; 
and he shall be filled with the Holy Ghost.” In accordance with the directions given, the parents carefully 
brought him up in the most simple manner, his food consisting entirely of the natural, non-stimulating or non- 
irritating products of the earth. He continued to live in this simple way until his public appearing as a prophet 
and teacher. John the Baptist could never have filled his mission in life, no matter how favorable his early 
surroundings, even if brought up by righteous parents, had he been allowed to eat and drink as the children 
about him.GCB July 1, 1900, page 171.2 


What was true of John the Baptist is true of every child. It is impossible for any child to fulfill its mission in life, 
or to reach the divine standard of morality, without special attention is given by the parents to its food and 
drink. The poor, praying mother, whose son filled a drunkard’s grave, probably ignorantly allowed him, when 
young, to eat anything and everything he desired, and unconsciously laid the foundation for a useless 
life.GCB July 1, 1900, page 171.3 


That eating and drinking had much to do with the development of character, even the Persians, who were 
ignorant of the true God, recognized, as is stated by the historian Rollin: “By them the education of children 
was looked upon as the most important duty, and the most essential part of government. It was not left to the 
care of fathers and mothers, whose blind affection and fondness often rendered them incapable of that office, 
but the state took it upon itself. Boys were all brought up in common, after one uniform manner. Everything 
was regulated, the place and length of their exercise, the time of eating, the quantity of their food and drink. 
The only food allowed either children or young men was bread, cresses [such as fruits and vegetables], and 
water. The design of the Persians, in all these wise regulations, was to prevent evil. Being convinced that it is 
much better to prevent crimes than to punish them, the Persians endeavored so to order it as to have no 
criminals among them.” Cyrus, one of the noblest characters of history, was brought up in this simple way, 
and in after years, when surrounded by the luxury of the Medes, he still adhered to the simple habits formed in 
early life. As a result of his simple habits his mind was clear, and he was able to discern the still small voice of 
right, and he was chosen of God to perform his pleasure, and rebuild Jerusalem.GCB July 1, 1900, page 
171.4 


Daniel and his three companions were evidently reared in the same simple way by their parents. After they 
were grown to manhood, while captives at the court of Babylon, they refused to eat food that the king 
prescribed for them. Knowing the effect that such a diet would have upon their health and morals, and how 
seriously it would interfere with their future usefulness as messengers of truth, as representatives of the 
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kingdom of God in Babylon, they purposed in their hearts they would not defile themselves with the portion of 
the king’s meat, nor with the wine which he drank. They requested that they might continue the use of the 
simple foods to which they were accustomed. As a result, these young men were clear-headed, and 
prospered above the others.GCB July 7, 1900, page 171.5 


The time came when a great moral test was brought upon the inhabitants of Babylon. The king made an 
image of gold, and commanded that at a certain time everyone should fall down and worship it, or be cast into 
a burning fiery furnace. Among all that vast multitude (including many other Hebrews who were taken to 
Babylon as captives with Daniel), only the menwho refused to eat of the king’s food, and adhered to the 
simple diet, remained steadfast. All who ate of the king’s food fell down to worship him, while those who ate 
the food provided by God worshiped God. They fearlessly but reverently declared, “Be it known unto thee, O 
king, that we will not serve thy gods, nor worship the golden image which thou hast set up.”GCB July 7, 1900, 
page 171.6 


This lesson is placed on record for the special benefit of those living in the close of this earth’s history who will 
pass through a similar experience. In it everyone can read his future,—whether, when the command is given 
to worship the beast and his image, he will bow and worship, or, like the three loyal captives, remain standing. 
“Then [if not now] shall ye ... discern between the righteous and the wicked, between him that serveth God 
and him that serveth him not.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 172.1 


The men spoken of by the apostle, “whose god is their belly,’ will not be of that number. Only those who now 
purpose in their hearts that they will not defile themselves with the ordinary food of the world, but will step out 
and be separate, can possibly develop the moral character that will enable them to stand this test. They will 
be numbered with the wise virgins who had the oil of character in their vessels, and were ready for the 
bridegroom, to partake of the marriage supper. Having done ail to stand, they are able to stand. God has 
given us light upon the principles of health because it is needed as an aid in the formation of character and as 
an essential feature in preparing us for the reception of truths through which we are to be sanctified and 
prepared for his coming. It is sad indeed to despise God’s goodness in revealing to us these precious truths 
for which the world is perishing.GCB July 1, 1900, page 172.2 


To many it will be revealed when too late to obtain the oil of character, that, like Esau, they have sold their 
birthright for a morsel of meat, for the mere gratification of the palate; that they have bartered their heirship to 
a better world for the selfish gratification in this. In order to make character-building possible, there must be a 
right physical foundation laid by correct habits of living.GCB July 1, 1900, page 172.3 


One thing we can rest assured of; that is, “No man is crowned unless he strive lawfully.” The law of the Lord is 
perfect, it needs no changing; its object is to change us, to bring us in harmony with God that we may receive 
all the blessings he offers freely. In spite of all the instruction given, many will seek to climb up some other 
way, continuing to eat and drink with the world. “As it was in the days of Noe, so shall it be also in the days of 
the Son of man.

Many have made themselves believe that they need pay no attention to the matter of eating and drinking.

This admonition is found in the epistle to the Ephesians, fifth chapter and first verse, and by reading the 
connection we find that it is given in regard to our relation to one another. The last verse of the fourth chapter 
reads as follows: “Be ye kind one to another, tender-hearted, forgiving one another, even as God for Christ's 
sake hath forgiven you.” The second verse in the fifth chapter says: “And walk in love, as Christ also hath 
loved us, and hath given himself for us an offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweet-smelling savor.” Then in 
all our association with one another we should be guided by the example God has given us, because the text 
says that we should be his followers.GCB July 7, 1900, page 173.2 


When sin entered the world, separation between God and man was made; the fault was wholly on man’s side. 
The Lord had formed man in his own image, and provided him with a beautiful home, and made everything 
pleasant and good for him; and when man, notwithstanding all this, sinned against him, God might have said: 
“| have nothing to do in this matter; if a reconciliation be made between us, he must come to me, confess his 
sins, and ask to be restored into my favor.” But sin had already blinded and weakened him, so that he could 
not do that. If God had not interceded, we should all have been lost. Adam did what he could, and that was to 
hide himself. Genesis 3:70. He covered his transgression by hiding his iniquity in his bosom. Job 31:33. He 
accused God and the woman he had given him, and thus revealed his inability, not only to save himself, but 
also to confess his sin.GCB July 1, 1900, page 173.3 


Therefore, although it was we who had separated ourselves from God, and he had no part in the matter at all, 
yet the thought of reconciliation did not originate in our hearts, but in his great heart of love. Before Adam was 
compelled to hear the result of his transgression pronounced, he was permitted to hear words that contained 
hope and consolation for him: “It [the seed of the woman] shall bruise thy [the serpent’s] head.” Genesis 3:15. 
These precious words contained the blessed gospel. In sinning, Adam and Eve doubted the wisdom and love 
of God, but instead of casting us off to destruction, he now, in the remedy he provided, revealed greater love 
and wisdom,—such love and wisdom that it seems impossible for anyone to doubt; and yet, like our first 
parents, we have all doubted him, sinned against him, and grieved his great, tender, fatherly heart.GCB July 
1, 1900, page 173.4 


“Beloved, if God so loved us, we ought also to love one another.” 7 John 4:11. We can easily understand that 
when God is loved, he is pleased to see the same principle manifested in us, who are the objects of his love, 
and we should not only be willing to love one another, but we should be grateful to him because he has made 
it possible for us to be his followers; as the very command given us to do so contains as assurance of ability 
to follow him. His word to us has in itself power to accomplish what it says, when we receive it by faith. “For 
this cause also thank we God without ceasing, because, when ye received the word of God which ye heard of 
us, ye received it not as the word of men, but, as it is in truth, the word of God, which effectually worketh also 
in you that believe.” 7 Thessalonians 2:13.GCB July 1, 1900, page 173.5 


When Peter came to Jesus, and said, “Lord, how oft shall my brother sin against me, and | forgive him? till 
seven time? Jesus saith unto him, | say not unto thee, Until seven times: but, Until seventy times seven” 
(Matthew 18:21, 22); and then our Saviour continued: “Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto a 
certain king, which would take account of his servants. And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought 
unto him, which owed him ten thousand talents. But forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord commanded him 
to be sold, and his wife, and children, and all that he had, and payment to be made. The servant therefore fell 
down, and worshiped him, saying, Lord, have patience with me, and | will pay thee all. Then the lord of that 
servant was moved with compassion, and loosed him, and forgave him the debt. But the same servant went 
out, and found one of his fellow servants, which owed him an hundred pence: and he laid hands on him, and 
took him by the throat, saying, Pay me that thou owest. And his fellow servant fell down at his feet, and 
besought him, saying, Have patience with me, and | will pay thee all. And he would not: but went and cast him 
into prison, till he should pay the debt. So when his fellow servants saw what was done, they were very sorry, 
and came and told unto their lord all that was done. Then his lord, after that he had called him, said unto him, 
O thou wicked servant, | forgave thee all that debt, because thou desiredst me: shouldest not thou also have 
had compassion on thy fellow servant, even as | had pity on thee? And his lord was wroth, and delivered him 
to the tormentors, till he should pay all that was due unto him. So likewise shall my Heavenly Father do also 
unto you, if ye from your hearts forgive not every one his brother their trespasses.” Matthew 18:23-35.GCB 
July 1, 1900, page 173.6 


This parable of our Saviour reveals, first, our great debt to God and our inability to pay it; second, his tender 
love and mercy in forgiving it all; third, although the Lord has been so good to us, we are apt to be cold, hard- 
hearted, and unforgiving toward one another, even when the wrong done to us is almost nothing to be 
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compared with the great debt the Lord has forgiven us; fourth, if we continue showing that spirit, we will 
thereby separate ourselves from God, and be among the lost, who will suffer the second death. May the Lord 
forbid that this should be the case with any of us; but may we be “followers of God, as dear children.”"GCB 
July 1, 1900, page 174.1 


Christ in leaving heaven for our sake to suffer and die for our sins, revealed the principle of love perfectly. This 
pleased God. The prophet Isaiah, speaking of him, says: “Behold my servant, whom | uphold; mine elect, in 
whom my soul delighteth; | have put my Spirit upon him: he shall bring forth judgement to the Gentiles.” /saiah 
42:1. And as he was about to enter upon his public ministry, the words came from heaven: “Thou art my 
beloved son; in thee | am well pleased.” Luke 3:22. Again we read: “Thou hast loved righteousness, and hated 
iniquity; therefore God, even thy God, hath anointed thee with the oil of gladness above thy fellows.” Hebrews 
1:9. When this same principle is revealed in God’s children, and carried out by them, the Lord will also delight 
in them and rejoice over them. “The Lord thy God in the midst of thee is mighty; he will save, he will rejoice 
over thee with joy; he will rest in his love, he will joy over thee with singing.” Zephaniah 3:17.GCB July 1, 
1900, page 174.2 


Not only should God’s dealings with us as sinners ever be in our thoughts, and be our guide and example in 
all our association with one another, but we should also remember that he has entrusted us with the gospel. 
He has condescended to use all who by living faith become acquainted with him, to bring the good tidings of 
his love, which is salvation, to their fellow men. The same Spirit which, when we believe, sheds abroad the 
love of God in our hearts (Romans 5:5), reveals to us our duty and privileges in this respect. “God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their trespasses unto them; and hath committed unto 
us the word of reconciliation. Now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as though God did beseech you by us: 
we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God.” 2 Corinthians 5:19, 20. Many seem to think that it is 
the ministers only who are spoken of in this text; but while the Lord in a special manner has called them to 
labor in word and doctrine, yet, when we read the connection, we see plainly that it is said concerning all who 
have become new creatures in Christ. Verse 77. This was revealed so plainly to the apostle Paul that he said: 
“For though | preach the gospel, | have nothing to glory of: for necessity is laid upon me; yea, woe is unto me, 
if | preach not the gospel.” 7 Corinthians 9:16. Christ was revealed to him, not because he alone should enjoy 
his love and peace, but that he might preach him to the heathen. Galatians 1:16. He said: “I am debtor both to 
the Greeks, and to the barbarians; both to the wise, and to the unwise.” Romans 1:14.GCB July 1, 1900, page 
174.3 


The Spirit of God which made this so plain to this servant of God, will also make it plain to us, if we seek him 
with all our hearts as he did, and walk in the light as he did. He did not confer with flesh and blood, “but,” says 
he, “what things were gain to me, those | counted loss for Christ. Yea doubtless, and | count all things but loss 
for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord: for whom | have suffered the loss of all things 
and do count them but dung, that | may win Christ, and be found in him, not having mine own righteousness, 
which is of the law, but that which is through the faith of Christ, the righteousness which is of God by faith: that 
| may know him, and the power of his resurrection, and the fellowship of his sufferings, being made 
conformable unto his death.” Philippians 3:7-10.GCB July 1, 1900, page 174.4 


“If thou forbear to deliver them that are drawn unto death, and those that are ready to be slain; if thou sayest, 
Behold, we know it not; doth not he that pondereth the heart consider it? and he that keepeth thy soul, doth 
not he know it? and shall not he render to every man according to his works?” Proverbs 24:11, 12. Oh, how 
many of all nations are “drawn unto death” and “ready to be slain,” and if we “forbear to deliver them,” and 
excuse ourselves, saying, “Behold, we know it not,” will not the Lord, who knows every thought of our hearts, 
render to us according to our works? If we walk in the light, the burden for the salvation of souls will be upon 
us. “Bear in mind that just the degree of love you have for God you will reveal for your brethren and for souls 
who are lost and undone, out of Christ."—The Review and Herald, January 9, 190Q2GCB July 1, 1900, page 
175.1 


“How many of those whose hearts should be tender and compassionate refuse to admit Christ into their 
hearts, and therefore fail to speak kindly and tenderly to those who are in trouble? Their brother may be very 
much in need of encouragement, but they have none to give. They have lost the dear Saviour if they ever had 
him They are strangers to his tenderness and love. A stern, cold, forbidding, steel-like spirit controls them; and 
works of mercy and love are barred out. All such should remember that they do not belong to Christ’s family. 
He does not knowledge them as his brethren. Selfishness, self-love, is the controlling element in their lives. 
The image of God is not stamped on the soul.’—The Review and Herald, March 27, 190QGCB July 1, 1900, 
page 175.2 


“Curse ye Meroz, said the angel of the Lord, curse ye bitterly the inhabitants thereof; because they came not 
to the help of the Lord, to the help of the Lord against the mighty. Blessed above women shall Jael the wife of 
Heber the Kenite be; blessed shall she be above women in the tent.” Judges 5:23, 24.GCB July 1, 1900, page 
176.3 
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In the first of these verses the angel of the Lord pronounces twice a curse upon Meroz, and in the second he 
pronounces twice a blessing upon Jael, the wife of Heber. What was the reason for this? The Lord had a 
work,—a battle,—and the inhabitants of Meroz did not take part in it. Perhaps they would have liked to see the 
Israelites conquer, but they simply did nothing, and the words of the angel are that they came not to “the help 
of the Lord against the mighty,” and they were cursed. Jael did what she could. Her faith in God and love for 
his cause was such that although she was a woman, she could not be an idle observer. She watched for a 
chance to do something, and when the opportunity presented itself, she was ready to improve it, and she was 
blessed.GCB July 1, 1900, page 175.4 


Now it can be said as never before, that “the end of all things is at hand,” and yet there is a great work to be 
done. The four angels standing on the four corners of the earth, are still holding the four winds, and the angel 
ascending from the east is still crying with a loud voice, “Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, till 
we have sealed the servants of our God in their foreheads.” Revelation 7:1-3. The last struggle between truth 
and error, light and darkness, righteousness and unrighteousness, is right before us. We are in danger both 
from within and from without.

And everyone that heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth them not, shall 
be likened unto a foolish man, which built his house upon the sand: and the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat upon that house; and it fell: and great was the fall of it. And it came to 
pass, when Jesus had ended these sayings, the people were astonished at his doctrine: for he taught them as 
one having authority, and not as the scribes.”

He who delivered the first sermon on the mount, contained in the ten precepts, delivered also the second, of 
which the foregoing are the closing words. In this second sermon on the mount, Christ interpreted the first; he 
drew out the principles of the law of God contained therein, and taught us how to apply them in our 
intercourse with those about us.GCB July 1, 1900, page 176.2 


“Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord,” he declares, “shall enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven.” In another place he says, “Blessed is he that readeth, and 
they that hear the words of this prophecy, and keep those things which are written therein.” It is not enough, 
then, merely to hear the word, or to make a profession of religion. We may hear, we may have the theory of 
the truth, and yet be among the number to whom in the end will be spoken the words: “I never knew you: 

If we are among the wise, we shall, after having heard the word, do the things that God 
commands. “Blessed are they that do his commandments, that they may have right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the city.”

Hearing amounts to nothing unless there accompanies it a doing, a performance of 
the things required. This is the thought that the Saviour impressed upon the minds of his disciples, and he

In this sermon by Christ two classes are spoken of, and both are composed of those who profess to believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ. One class built on the sand. Notice, they did not refuse to build; they erected a 
building, but it was founded upon the sliding sand of a nominal profession.

The ungodly here spoken 
of are those who make a profession of the Lord Jesus Christ, and who, because of their profession, expect an 
entrance into the kingdom. But a day is coming that will test the faith of every person who professes to believe

Notice again the words of the Saviour: “Many will say to me in that day.” The time here spoken of can certainly 
refer to no other than the day when, accompanied by all his holy angels, the Lord shall come in the clouds of 
heaven, and before the assembled nations of earth shall announce the condition of every soul in our world. To 
the righteous he will extend the gracious invitation, “Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from the foundation of the world;” and to the wicked the awful doom will be pronounced,

“Many will say to me in that day.” Let this fact be impressed upon all our minds. In that day not a few, but 
many who profess the name of Jesus Christ, and who think they are accepted of him,—many whose names 
were once registered in the Lamb’s book of life, and who, because of some past experience, expect to be 
saved,-will hear the terrible words, “I never knew you.”

There is danger that right sentiments will not be 
understood, and that Christ's words, ‘Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever | have commanded 
you,’ will lose their significance. There is danger that original devisings and superstitious imaginings will take 
the place of the Scriptures. Tell our people, Be not anxious to bring in something not revealed in the Word. 
Keep close to Christ. Remember his words: ‘Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever | have 
commanded you; and, lo, | am with you always, even unto the end of the world.’ He is with us as we teach the 
words he spoke in the Old Testament as well as in the New.

Testament is the one also who gave the instruction contained in the Old Testament. The Old and New 
Testaments are both sacred; for they both contain the words of Christ. All communication from heaven to 
earth since Adam’s fall has come through Christ. He who believes the instruction contained in the New 
Testament and in the Old, doing those things which Christ has commanded therein, has the Saviour always

Again: “The apostles and prophets and holy men of old did not perfect their characters by miracles, by some 
wonderful and unusual demonstration; but they used the ability given them by God, trusting alone in the 
righteousness of Christ. And all who will use the same means may secure the same result.”GCB July 1, 1900,

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And again: “Satan willing that every transgressor of God’s law shall c/aim to be holy. He is satisfied when men 
rest their faith on spurious doctrines and religious enthusiasm; for he can use such persons to good purpose

To carry the thought a little further, | quote these words from “The Desire of Ages:” “Jesus met Satan with the 
words of Scripture. ‘It is written,’ he said. In every temptation the weapon of his warfare was the Word of God. 
Satan demanded of Christ a miracle as a sign of his divinity. But that which is greater than all miracles, a firm 
reliance upon a ‘Thus saith the Lord,’ was a sign that could not be controverted. So long as Christ held to this 
position, the tempter could gain no advantage.”GCB July 7, 1900, page 178.4 


Satan is going to demand of us a sign that we are the people of God; and | am fearful that many, through 
presumption and desire for self-exaltation, will accept the challenge, and thus place themselves under his 
deceptive power; and then Satan will inspire them to do some act which they will attribute to the mighty power

OUR CAUSE OF REJOICING

If we have our eyes fixed upon miracles or some wonderful demonstrations as an evidence of the presence of 
God with us as a people or as individuals, we have our eyes on the wrong thing.

The Saviour said: “These signs shall follow them that believe: In my name shall they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues; they shall take up serpents; and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; 
they shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover.” But the seventy, who returned with joy, saying, “Lord, 
even the devils are subject unto us through thy name,” were reproved for their wrong conception of what 
should be the true cause for rejoicing,-not the works that they were able to perform in the Master’s name, but 
the fact that their names were written in heaven. It is the blessed privilege of each one of us to know that our 
names are written in the Lamb’s book of life, and in this we may rejoice.GCB July 7, 1900, page 178.7 


We are not to depend upon the fact that we are connected with the remnant church, and are acquainted with 
the teachings of the Bible in regard to the Sabbath of the Lord, the state of the dead, and other doctrines 
which we denominate present truth. All this is essential; but this alone will never save a single soul. While we 
can never have too thorough a knowledge of the great pillars of our faith, a mere acquaintance with the theory 
of the truth will not save us. We must know for ourselves that our names are written in the Lamb’s book of life,

There is a beautiful hymn which we sometimes sing, entitled “He Knows.” Do you not want to know what God 
knows about you? | want to know what God knows about me, because now is the time to know that; for if you 
and | are not right, we now have the opportunity to get right before probation’s hour closes.

THE STANDARD OF CHARACTER

What does Christ say, in the words chosen for my text?—“Not everyone that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven.” In the seventh 
chapter of Matthew we find the sum and substance of all the teachings of the Bible, of both the law and the 
prophets, summed up in one short, terse sentence, showing the duty of the Christian to his fellow Christian, 
and to all around. That sentence we call the “golden rule.” How many of us are practicing the golden rule in 
our lives? Let us read right here what the Lord, through the Spirit of prophecy, has said about the golden rule: 
“The standard of the golden rule is the true standard of Christianity. Anything short of it is a deception.”GCB 
July 1, 1900, page 179.7 


Then if you and | are coming short of the golden rule, found in the seventh chapter of Matthew, that chapter 
which God says we must read, and read for our lives, we are deceiving ourselves, and coming short of the 
glory of God. Here is another statement: “When those who profess the name of Christ shall practice the 
principles of the golden rule, the same power will attend the gospel as in apostolic times.”GCB July 7, 1900,

Then if we want the outpouring of the Spirit to carry the message to earth’s remotest bounds with a power that 
will stir the hearts of the people and ripen the harvest of the earth, is it not time that we study as for our lives 
the principles of the golden rule, and incorporate them into our daily practice?

How many are observing 
the fast spoken of in the fifty-eighth chapter of Isaiah?—Very few. How many are selling and giving alms, as 
the Lord is calling his people to do, providing themselves bags which wax not old, a treasure in the heavens 
that faileth not?—Very few. The Lord has said there should be one hundred canvassers in the field selling our 
books, where now there is one. How many are responding to this call?—Very few. The sin of Sodom was 
pride, fullness of bread, and abundance of idleness. The angels hurried Lot out of Sodom. The same warnings 
that came to Lot, are now sounding to a world that is heedless and impenitent. To each of us the message is 
given, “Haste! Escape for thy life!” Better opportunities will never come. No earthly interest is worth a 
moment's consideration where eternal interests are involved.GCB July 7, 1900, page 180.3 


If we are mixed up in Sodom; if we are full of pride and full of bread; if we are idle, loving our ease, loving to 
stay at home, and reluctantly agreeing, or refusing altogether, to make any sacrifice for this precious 
message, is it any wonder that God says that not one in twenty is prepared to meet the Lord, should he now 
come in the clouds of heaven? This is a solemn fact; and may the Spirit of God impress every heart to-day, in 
view of the investigative judgment, which is soon to close, to ask himself the question, To which class do | 
belong?GCB July 1, 1900, page 180.4

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OUR RELATION TO THE DAY OF ATONEMENT 


L. A. HOOPESS. N. HASKELL 
Reading for Sabbath, December 29. 


In the Jewish economy, the day of atonement was the great day of the year. Every offering made by the 
people, every ceremony performed by the priests, had reference to the day of atonement, which took place on 
the tenth day of the seventh month. This is true of the gospel; for the requirements of Christ and the teachings 
of the apostles all had a direct reference to the anti-typical day of atonement, the time of investigative 
judgment.GCB July 1, 1900, page 181.2 


THE JUDGMENT PREACHED BY THE APOSTLES 


LAHe 


Paul reasoned before Felix “of righteousness, temperance, and judgment to come.” Acts 24:25. In his solemn 
charge to Timothy, he referred to the day of atonement in the words, “I charge thee ... before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who shalljudge the quick and the dead at his appearing and his kingdom.” 2 Timothy 
4:1.GCB July 1, 1900, page 181.3 


The apostle Peter speaks of those who think it strange that we run not with them to the same excess of riot, 
and says: “Who shall give account to him that is ready to judge the quick and the dead.” He then adds: “For 
this cause was the gospel preached also to them that are dead, that they might be judged according to men in 
the flesh, but live according to God in the Spirit.” 7 Peter 4:5, 6. To those who will be alive when this 
investigative judgement begins, he says: “The time is come that judgment must begin at the house of God: 
and if it first begin at us, what shall the end be of them that obey not the gospel of God?” Verse 17.GCB July 
1, 1900, page 181.4 


Again in connection with the day of Pentecost, Peter says: “Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times of refreshing shall come from the presence of the Lord; and he shall 
send Jesus Christ, which before was preached unto you: whom the heaven must receive until the times of 
restitution of all things, which God hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy prophets since the world began.” 
Acts 3:19-21. These scriptures teach that the apostles realized the importance of the antitypical day of 
atonement.GCB July 1, 1900, page 181.5 


WHY WE SHOULD STUDY THIS SUBJECT

“The subject of the sanctuary and the investigative judgment should be clearly understood by the people of 
God. All need a knowledge for themselves of the position and work of their great High Priest. Otherwise, it will 
be impossible for them to exercise the faith which is essential at this time, or to occupy the position which God 
designs them to fill.

THE JUDGMENT ANNOUNCED BY THE THREE ANGELS’ MESSAGES

The first angel’s message, of Revelation 14, announces that “the hour of his judgment is come.” The third 
angel’s message reveals the truths brought out during the investigative judgment, to prepare a people to 
stand in the final conflict. This people is described as keeping the commandments of God and the faith of 
Jesus,—the balances by which character is weighed in the judgment. Ecclesiastes 12:13, 14; Romans 2:13, 
16.GCB July 1, 1900, page 182.3 


On the tenth day of the seventh month, in 1844, all prophetic time ceased. With uplifted hand, the angel swore 
that prophetic time should be no longer. Revelation 10:5, 6. The prophetic number upon which the message 
was based, the twenty-three hundred years, was established by more than twenty eclipses, and the preaching 
of the coming of the Lord, and that “the hour of his judgment is come,” was sounded in every nation upon the 
face of the earth, finding its way to every mission station, and among the heathen. The world was warned, 
answering to the blowing of the trumpets, which announced the arrival of the great day of atonement in the 
Jewish law.GCB July 7, 1900, page 182.4 


THE TYPICAL DAY OF ATONEMENT OBSERVED AS A SABBATH, WITH FASTING AND PRAYER 


LAHe 


The two principal features of the instruction given to the people, directing them how to spend the typical day of 
atonement, are of great importance to us. It is to these points we wish especially to call attention. First, no 
secular work was to be done during the entire day. Second, there was to be an affliction of the soul, “with 
prayer, fasting, and deep searching of heart.”GCB July 1, 1900, page 182.5 


“Also on the tenth day of this seventh month there shall be a day of atonement: it shall be an holy convocation 
unto you; and ye shall afflict your souls, and offer an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And ye shall do not 
work in that same day: for it is a day of atonement, to make an atonement for you before the Lord your God. 
For whatsoever soul it be that shall not be afflicted in that same day, he shall be cut off from among his 
people. And whatsoever soul it be that doeth any work in that same day, the same soul will | destroy from 
among his people. Ye shall do no manner of work: it shall be a statute forever throughout your generations in 
all your dwellings. It shall be unto you a sabbath of rest, and ye shall afflict your souls: in the ninth day of the 
month at even, from even unto even, shall ye celebrate your sabbath.” / eviticus 23:27-32.GCB July 1, 1900, 
page 182.6 


All who did any work on that day, or did not afflict their souls in that same day, were cut off from among God’s 
people. These ceremonies were designed to impress the Israelites with the holiness of God, and his 
abhorrence of sin, and further, to show them they could not come in contact with sin without being polluted. 
“Every man was required to afflict his soul while this work of atonement was going forward. All business was 
to be laid aside, and the whole congregation of Israel were to spend the day in solemn humiliation before God, 
with prayer, fasting, and deep searching of heart."—The Great Controversy, 420.GCB July 1, 1900, page 
182.7 


HOW SHALL WE OBSERVE THE ANTITYPICAL DAY OF ATONEMENT? 


LAHe 


We have particularly noticed two points connected with the observance of the Jewish day of atonement; 
namely, the laying aside of all secular labor, and the afflicting of the soul by fasting and prayer. We are now in 
the antitypical day of atonement. We are the congregation of which the ancient typical work was a type. If it 
was so important to rest and afflict the soul in the typical day, that those were cut off who failed to comply with 
the requirements, how much more important that we, the real congregation in the real day of atonement, afflict 
our souls!GCB July 1, 1900, page 183.1 


The afflicting of the soul embraced an entire fast during the day, and a deep searching of heart, so that any 
sin which was lurking there might be discovered in time to be confessed and borne into the sanctuary by the 
high priest, and carried from the sanctuary when his work for Israel ceased on that day. Those who fasted 
during this day of atonement had complete control of their appetite. This teaches the lesson that those who 
live in the antitypical day should also have a complete control of their appetite. GCB July 1, 1900, page 183.2 
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It does not necessarily follow that there must be a total abstinence from food in order to fast. Daniel fasted for 
three full weeks, and he says, “I ate no pleasant bread, neither came flesh nor wine in my mouth.” Danie/ 
10:2, 3. Instead of totally abstaining from food, the appetite should be controlled; and if it is under proper 
restraint, no flesh will enter the mouth, neither will there be any desire to gratify a depraved appetite in any 
respect.GCB July 1, 1900, page 183.3 


THE TESTIMONY OF THE SCRIPTURES CONCERNING THE ANTITYPICAL DAY OF ATONEMENT 


LAHe 


The prophet Isaiah, in speaking of this time, said: “In that day did the Lord God of Hosts call to weeping, and 
to mourning, and to baldness, and to girding with sackcloth: and behold joy and gladness, slaying oxen, and 
killing sheep, eating flesh, and drinking wine: let us eat and drink; for tomorrow we shall die.” He then adds 
that “it was revealed in mine ears by the Lord of Hosts, Surely this iniquity shall not be purged from you till ye 
die, saith the Lord God of Hosts.” /saiah 22:12-14. This plainly teaches that the iniquity of gratifying self and 
living for pleasure, eating and drinking to indulge our appetite, when God calls upon us to afflict our souls, is a 
sin that can not be purged.GCB July 7, 1900, page 183.4 


The Saviour also refers to this time in Matthew 24:37-39: “As the days of Noe were, so shall also the coming 
of the Son of man be. For as in the days that were before the flood they were eating and drinking, marrying 
and giving in marriage, until the day that Noe entered into the ark, and knew not until the flood came, and took 
them all away; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be.” In the days of the flood, those engaged in 
eating and drinking for pleasure were taken away by the flood; but in the antitypical day of atonement, those 
who eat and drink and marry and are given in marriage, for the gratification of selfish interests, are taken away 
by the seven last plagues.GCB July 1, 1900, page 183.5 


Luke also adds: “Likewise also as it was in the days of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they bought, they sold, 
they planted, they builded; but the same day that Lot went out of Sodom it rained fire and brimstone from 
heaven, and destroyed them all. Even thus shall it be in the day when the Son of man is revealed.” Luke 
17:28-30.GCB July 1, 1900, page 183.6 


The prophet Ezekiel states: “This was the iniquity of thy sister Sodom, pride, fullness of bread, and abundance 
of idleness was in her and in her daughters, neither did she strengthen the hand of the poor and needy. And 
they were haughty, and committed abomination before me.” Ezekiel 16:49, 50.GCB July 1, 1900, page 183.7 


Strengthening the hand of the poor and needy is also spoken of as one phase of fasting. /saiah 58.GCB July 
1, 1900, page 183.8 


Again, Luke, in referring to the time of the investigative judgment, says: “And take heed to yourselves, lest at 
any time your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of this life, and so that day 
come upon you unawares. For as a snare shall it come on all them that dwell on the face of the whole earth. 
Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be accounted worthy to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man.” Luke 21:34-36. Compare with Leviticus 23:29, 30.GCB 
July 1, 1900, page 183.9 


In this time of being “accounted worthy,” theGCB July 1, 1900, page 183.10 


Saviour exhorts the people to take heed to themselves against three particular dangers: First, surfeiting, which 
is overeating; second, drunkenness, which is improper food and drink; and third, the cares of this life. The 
prohibitions enjoined upon the people of God are those things which, if indulged in, will surely bring 
destruction to the soul. The appetite should be controlled both as to the quantity and quality of the food we 
eat, and also according to the labor in which we are engaged.GCB July 7, 1900, page 184.1 


Just as in the typical day of atonement they were to restrain appetite and refrain from secular labor, so in the

THE TIME OF THE INVESTIGATIVE JUDGMENT

The period of the judgment is marked by our High Priest's entering the most holy place in the heavenly

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near to you to judgment.” The coming, here brought to view, is the coming of Christ into the most holy place, 
when the investigative judgment begins; and the year 1844 is established by the prophetic periods as being 
this time. The Judge “is like a refiner’s fire, and like fuller’s soap: and he shall sit as a refiner and purifier of 
silver.” He “will be a swift witness against the sorcerers, ... adulterers, ... false swearers, and against those 
that oppress the hireling in his wages, the widow, and the fatherless, and that turn aside the stranger from his 
right, and fear not me, saith the Lord of Hosts.” Malachi 3:1-5.GCB July 1, 1900, page 184.3 


Our work is to exalt the standard of righteousness, and by our lives lift up Christ before the people. “And I, if | 
be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto me.” John 12:32.GCB July 1, 1900, page 184.4 


THE JUDGMENT MESSAGE TO BE PROCLAIMED IN ITS PURITY

The truths of the gospel are to be preached in their purity, and our relation to the world will be much the same 
as was the Saviour’s when he came to this earth.

It is our duty to give heed to the instruction of Christ, especially in referring to the day of atonement. In the 
twenty-fifth chapter of Matthew he refers to the time when the bridegroom went in with the wise virgins to the 
marriage, and the door was shut. Verse 70. This has reference to the time when the Saviour entered the most 
holy place in the heavenly sanctuary. He also speaks of a time subsequent to this, when the other virgins 
came, “saying, Lord, Lord, open to us.”

In the twelfth chapter of Luke, his coming toreckon with his servants is referred to, and the duties enjoined 
upon the people of God which will prepare them to receive him with joy and peace.

Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father’s 
good pleasure to give you the kingdom. Sell that ye have, and give alms; provide yourselves bags which wax 
not old, a treasure in the heavens that faileth not, where no thief approacheth, neither moth corrupteth. For 
where your treasure is, there will your heart be also. Let your lions be girded about, and your lights burning; 
and ye yourselves like unto men that wait for their lord, when he will return from the wedding; that when he 
cometh and knocketh, they may open unto him immediately.” Verses 31-36.GCB July 1, 1900, page 184.9 


The Saviour went to the wedding, as referred to in the parable, in 1844. He will return from the wedding, to 
each one of us, when our individual cases come up before him in the judgment. In order for us to be prepared 
at that time, the instruction of the Saviour that we have read, must be strictly followed. Instead of increasing 
the “cares of this life,” so that we can not find time to study God’s Word, to meditate, and to pray, there must 
be a change in the order of things, if we are ready to meet our Lord when he comes to our own name. Instead 
of adding farm to farm, there will be a selling, and a giving of alms, among those who are preparing to meet 
the Bridegroom when he returns from the wedding. All who are expecting to meet their individual record when 
it is called in the investigative judgment, will be transferring their possessions to the world to come. We will be 
in a position of waiting for the Lord. We will all be expecting that our name will come up in review before God, 
and our attitude to the work of the judgment will show that we believe what we profess. Our lions will be girded 
about, and our lights will be burning, and we like men who wait for their Lord, when he will return from the 
wedding. “It shall be said in that day, Lo, this is our God; we have waited for him, and he will save us: this is 
the Lord; we have waited for him, we will be glad and rejoice in his salvation.” /saiah 25:9.GCB July 1, 1900, 
page 185.1 
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No one will ever know the day or the hour when his name will come up in the judgment; but if it comes up in 
the second watch, or in the third watch, and the individual is found carrying out this instruction, blessed is that 
servant. But our Saviour has also said: “Know this, that if the goodman of the house had known in what watch 
the thief would come, he would have watched, and would not have suffered his house to be broken up.” 
Matthew 24:43. But he did not know the exact time, and so he followed in his daily avocations the same as 
before, eating and drinking the same as aforetime, and the lord of that servant came in an hour that he was 
not looking for him, and cut him asunder, and appointed him his portion with the hypocrites and unbelievers. 
Verses 50, 51. He was not reckoned by others as a hypocrite or an unbeliever; but he had neglected to give 
due importance to the work enjoined upon him, that would have enabled him to be prepared to meet

Then this question is asked: “Can we be surprised if they are not prospered? if 
God does not bless their crops, and they are disappointed? Could our brethren remember that God can bless 
twenty acres of land, and make them as productive as one hundred, they would not continue to bury 
themselves up in lands, but would let their means flow into God’s treasury. ‘Take heed,’ said Christ, ‘lest at 
any time your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting and drunkenness, and cares of this life.’ Satan is pleased 
to have you increase your farms and invest your means in worldly enterprises, for by so doing you not only

Elder F. J. Hutchins, who has labored for several years in the Central American mission field, was recently 
appointed to take charge of the work from Cape Gracius southward, extending it along the northern coast of 
South America, so far as he finds practicable, until reaching British Guiana. He and his wife have traveled in 
the mission boat, “Herald,” locating canvassers at different stations, and following up the interest, until quite a 
number of companies have been developed. Recently they wrote that unless additional help could be 
supplied, it would be necessary to lay up the vessel, as they were unable to fill all the openings made by our 
publications. This they have done for a short time, and have been holding meetings at St. Andrews, from

HONGKONG, CHINA

Brother A. La Rue is our only missionary in the empire of China. He is located at Hongkong, where he devotes 

his time to ship missionary work. As vessels from every country come into this port, he has opportunity to 

circulate literature very widely, and in this way is preaching the message to representatives from every nation. 

Recently a British war vessel brought in several young men who were keeping the Sabbath. Of these, Brother

One white trader was today making light of 
the idea of serving a God that required him to give up all of his cherished habits. ‘Why,’ he said, ‘my god lets 
me smoke, drink beer, and dance, while your God makes you give up all these things;’ to which a young man 
replied, ‘Yes, your god lets you smoke and drink beer and dance, and he will let you burn, too, one of these 
days.’ The talk ended right there.GCB July 7, 1900, page 190.3 


“For eighteen months during the war it was very difficult to obtain supplies of any kind. One young man was 
so anxious to obtain a Zulu Bible, that he cheerfully walked seventy-two miles to another mission station, and 
back again-one hundred and forty-four miles-in order to obtain a copy. And more, he refused to let anyone 
make him a present of one, but insisted on paying for it with money he had earned.GCB July 1, 1900, page 
190.4 


“One missionary told Brother Anderson that he considered a boy doing well if he learned to read the Bible 
intelligently in nine months. But our boys are able to read it in three months; and they know what it means, 
and have the spirit to do as it says. Another missionary of experience recently told me that no one need 
expect any converts until he had been in the country ten years. Well, we are glad to know that the Lord can 
convert men in less time, and is doing it right before our eyes. These things cause us to rejoice in our work for

Brother and Sister Anderson and Brother J. A. Chaney are located at Kupavula, a station which has been 
opened during the past year, about thirty miles from the Mission Farm. The following letter from Brother 
Anderson was written from that place:—GCB July 7, 1900, page 190.7 


“Mrs. Anderson and myself are alone here. Brother Chaney has gone to the Mission Farm for a short time. We 
have a school with a regular attendance of twenty, and direct two more schools taught by our native children 
in kraals near by. With the shop, and the care of a family of twelve,-eight native children and four young men 
in training for missionaries,-the teaching, and the building that must be done, our time is fully employed.GCB 
July 1, 1900, page 190.8 


“We hope that we are to see four more families added to our force in Matabeleland next April. We have this to 
encourage them: two more were converted at this station last week. The converts are paying their tithe. Their 
sole object in life seems to be to fit themselves to labor for their own people. They deny themselves of 
breakfast one morning each week, that they may have a contribution for foreign missions. We read in the 
Bible of a poor widow who gave two mites and cast in more than they all, because she gave her living. We 
see these poor, benighted heathen, who have only food and clothing, giving twenty-five cents a week to carry 
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forward the message. Does not God see? Will he not bless? Is not here a sacrifice worthy of imitation by 
many in the homeland? This is done even by children but five and six years old. Surely, ‘A little child shall lead 
them.’ The Lord has set his hand to the work; his Spirit is moving upon hearts; the latter rain is beginning to 
fall, and our God is being glorified among the heathen. If you could hear the testimonies given in our Friday 
evening social meetings, you could but say, ‘What hath God wrought!’GCB July 1, 1900, page 190.9 


“The sermon that one of our boys preached to-day would have put to shame more than one preacher of 
several years’ experience. | think it was the best | ever heard in the Matabele tongue. One year ago this boy 
could not read, and knew not God as a personal Saviour. His text was the first four verses of the ninety-first

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WILLS AND DONATIONS 


L. A. HOOPESG. A. IRWIN

In the plan of salvation, God in love and mercy to fallen humanity has so arranged it that man may cooperate 
with him in the salvation of his fellow man. In no way is this cooperation more clearly shown to the world and 
recognized by our heavenly Father, than by a cheerful and liberal giving of the means with which he has 
blessed us, to carry forward his work in the earth. If our hearts are right toward God in this matter, we receive 
a double blessing at his hands: first, in the obtaining, “for it is he who gives us power to get wealth;” and, 
second, in giving it back to him to be used in spreading a knowledge of his truth in the earth.GCB October 1, 
1900, page 193.1 


But while this is true, on the other hand, a wrong use, or careless handling, of the means entrusted to us, is a 
great sin. In our Saviour’s teachings he kept this thought prominently before his disciples: “Take heed, and 
beware of covetousness;” and in his warnings for the last days he makes it quite clear that covetousness will 
be one of the prominent sins that his people must be careful to avoid. Luke 21:34. Satan knows humanity’s 
weakness in this direction, so he says to his angels: —GCB October 1, 1900, page 193.2 


“Go, make the possessors of lands and money drunk with cares. If you can make them place their affections 
upon these things, we shall have them yet.... We must keep in our ranks all the means of which we can gain 
control. The more means the followers of Christ devote to his service, the more will they injure our kingdom by 
getting our subjects."—Early Writings, 128.GCB October 1, 1900, page 193.3 


In order to save us from ignorantly falling into Satan’s trap, the Lord has revealed to us his plan, and 
forewarned us of the danger; yet notwithstanding all this, the following statement is made in Testimonies for

“| was shown the awful fact that Satan and his angels have more to do with the management of the property

In searching further to see how this is accomplished, | find the following: “Going security for unbelievers;” 
“loaning money to dishonest borrowers;” “holding on to our property, intending before we die to make a will, 
but are suddenly taken away, leaving our affairs in a tangled condition, to be consumed in a course of law;” “to 
save a little expense and trouble, have wills drawn up by incompetent parties, so that after death they are 
easily broken.”GCB October 1, 1900, page 193.6 


These are some of the ways by which the devil accomplishes his purpose; but it is more particularly to the last

It would be too strong a statement to make, as some do, that “a will is not worth the paper that it is written on,” 
for there are a few instances where children regard the good name and wishes of their parents more than a 
few paltry dollars; but it is a fact that a large majority of the wills that are made in these days can be, and are, 
broken. Especially is this so when the bequests go to a religious organization. “Not competent,” “mentally 
incapacitated,” “unduly influenced,” “overpersuaded,” etc., etc., are the reasons usually adduced why the will 
should be set aside. In addition to this, technical questions of law arise because the litigator has failed to give 
the exact corporate name by which the society is known and can be identified.GCB October 1, 1900, page

In cases where it seems clear that no other manner of securing means to the cause should be adopted, no 
pains should be spared to obtain legal advice, and have wills drawn up in a manner to stand the test. When 
contemplating making a will, the first and most important thing is to find out the exact legal name of the society 
or organization, and the State, county, and city where its headquarters are and its principal business 
transacted, that you wish to assist. The names by which we know and speak of our organizations and 
institutions are, in only a few cases, the names by which they are known in the eyes of the law. It is the duty of 
the minister to call attention to these matters, and instruct the people. | quote a few lines from Testimonies for 
the Church 4:478, 479:—GCB October 1, 1900, page 194.1 


“Many manifest a needless delicacy on this point. They feel that they are stepping upon forbidden ground 
when they introduce the subject of property to the aged or to invalids in order to learn what disposition they 
design to make of it. But this duty is just as sacred as the duty to preach the word to save souls.” “There are 
aged ones among us who are nearing the close of their probation; but for the want of wide-awake men to 
secure to the cause of God the means in their possession, it passes into the hands of those who are serving

‘Must we actually dispossess ourselves of everything which we call our own?’ We may not be required to do 
this now; but we must be willing to do so for Christ’s sake. We must acknowledge that our possessions are 
absolutely his, by using of them freely whenever means is needed to advance his cause. Some close their 
ears to the calls made for money to be used in sending missionaries to foreign countries, and in publishing the 
truth and scattering it like autumn leaves all over the world. Such excuse their covetousness by informing you 
that they have made arrangements to be charitable at death. They have considered the cause of God in their 
wills. Therefore they live a life of avarice, robbing God in tithes and in offerings, and in their wills return to God 
but a small portion of that which he has lent them, while a very large proportion is appropriated to relatives 
who have no interest in the truth. This is the worst kind of robbery. They rob God of his just dues, not only all

In 1852, when | accepted present truth, our facilities for 
advancing the message were limited to a sixty-four-page tract, and an eight-page Advent Review, semi- 
monthly, and in English only.

With this article we give a tabulated statement(*) of the various languages in which reading-matter has already 
been printed, and the number of persons in the different language, who, in some manner, should be furnished 
with the light on the great truths for this time. [* For this statistical table of publications, see page 228.]GCB

In collecting the statistics of the number of persons in the different languages, | have availed myself of the use 
of the census reports, encyclopedias, and encyclopedias of missions, etc. Some of the statistics were not 
quite up to date, so the number | give may fall a little below what a present accurate census might show.GCB

In making out the list of periodicals, books, pamphlets, and tracts, with the number of pages, | have carefully 
examined the catalogues of our various publishing houses, and the reports of our different missionaries. This 
has taken considerable time, and in some cases | could learn only that they were publishing in a certain 
language, but am unable to say what, or to give the number of pages. The figures given would therefore be 
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slightly increased if | had all these blanks filled. In counting books sold by canvassers, where there are several 
styles of binding, | have counted, in each case, only one book, so the numbers given in the table are for 
distinct and separate books.GCB October 1, 1900, page 196.2 


The table prepared contains thirty-nine languages, spoken by 1,130,851,941 persons. Publications already 
prepared by Seventh-day Adventists in these various tongues consist of the following: fifty-one regular weekly, 
semimonthly, monthly, and quarterly journals, and forty-eight missionary papers issued in the interest of 
conference and colporteur work; 215 bound books, containing 69,167 pages; 174 pamphlets, of 15,212 
pages; 697 tracts, with 8,042 pages; or a total of 1,086 books containing 92,421 pages.GCB October 1, 1900, 
page 196.3 


The few books already issued in Chinese are in the dialects read by three-fourths of the Chinese nation. If we 
deduct one-fourth-100,670,000-from the Chinese, the total number of persons in whose language reading is 
already printed would be 1,030,181,941, or about five-sevenths of the total number of the inhabitants of the 
world. Thus, as far as material with which to prosecute our work is concerned, there is surely a good 
beginning.GCB October 1, 1900, page 196.4

ARTICLE |.—NAME 


THIS organization shall be known as the General Conference of Seventh-day AdventistsGCB October 1, 
1900, page 229.1 


ARTICLE Il.—OBJECT 


The object of this Conference shall be to unify and extend the work of the Seventh-day Adventist 
denomination throughout the world.GCB October 1, 1900, page 229.2 


ARTICLE Ill—MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION 1. This Conference shall be composed of such local Conferences of Seventh-day Adventists as are 
or may be properly organized, in any part of the world, under the direction of the Executive Committee;

SEC. 2. The legal voters of said Conference shall be such duly accredited delegates from the local

ARTICLE I.—TRUSTEES AND COMMITTEES 


SECTION 1. A majority of Trustees shall be a quorum to transact businessGCB October 1, 1900, page

SEC. 2. By vote of not less than five Trustees, any of the business of the corporation may be delegated to a 
committee of one or more Trustees. Such delegation shall be by resolution duly entered in the record book of 
the Trustees which resolution shall concisely state the business so delegated, and the record shall state the 
name of the Trustee who vote in the affirmative and the negative on such resolution. Such delegation may be

SEC. 3. The power of any such committee shall be subject to revocation as to all future acts, at any regular or

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SUMMARY OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE COMMITTEE AND COUNCIL, HELD 
AT BATTLE CREEK, MICH., OCT. 11 TO 30, 1900 


L.A. HOOPES 


The presidents of conferences were called in to meet in council with the General Conference Committee at 
the above dates. We give herewith a summary of the proceedings.GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.15 


1. The first matter considered was the time and place for holding the next biennial session of the General 
Conference. The vote was almost unanimous for the Conference to be held in Oakland, Cal., Feb. 10 to 
March 3, 1901. [For reasons not known at the time of the council, the appointment was afterwards changed 
from Oakland, Cal., to Battle Creek, Mich., April 2 to 23, 1901]GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.16 


2. The liquidation of the debt on theGCB October 1, 1900, page 237.17 


CHRISTIANIA PUBLISHING HOUSE occupied a large share of the time of the council. Days were spent 
seeking God and in considering plans; and finally a new proposition was drafted, to be submitted to the 
creditors of the Christiania Publishing House, to take the place of the one they had already accepted. This 
new proposition was as follows:—GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.18 


“DEAR SIRS: Since Mr. |. H. Evans’s return to America, we have given much thought to the financia 
obligations of the Skandinaviske Forlags- og Trykkeriforening, of Akersgaden 74, Christiania, Norway, or what 
is known in America as the “Christiania Publishing House;” and, from the facts as presented to us now, we 

realize that it is inevitable that our creditors will be heavy losers. This we deeply regret. We therefore submit to 

you the following propositions for your consideration and acceptance:—GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.19 


“1, We will pay our creditors the full face demand of all the principal of the legal paper of the Christiania 
Publishing House.GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.20 


“2. We will pay this principal in six equal semiannual payments, said payments to be made Feb. 1, 1901, July 
1, 1901, Jan. 1, 1902, July 1, 1902, Jan. 1, 1903, and July 1, 1903.GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.21 


“3. We allow and will hold all the property of the Christiania Publishing House to be solely for the benefit of our 
creditors, till the entire principal of our debt is liquidated.GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.22 


“4. Our creditors shall appoint an attorney who shall have authority to represent their interests, to whom we 
may refer all matters pertaining to the settlement of their claims against the Christiania Publishing House.GCB 
October 1, 1900, page 237.23 


“5. We shall be allowed at any time after the acceptance of these propositions, to sell, mortgage, rent, occupy, 
or do anything we deem best with all assets, both real and personal, of the Christiania Publishing House, 
when such action has been first submitted to and approved by the creditors’ attorney; provided, that in case of 
sale, mortgage, or rental, the whole amount realized shall be applied to liquidate the principal of the 
obligations of said publishing house.GCB October 1, 1900, page 237.24 


“6. Our creditors shall relinquish all accrued interest yet unpaid.GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.1 


“7. From the time of accepting these propositions, our creditors shall not ask or receive from the Christiania 
Publishing House interest on any paper for which said publishing house is obligated.GCB October 1, 1900, 
page 238.2 


“8. Our creditors shall, on receipt of the principal of the obligations of the Christiania Publishing House, 
execute to said publishing house a full discharge of all its obligations. GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.3 


“9. All moneys received by our creditors since the acceptance of our first proposition, to meet in part or in full 
any of the obligations of the Christiania Publishing House, shall be applied in the liquidation of the principal, 
and accepted by the creditors as a partial payment thereof, to be deducted by us from the first semiannual 
payment hereinbefore provided:GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.4 


“10. These propositions are made with the understanding that the property and assets, both real and 
personal, of the Christiania Publishing House still remain intact, not having been sold or otherwise disposed of 
by the creditors.GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.5 


“11. These propositions shall be null and void, unless we are informed of their acceptance by our creditors on 
or before Dec. 15, 1900.GCB October 7, 1900, page 238.6 


“12. In case our creditors accept these propositions, all former agreements with them concerning the 
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settlement of the written obligations of the Christiania Publishing House, shall be null and void."GCB October 
1, 1900, page 238.7 


These propositions were sent to our creditors attorney, Oct. 17, 1900.GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.8 


The same council provided the following as the best means for securing the funds necessary to meet these 
obligations:—GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.9 


“2. On the acceptance of said propositions, the General Conference Committee shall select a trusty, 
competent man, giving him power of attorney to sell, mortgage, or otherwise dispose of the Christiania 
Publishing House and all its assets both real and personal, collecting all accounts, holding the funds, subject 
absolutely to the order of the General Conference.GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.10 


“3. That all the proceeds realized from the assets of the Christiania Publishing House be applied to liquidate 
the debts of said publishing house.GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.11 


“5. That we insist that brethren and sisters owing the Christiania Publishing House, as well as all sister 
institutions, promptly pay said publishing house the amount of their obligations.GCB October 1, 1900, page 
238.12 


“6. That the General Conference Committee at once cause to be placed in the hands of each conference 
president a statement of the financial condition of the Christiania Publishing House, with a conservative 
estimate of the assets of said publishing house.GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.13 


“7. That we recommend the sale of the Christiania Publishing House property at the earliest date practicable; 
and that the proceeds of said sale be applied toward the liquidation of said debt.GCB October 1, 1900, page 
238.14 


“8. That each of our conferences do all in their power to largely increase the annual offerings, and that the 
amount raised in excess of the amount received from the same source last year, be applied on said debt.GCB 
October 1, 1900, page 238.15 


“9. That we pledge ourselves to do all we can to increase the various offerings to the Foreign Mission Board, 
with the understanding that a portion of the same is to be applied in the liquidation of the aforesaid debt, the 
amount to be fixed by the Foreign Mission Board in counsel with the General Conference CommitteeGCB 
October 1, 1900, page 238.16 


“11. Whereas, The Bible and the Testimonies approve of no business methods except those conducted on a 
sound basis; therefore,—GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.17 


“We recommend, That as speedily as possible, all our business enterprises be established on a strictly cash 
basis.GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.18 


“12. That we urge our brethren in Scandinavia to make a determined effort to cooperate with us in carrying out 
the above plans to liquidate the indebtedness of the Christiana Publishing House.GCB October 1, 1900, page 
238.19 


“13. That the funds raised to apply on this indebtedness be forwarded to the Foreign Mission Board, Room 
1906, 150 Nassau St., New York City, N. Y."GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.20 


Thus it will be plainly seen that we have a great responsibility in carrying this new load of debt. If each 
Seventh-day Adventist in America would donate $1.25 to this enterprise, the indebtedness would all be raised. 
Now that we are to meet the obligation, let us take hold with vigor, and each do his part.GCB October 7, 1900, 
page 238.21 


It was thought wiser to use the plans already in operation, rather than devise some new method. It will be 
observed that two ways are to be used to raise this money:—GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.22

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RELIEF OF OUR SCHOOLS 


L.A. HOOPES 
The general plan, as outlined and adopted, is as follows:—GCB October 1, 1900, page 238.27 


“Whereas, The Lord has said that the debts upon our schools are a reproach, and that all should lift 
harmoniously and pay these debts, and that the work should be done now; therefore——GCB October 1, 1900,

“We recommend, 1. That the Bible workers, licentiates, and younger ministers in each conference devote as 
long a period of time as may seem necessary to canvassing for ‘Christ’s Object Lessons,’ receiving their usual 
compensation from the conferences, and returning all the money received on sales to the tract society for the 
debt fund of the college or academy in their respective territories.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.2 


“2. That each conference district it territory, and that all the available ministerial force not engaged in 
canvassing, devote its time to organizing the churches and companies, so that they can effectually canvass 
for the book, giving such instruction as is necessary, assigning to each only such territory as they can use, 
and keeping careful record of all territory worked.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.3 


“3. That inasmuch as the edition of 300,000 copies of ‘Christ’s Object Lessons’ sold at $1.25 per copy would 
practically pay the school debts, that each college district be encouraged to sell enough books to liquidate the 
school indebtedness of their district, that a uniform price be maintained in the sale of the book, and that all 
moneys received from these sales be appropriated to the college debt funds.GCB October 1, 1900, page 
239.4 


“4. That in the handling of this book the tract societies follow the plan of taking five per cent of the retail price 
for their commission, and paying all charges from this five per cent; or that they follow the other plan laid down 
by the regular committee having charge of the work, as an option; viz., to take no percentage for their work, 
and to bill up against the debt fund of the school in their territory only the actual cost of transportation on 
books.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.5 


“5. That our colleges and academies everywhere, being beneficiaries of the gift and labor of Sister White, of 
our conferences, and lay members, do put forth their utmost efforts to secure and train a large corps of 
canvassers to sell the book ‘Christ’s Object Lessons;’ these canvassers to go out from the schools as soon as 
they have sufficient training to do the work; and we further recommend, that the presidents, professors, and 
teachers of our schools during their summer vacation canvass with the students for this book.GCB October 1, 
1900, page 239.6 


“6. That the business managers and treasurers of our schools, into whose hands the funds made available by 
the foregoing resolutions and the work which they will cause to be accomplished, do sacredly guard these 
moneys and see to it that every farthing so secured shall be applied for the purpose of liquidating the standing 
indebtedness until such indebtedness is provided for, and that further outlay of this fund in improvements or 
locating of new schools be left to the judgment of the district officers, and that these moneys shall never be 
used under any circumstances to pay deficits which may occur in the running expenses of the operating 
departments of our schools.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.7 


“It was further voted that the Committee on the Relief of the Schools raise fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) with 
which to pay for the paper and binding material necessary for 300,000 copies of ‘Christ’s Object 
Lessons.”GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.8 


4. GENERAL CONFERENCE MISSION FIELDS.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.9 


a. Utah. Voted, To accept the request of Elder Geo. O. States and the Colorado Conference Committee, that 
Elder States labor in the Colorado Conference. 


Voted, To ratify the action of the Utah brethren in electing W. A. Alway as director of that mission field; and 
that L. F. Hansen act as colporteur.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.10 


Voted, To request the Upper Columbia Conference to release Elder A. G. Christianson, that he may labor 
among the Scandinavians in the Utah mission field.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.11 


b. Newfoundland. Voted, To recommend Sister Clara Farman to go to St. Johns, Newfoundland, to take 
charge of the books of the mission field, and to occupy herself a portion of the time in Bible work. 

c. The Southern Field A number of recommendations were placed in the hands of Elder N. W. Allee, the 
chairman of the Southern committee. 
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5. Washington, D. C. Voted, To send a laborer to that important city to work for a limited time. GCB October 1, 
1900, page 239.12 


6. The French in Quebec Voted, To employ a French professor by the name of J. Coigniaux, to labor among 
the French-speaking people.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.13 


9. Cable Address. |n order that there may be uniformity and that there may be a plan easily kept in mind, it 
was voted to request all our leading organizations to register their cable address as “ADVENTIST,” with the 
name of the city where they are.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.14 


10. THE GENERAL CONFERENCE AND DAILY BULLETIN.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.15 


The price of the Quarterly and Daily is seventy-five cents for the two years, while for the Daily alone it is fifty 
cents.GCB October 1, 1900, page 239.16 


During the Conference, the Bulletin is to contain stenographic reports of addresses, studies, and sermons; full 
reports from the field; clear reports of all business proceedings; and a good index.
